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At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  of  the  Boston  Chil- 
dren’s Aid  Society,  held  on  Monday,  Nov.  5,  1906,  it  was 

Resolved  : That  the  corporation  of  the  Boston  Children’s 
Aid  Society  desires  to  put  upon  record  their  appreciation  of 
the  faithful  services  rendered  during  the  last  nine  years  to  the 
Board,  to  the  Corporation  and  the  Society  at  large,  by  the 
retiring  President,  Dr.  Henry  P.  Bowditch.  He  was  a faithful 
and  efficient  presiding  officer,  giving  generously  at  the  meetings 
and  outside  of  them  of  the  limited  amount  of  time  which  the 
exacting  demands  of  his  profession  left  to  him. 

He  brought  to  the  work  of  the  Society  and  to  the  service  of 
humanity  not  only  a deep  human  interest  in  the  problems  which 
daily  confront  child-helping  societies,  but  also  the  intelligence 
and  powers  of  analysis,  the  discrimination,  wise  judgment  and 
lofty  purposes,  which  have  distinguished  him  for  so  many  years 
in  his  profession. 

He  has  proved  himself  to  be  a wise  and  helpful  counsellor  to 
the  directors,  and  an  unselfish  public  servant. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  and  the  public  are  his  due,  and 
are  gratefully  given  to  him. 
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METHODS  IN  BRIEF. 


The  Society  provides  for  exposed,  destitute,  and  wayward 
children ; studies  questions  relating  to  children  ; records  expe- 
rience ; promotes  needed  legislation  ; encourages  co-operation 
among  child-helping  agencies. 

The  Bureau  of  Information  and  Counsel  takes  up  any  case  in- 
volving a child.  Methods  are  : information,  advice,  oversight ; 
reference  to  other  suitable  agencies  ; support  or  oversight  by  other 
departments  of  the  Society. 

The  Placing-out  Agency  places  homeless  children  in  carefully 
selected  private  families,  chiefly  in  the  country,  and  maintains 
intimate  supervision. 

The  Probation  Agency  befriends  boys  and  girls  from  courts. 

Home  Libraries  are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children  in  poor 
neighborhoods  throughout  the  city.  Each  library  means  ten 
children  under  a child-librarian  and  volunteer  or  paid  visitor, 
meeting  weekly  in  the  living-room  of  the  librarian’s  family.  The 
purpose  is  to  encourage  good  reading,  home  amusements,  and 
penny  savings,  and  to  foster  wholesome  home  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


The  striking  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Society  during  the  past 
year  is  its  steadily  increasing  volume.  Children  in  need  have  been 
brought  to  our  attention  in  larger  numbers  from  the  usual  sources, 
and  appeals  have  reached  us  through  new  channels.  The  courts 
that  have  formerly  used  us  have  made  heavier  demands  upon  us, 
and  courts  from  which  we  formerly  seldom  heard  have  given  us 
much  to  do.  The  charity  work  that  is  growing  up  at  the  hospi- 
tals, owing  to  a fuller  sense  among  the  physicians,  of  opportunity 
and  responsibility  beyond  their  strictly  professional  service,  has 
brought  new  demands.  Closer  relations  with  governmental  agen- 
cies have  multiplied  the  occasions  on  which  we  have  been  called 
upon  to  see  if  children  can  be  kept  from  enrolment  as  public 
wards.  Above  all,  an  increasing  number  of  our  citizens  are  car- 
ing about  the  unfortunate,  and  learning  the  way  to  the  sources 
of  help.  The  explanation  lies  in  the  natural  growth  of  the  phil- 
anthropic spirit,  the  development  of  methods  of  really  helping 
those  who  are  in  distress,  and  the  spreading  knowledge  of  what 
can  be  done. 
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1583  children  have  been  brought  to  us  for  consideration  and 
action  during  the  past  year  as  against  1340  the  preceding  year, 
1 143  two  years  since,  and  939  three  years  ago.  These  figures 
refer  wholly  to  new  work  which  is  taken  up,  in  the  first  instance, 
by  our  Bureau  of  Information  and  Counsel  for  investigation  and 
the  determination  of  necessary  action,  with  oversight  by  the  agents 
in  that  department  when  advice,  persuasion,  guidance,  even  for

long  periods,  will  meet  the  necessities  of  the  situation,  or,  when 
desirable,  reference  to  our  other  departments  or  to  other  agencies. 
These  1583  children  include  only  the  new  work  from  which  ac- 
cessions to  the  other  departments,  the  placing-out,  probation,  and 
Home  Libraries  come,  and  do  not  include  the  children  already 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  supported  by  or  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  those  departments,  nor  the  boys  and  girls  added  to  the 
membership  of  the  Home  Libraries  during  the  year.  To  inves- 
tigate thoroughly  and  act  promptly  in  all  these  cases  has  been 
extremely  difficult  with  the  limited  force  at  our  command.  Through 
the  generosity  of  Miss  Fanny  P.  Mason,  of  our  Board  of  Direc- 
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tors,  an  additional  agent  was  added  to  the  department  last  July. 
Another  agent  is  needed  if  serious  overwork  and  final  impairment 
of  efficiency  are  to  be  avoided. 

This  department  costs  $7,000,  and  as  the  total  expenses  of  the 
Society  during  the  past  year  have  exceeded  the  total  income  by 
about  one-sixth,  an  additional  thousand  dollars  may  be  said  to  be 
needed  to  enable  the  Society  to  maintain  this  portion  of  its  work. 
The  fact  that  the  difficulties  of  479,  or  more  than  one-fourth  of

the  children,  were  met  by  this  department  without  recourse  to 
our  other  departments  or  to  other  charities,  alone  far  more  than 
justifies  the  expense.  The  devising  of  ways  and  means  for  hold- 
ing families  together,  the  discovery  of  lost  relatives,  the  effecting 
of  reconciliations,  the  arousing  of  the  energies  of  the  discouraged, 
the  putting  of  new  hope  into  the  hopeless,  the  opening  up  of  hid- 
den sources  of  self-help,  has  meant  in  many  a single  instance  a 
saving  to  charity  of  what  would  amount  to  much  more  than  the 
thousand  dollars  deficit  in  this  department.  Such  results  are  not 
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obtained  by  perfunctory  words  of  advice,  but  by  an  intimate  study 
of  each  child’s  problem,  followed  up  by  sympathetic,  vigorous, 
often  long-continued  counsel  and  influence.  The  illness  or  death 
of  parents,  intemperance,  immorality  or  domestic  discord,  and  the 
moral  exposure  of  children  which  is  an  almost  inevitable  feature 
of  poverty,  are  the  chief  causes  back  of  the  hard  situations  that 
we  have  to  meet.  Impressive  as  this  array  of  suffering  and  wrong 
is  to  any  one  who  gets  a close  knowledge  of  it,  equally  impres- 
sive is  the  attendant  revelation  that  mischiefs  of  all  sorts  can  be 
remedied  or  ameliorated,  that  order  can  be  brought  out  of  many 
a chaotic  domestic  situation,  that  children  started  down-hill  may 
be  turned  about  before  it  is  too  late,  that,  in  fine,  human  nature 
has  a wonderful  power  of  recuperation. 

135  children  were  turned  over  to  our  probation  department, 
and  246  to  the  Placing-out  Agency.  499  boys  and  girls  were 
referred  to  5 5 other  agencies,  the  largest  number  to  any  single

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charity  being  1 30  referred  to  the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston  ; 
the  next  largest,  72,  to  the  Charity  for  Destitute  Mothers  and 
Infants ; after  which  come  36  each  to  the  Massachusetts  Infant 
Asylum  and  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children. 

The  246  children  referred  during  the  year  to  our  Placing-out 
Agency  to  be  placed  in  private  families  for  adoption,  at  board, 
free  of  charge,  or  at  wages,  exceeded  by  1 1 the  number  so  re- 
ferred a year  ago.  531  children,  or  40  more  than  the  preceding 
year,  were  cared  for  in  families  by  the  Placing-out  Agency  within 
the  year,  or  a daily  average  of  322  for  the  whole  year,  as  against 
a daily  average  of  300  the  year  before,  and  283  two  years  ago. 
As  in  the  Bureau  of  Information  we  have  no  “ plant,”  so  here 
there  is  no  diversion  of  funds  for  bricks  and  mortar,  but  we  place 
children  directly  in  carefully  selected  New  England  families. 
By  our  methods  of  investigation,  placing  our  dependence  not  upon 
what  the  applicants  or  their  references  say,  nor  even  upon  visits 
to  their  homes,  but  upon  independent  sources  of  information, 
selected  by  ourselves,  fellow-citizens  of  the  applicants  who  have 
wintered  and  summered  them,  we  are  able  to  secure  the  right 
kind  of  families,  and  by  keeping  in  close  touch  with  them  enlist 
a genuine  interest  in  the  children.  We  are  called  upon  to  take 
children  from  the  courts  and  provide  for  them  at  once,  that  they 
may  not  be  committed  to  jail  pending  trial ; to  place  immediately 
children  suddenly  rendered  homeless  by  the  death  of  a parent, 
or  the  removal  of  a father  or  mother  to  a hospital ; and  practi- 
cally no  day  fails  to  bring  its  due  share  of  exigencies  among  the 
children  already  placed.  To  keep  the  supply  of  high-grade  fam- 
ilies equal  to  our  need  ; to  see  that  when  the  children  are  placed 
the  families  understand  and  enter  heartily  into  all  that  we  expect 
of  them  ; to  establish  the  right  relations  between  the  families 
receiving  the  children  and  any  surviving  relatives  of  the  children  ; 
to  attend  to  the  many  things  that  need  to  be  done  from  day  to 
day  for  one  child  and  another  ; to  think  out  all  the  problems  that 
gather  around  each  child  ; to  see  to  it  that  the  very  life  of  each 


of  these  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  is  moving  steadily  toward 
health  and  strength  of  body  and  soul, — places  such  a burden 
upon  our  handful  of  visitors  that  it  would  seem  inevitable  that 
we  should  reduce  still  further  the  unit  of  administration,  that  is, 
the  number  of  children  that  we  expect  each  agent  to  look  after. 
During  recent  years  we  have  hoped  that  each  visitor  might  be 
responsible  for  from  50  to  60  children,  but  I am  convinced  that 
this  number,  although  less  than  the  prevailing  number  in  most 
placing-out  agencies,  is  too  large.  The  work  of  the  year  has  been 
done  under  a sense  of  constant  hurry  and  strain. 

The  results  are  gratifying  in  the  extreme.  Our  methods  prac- 
tically eliminate  abuse  and  even  unkindness,  and  in  a large  meas- 
ure establish  positive  conditions  of  affectionate  care.  Our  chil- 
dren make  fine  records  in  the  schools.  Take,  for  instance,  a 
group  of  thirteen  older  girls  who  were  in  the  care  of  a former 
highly  esteemed  agent  when  she  left  the  Society  six  years  ago, 
— girls  who,  with  us  who  were  the  associates  of  their  visitor, 
have  never  failed  to  cherish  the  memory  of  her  fine  devotion. 
Number  one  has  graduated  from  the  high  school  and  is  studying 
stenography ; number  two  is  a senior  in  the  high  school ; num- 
ber three  is  studying  in  a New  Hampshire  seminary ; number 
four  has  had  three  years  in  the  high  school  and  is  doing  house- 
work ; number  five  is  a graduate  of  the  Industrial  School  for 
Crippled  and  Deformed  Children,  and  is  an  adept  with  the  needle  ; 
number  six  graduated  from  the  high  school,  took  a course  in  kin- 
dergarten, and  is  teaching  ; number  seven,  after  four  years  in  the 
high  school,  is  a stenographer ; numbers  eight,  nine,  ten  and 
eleven  are  well  married,  to  a rural  mail-carrier,  a carpenter,  a 
tailor,  and  a machinist  respectively ; two  have  died,  one  of  them 
being  employed  at  the  time  of  her  death  in  the  office  of  a lead- 
ing Boston  physician,  admired  and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  her. 

From  start  to  finish,  whether  the  period  of  need  and  conse- 
quent care  be  a day,  a month,  a year,  or  the  entire  minority  of  a 
child,  he  lives  in  a private  family  with  the  advantage  of  normal 
home  life,  — the  next  best  thing  to  home  life  with  his  own  family. 
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unfortunately  for  some  cause  impossible.  In  every  instance  we 
know  — only  too  well  — why  we  have  assumed  the  care  of  the 
child.  In  every  instance  we  seek  from  relatives  such  help  as  we 
believe  they  ought  to  render ; and  during  the  year,  from  this 
source,  — hard-working  widows,  widowers,  grandparents,  elder 
brothers  and  sisters, — there  has  come  in  many  small  sums  the 
total  amount  of  $12,034.51,  making  the  net  cost  to  charity 
$22,000.  The  direct  outlay  for  board  and  clothing  was  $23,847, 
wholly  for  care  in  private  families. 

The  total  cost  of  the  placing-out  work  is  $34,000,  and  the 
deficit  of  one-sixth,  therefore,  is  nearly  $6,000.  Does  this  work 
deserve  additional  support  to  the  extent  of  $6,000  ? 

$3  a week,  or  in  round  figures  $150  a year,  pays  the  entire 
cost  of  the  support  of  a boy  or  girl  in  a family,  — board,  clothing, 
medical  and  dental  services,  the  work  of  the  placing-out  visitor, 
everything  needful.  Such  a support  donation,  as  we  may  call  it, 
becomes  the  means  by  which  the  physical  destitution  and  moral 
exposure  of  a boy  or  girl  are  relieved,  and  the  child  led  hand  in 
hand  with  us  as  friends  from  dependence  to  self-support,  — as 
one  boy  or  girl  reaches  the  goal,  another  by  virtue  of  the  gift 
following  instantly  along  the  same  path.  Forty  such  support 
donations  of  $150  a year  would  lift  the  work  of  the  society  for 
homeless  children  out  of  its  present  serious  embarrassment. 
Could  forty  such  gifts  be  better  bestowed } 

As  there  is  no  absorption  of  funds  for  mechanical  equipment 
or  “ plant,”  either  in  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Information  or 
in  that  of  the  Placing-out  Agency,  the  same  simplicity  of  scheme 
is  seen  in  another  important  division  of  the  work,  that  of  proba- 
tion, that  is,  the  oversight  of  arrested  children  in  their  own 
homes.  This  department,  like  the  others,  illustrates  the  empha- 
sis that  is  placed  upon  home  life,  and  the  highly  personal  char- 
acter of  every  phase  of  the  activities  of  the  Society.  360  boys 
have  been  under  oversight,  of  whom  it  may  be  said  that  the  close 
of  the  year  finds  74,  or  20  per  cent.,  doing  poorly  ; 131,  or  37 
per  cent.,  doing  fairly  well ; 155,  or  43  per  cent.,  doing  well. 
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The  system  inaugurated  on  the  first  of  September,  at  the  cen- 
tral municipal  court,  by  which  in  place  of  eight  judges  in  turn, 
each  for  a week,  hearing  juvenile  cases,  a single  judge  presides 
continuously  over  an  independent  juvenile  court  for  the  portion 
of  the  city  formerly  covered  by  the  juvenile  session  of  the  cen- 
tral municipal  court,  has  greatly  facilitated  and  promoted  the 
probation  work  of  this  court.  The  admirable  appointment  by 
the  Governor  is  bearing  its  expected  fruit  in  the  quality  of  the 
work  of  the  court.  The  law  creating  the  court  empowered  the 
judge  to  appoint  two  probation  officers.  Our  probation  agent, 
Mr.  Lawrence,  has  served  as  temporary  probation  officer  pend- 
ing the  appointment  of  permanent  officers.  Even  after  the  offi- 
cers are  appointed,  there  will  be  much  more  to  be  done  than  the 
two  court  officers  can  do,  and  as  is  now  true  in  the  case  of  girls, 
our  Society  will  doubtless  be  needed  for  a continuation  of  such 
service  as  we  can  render  to  boys.  In  several  other  courts  a ten- 
dency is  noted  to  turn  to  this  Society,  and  if  the  present  finan- 
cial stress  of  the  Society  could  be  relieved  by  additional  donations, 
the  Society  could  assist  in  the  development  of  the  needed  proba- 
tion service  in  the  courts  of  the  metropolitan  area. 

Indeed,  the  splendid  pledge  has  been  received  from  a single 
individual,  a member  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  of  $2,000  annu- 
ally for  three  years  to  promote  probation  work.  It  seems  unwise, 
however,  to  enter  upon  the  administration  of  such  a fund,  with 
all  that  it  may  lead  to,  until  the  income  of  the  Society  has  been 
brought  up  to  its  expenditure.  But  it  is,  of  course,  with  the  keenest 
regret  that  the  utilization  of  this  offer  is  postponed  a single  day. 

■ Still  again,  thoroughly  personal  in  method, 
unburdened  by  artificial  equipment,  utilizing 
the  very  homes  of  children  themselves,  an  at- 
tractive and  valuable  part  of  the  work  is  the 
Home  Libraries,  now  increased  to  74,  the 
largest  number  in  their  history.  They  form  a 
chain  of  little  home  clubs  extending  all  over  the 
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city.  Each  group  consists  of  about  ten  children  who  meet 
weekly  in  the  home  of  one  of  their  number  who  serves  as  libra- 
rian, and  spend  an  hour  under  the  guidance  of  a visitor,  — a 
paid  visitor  from  this  office  or  a volunteer.  Each  library  con- 
tains I 5 books  and  some  magazines,  which  are  exchanged  at  the 
weekly  meeting,  and  when  read  by  the  group  replaced  with  a 
fresh  supply.  The  libraries  are  distributed  thus  :

A Home  Libraries  Plant  Festival. 
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26,  or  more  than  one-third  of  the  74  libraries,  meet  in  the 
evening,  and  minister  to  the  needs  of  working  boys  and  girls 
who  have  left  the  public  schools  and  are  exposed  to  increased 
temptations.  18  evening  libraries  and  26  day  libraries  are  in 
the  care  of  37  volunteer  visitors,  to  whom  we  are  greatly  indebted 
for  an  immense  amount  of  faithful  and  effective  work.  This 
corps  of  volunteers  includes  14  young  women  who  are  taking 
the  course  for  librarians  at  Simmons  College,  most  of  whom  are 
also  studying  in  the  School  for  Social  Workers.  It  is  a varied 
and  inspiring  program  : the  weekly  meeting  of  children  and  vis- 
itor with  talks  about  books  and  authors,  reading  aloud,  singing, 
games,  penny  savings,  the  sale  of  plants  to  the  children  in  the 
spring,  the  festivals  in  the  fall  for  boys  and  girls  who  bring  live 
plants  bought  at  the  spring  sales,  the  various  outings  in  the 
summer,  the  Christmas  festivities,  and  all  the  personal  and  neigh- 
borhood work  that  clusters  around  the  Home  Libraries. 

The  little  libraries  are  a substantial  item  in  the  lives  of  their 
members.  When  a family  in  which  there  has  been  a library 
moves  to  some  new  locality,  we  are  apt  to  find  that  they  regret 
keenly  the  expected  loss  of  the  library,  and  the  result  is  the  or- 
ganization of  a new  library  in  the  neighborhood  to  which  the 
librarian’s  family  moves,  and  the  finding  of  a new  home  for  the 
old  library  among  the  children  who  are  already  members  of  the 
group. 

The  influence  of  the  three  paid  workers,  one  of  them  on 
partial  time,  the  two  score  volunteers,  the  good  literature,  and  the 
varied  features  of  the  libraries,  is  most  wholesome  ; here  is  pre- 
ventive charity  in  the  truest  sense. 

Each  library  group  chooses  its  own  name,  and  the  children  of 
“The  Merrymakers,”  the  “ Italiani  Fideli,”  “The  Quiet  Hour 
Club,”  “The  Lafayettes,”  “The  Friendship  Home  Library,” 
“ The  Wise  Club,”  “ The  Young  Reformers,”  are  very  conscious 
of  their  membership.  “The  Harvard  Home  Library  Club ” is 
visited,  of  course,  by  a Harvard  student.  “ The  William  E.  Rus- 
sell Home  Library”  is  several  years  older  than  “ The  Theodore 


Roosevelt  Home  Library.”  Among  other  names  are  the  plain 
“South  Bostons”  and  “The  South  End  Home  Library,”  and  of 
quite  different  selection  “The  Edward  Everett  Hale  Home  Lib- 
rary,” “The  Paul  Revere,”  and  “The  Garibaldi  Home  Library.” 

The  libraries  cost  not  more  than  $3,000.  A donation  of  $25 
pays  for  the  book-case  and  a set  of  books,  meets  the  initial  ex- 
pense of  stationery,  etc.,  and,  in  fact,  founds  a library  which  the 
Society  permanently  conducts.  A number  of  memorial  libraries 
have  been  established  by  such  gifts. 

Shall  the  Home  Libraries  be  checked  in  their  growth,  still 
worse,  shall  some  of  them  be  closed,  for  lack  of  the  portion  of 
the  deficit  chargeable  to  this  department,  one-sixth  of  the  cost, 
or  $500  of  added  annual  income  ? 

The  collection  of  literature  on  charity  and  correction  has 
grown  from  8,000  to  at  least  10,000  books  and  pamphlets, — 
compilations  of  laws  in  different  states  and  countries,  periodicals 
dealing  with  charitable  questions,  proceedings  of  conferences, 
monographs  by  specialists,  reports  of  state,  municipal  and  private 
agencies  of  the  more  significant  sort  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad,  and  the  works  of  leading  writers  in  this  field.  The  li- 
brary is  in  daily  use,  and  again  and  again  has  stood  good  tests. 
The  city  physician  of  one  of  the  largest  cities  in  the  country, 
having  called  for  an  interview  especially  on  the  care  of  found- 
lings, asked  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  for  three  books.  All 
were  in  the  library,  but,  still  better,  two  were  unavailable  because 
in  circulation.  It  is  important  that  funds  be  obtained  for  the 
thorough  cataloguing  of  this  extremely  valuable  material.  There 
are  in  the  library  single  circulars  and  pamphlets  of  no  little  his- 
torical value.  The  large  body  of  very  recent  information  upon 
matters  pertaining  to  unfortunate  children  can  be  made  available 
only  by  cataloguing.  At  present  we  must  rely  chiefly  upon  our 
familiarity  with  the  material  for  its  utilization. 

We  should  not  omit  an  expression  of  the  deepest  appreciation 
of  the  services  rendered  by  a large  number  of  physicians,  both 
general  practitioners  and  specialists,  at  the  various  hospitals  and 


also  in  their  private  practice,  to  the  large  number  of  children  we 
have  brought  to  their  attention.  The  space  of  an  entire  report 
would  be  needed  to  cover  in  any  complete  fashion  the  volume 
and  variety  of  these  gratuitous  services. 

The  hint  that  has  been  given  of  what  the  Society  is  doing 
will  have  served  its  purpose  only  if  it  cause  those  who  read  this 
statement  to  inquire  further  concerning  the  work.  The  organi- 
zation cares  nothing  for  itself  as  such.  The  Society  is  merely  a 
means  by  which  men  and  women  who  care  to  alleviate  suffering, 
to  prevent  permanent  damage  to  boys  and  girls  when  serious 
misfortune  befalls  them,  to  save  children  from  the  misery  and 
degradation  toward  which  unrelieved  poverty  and  moral  expos- 
ure so  surely  tend,  may  accomplish  those  very  ends.  We  have  an 
organization  here  through  which  such  men  and  women  can  apply 
their  money  or  their  own  volunteer  service  to  those  high  pur- 
pos*es.  The  area  of  continuous  population  which  this  Society 
covers,  the  “ Boston  and  vicinity  ” from  which  come  day  by  day 
the  children  who  need  help,  is  the  second  largest  population 
numerically  m the  country,  second  only  to  that  of  Greater  New 
York.  And  it  is  daily  increasing  rapidly.  It  is  a certainty, — 
not  even  a probability,  but  a certainty,  — that  the  work  must  be 
seriously  cut  down,  and  the  policy  radically  changed,  unless  the 
income  is  substantially  increased.  The  most  painstaking  study 
of  how  to  cut  out  or  cut  down  any  portion  of  the  work  reveals 
simply  the  careful  scrutiny  already  brought  to  bear  upon  each 
part  of  it,  and  the  strenuous  effort  made  to  do  everything  as 
economically  as  is  consistent  with  efficiency.  The  existence  of 
the  Society,  untrammelled  by  any  narrowness  of  charter  or  rule 
of  exclusion  as  to  the  sex  or  race  or  condition  or  behavior  of  the 
children  it  may  succor,  may  properly  be  a ground  of  assurance 
to  every  benevolent  person  in  the  community  that  the  way  is 
open  for  any  unfortunate  child  to  have  his  need  considered,  and 
as  a natural  corollary  may  not  the  Society  properly  hope  for  the  sup- 
port of  every  such  person  } That  support  is  needed  seriously  now.

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METHODS  IN  BRIEF. 


The  Society  provides  for  e.xj^osed,  destitute,  and  wayward 
children;  studies  questions  relating  to  children;  records  expe- 
rience; promotes  needed  legislation;  encourages  co-0})eration 
among  child-helping  agencies. 

The  Bureau  of  Information  and  Counsel  takes  up  any  case  in- 
volving a child.  Methods  are:  information,  ad\  ice,  oversight; 
reference  to  other  suitable  agencies;  support  or  oversight  by  other 
departments  of  the  Society. 

The  Placing-out  Agency  places  homeless  children  in  carefully 
selected  private  families,  chiefly  in  the  country,  and  maintains 
intimate  supervision. 

The  Probation  Agency  befriends  boys  and  girls  from  courts. 

Home  Libraries  are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children  in  poor 
neighborhoods  throughout  the  city.  Each  library  means  ten 
children  under  a child-librarian  and  volunteer  or  paid  visitor, 
meeting  weekly  in  the  living-room  of  the  librarian’s  family.  The 
purpose  is  to  encourage  good  reading  and  home  amusements, 
and  to  foster  wholesome  home  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


The  figures  of  the  year  reveal  anew  the  need  of  the  work.  Each 
unit  in  these  totals  is  a child  in  trouble  — pitifully  handicapped 
from  birth  or  in  tender  years  subjected  to  physical  or  moral  mis- 
fortune. 

To  make  the  child’s  burden  of  permanent  disability  bearable,  to 
induce  recovery  and  avoid  permanent  hurt  or  degradation  from 
the  physical  accident  or  the  moral  exposure,  is  our  task  and  privi- 
lege. 

A child  comes  to  us  homeless,  and  forthwith  is  enfolded  within  a 
true  home  whose  door  we  have  opened. 

A drifting,  friendless  youth  gets  anchored  in  a family  and  com- 
munity where  affection,  intelligence,  industry,  invite  daily  to  an 
upright  life. 

The  climax  of  a family  misunderstanding,  the  result  perhaps  of 
an  admixture  of  perversity  of  temperament  and  inscrutable  acci- 
dent, is  a separation,  and  a daughter  exposed  in  the  midst  of  city 
temptations.  But  many  lines  converge  at  the  office  of  the  Society, 
and  a message  reaches  us.  It  may  be  quickly,  it  may  be  as  con- 
fidence and  friendship  ripen,  but  surely  the  secret  comes  to  be  re- 
vealed, and  alienation  and  danger  give  place  to  reconciliation  and 
safety. 

A young  wife  with  children,  deserted,  diseased,  finds  her  way  to 
the  office  to  which  so  many  channels  lead : at  once  the  best  that  the 
best  physicians  can  do  is  at  the  service  of  her  and  her  little  ones, 
law  and  discipline  are  aimed  at  the  guilty  husband,  home  life  se- 
cured for  the  children;  and  returning  health,  increasing  earning 
power,  and  each  year  added  to  the  children’s  age,  bring  mother 
and  children  ever  nearer  to  the  goal  of  self-support  and  reunion. 

A man  learns  from  the  doctors  that  it  will  surely  be  months  be- 
fore the  wife’s  reason  will  be  restored,  and  while  we  watch  over  the 
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children  in  the  good  family  we  know  how  to  find,  the  father  works 
and  ])ays  what  he  can,  and  with  us  and  the  children  waits  and  hopes. 

Parents  in  despair  over  their  boy’s  bad  temj^er  and  dishonesty 
welcome  hel])  in  a fresh  effort  to  avoid  court  and  commitment,  and 
the  lad  finally  res])onds  to  forgiveness  and  persuasion. 

A youth  under  guidance  overcomes  the  cocaine  habit;  another, 
after  careful  study  reluctantly  sent  to  a correctional  institution,  is 
still  thus  placed  where  for  him  is  believed  to  be  the  best  chance  of 
reform. 

A judge  asks  investigation  of  a group  of  four  girls:  the  family  of 
one  is  induced  to  move,  another  girl  is  placed  in  a family  in  the 
country  under  oversight,  the  other  two  are  encouraged  by  work 
and  supervision,  the  little  gang  is  broken  up,  the  neighborhood  is 
morally  safer  for  every  child  in  it. 

A mother’s  death  was  one  sad  omen  for  three  little  children,  and 
the  father’s  intemperance  another;  the  children  were  dirty  and 
ragged  and  neglected  in  the  large  family  of  a relative;  fortunately 
the  father  had  a trade  and  worked  under  the  right  kind  of  a fore- 
man; for  live  and  a half  years  he  has  paid  for  the  children  in  the 
family  in  which  we  have  boarded  them  — near  where  he  lives,  so 
that  he  sees  them  daily. 

So  to  the  end  of  these  numerical  totals  of  misfortune,  sin,  expo- 
sure, suffering.  The  possibilities  of  material,  physical  and  moral 
recovery  are  in  a practical,  true  sense  limited  only  by  the  insight, 
resourcefulness  and  moral  influence  brought  to  bear. 

Unfortunately  the  demands  of  the  work  transcend  our  equip- 
ment. The  Society  has  with  difficulty  handled  the  work  that  has 
been  thrust  upon  it;  we  have  not  dared  to  go  afield  to  uncover  the 
equally  important  tasks  that  lie  all  too  thinly  veiled  from  us. 

The  Bureau  of  Information  should  be  strong  enough  to  deal 
effectively  with  the  larger  number  of  cases  that  it  ought,  and  in 
time,  even  though  we  hold  back,  will  be  asked  to  take  up.  In  its 
work  of  oversight  of  children  in  their  own  homes  we  ought  at  once 
to  increase  largely  the  supplementary  volunteer  help. 


Our  probation  work  ought  not  to  stand  still.  In  a number  of 
courts  systematic  aid  to  the  court  officers  should  take  the  place  of 
the  assistance  now  offered  on  special  call. 

The  placing-out  department,  using  the  skill  and  devotion  of  our 
agents  and  the  home  life  of  selected  Xew  England  families  as  the 
instruments  of  its  help,  could  bring  physical  and  moral  health  to 
boys  and  girls  now  denied  them,  if  its  work  were  not  day  by  day  so 
severely  hampered  by  limited  funds. 

The  little  home  libraries  are,  to  be  sure,  more  numerous  here, 
where  they  originated,  than  in  any  other  city,  but  what  might  they 
not  do  in  the  homes  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  poor  if  we  were  not 
stinted  for  money  and  volunteers  ? Each  library  is  capable  of  be- 
coming an  all-round  class  in  life,  so  to  speak,  with  no  limit  to  the 
range  and  force  of  its  good  infiuence. 

(3ur  library  of  the  literature  of  charity,  with  especial  reference  to 
children,  ought  to  be  further  developed  and  above  all  should  be 
catalogued. 

Xor  is  the  Society  taking  adequate  measures  to  enable  it  to  con- 
tinue its  contributions  to  the  cause  as  a whole  through  its  gifts  of 
experienced  agents  to  agencies  that  are  not  equipped  to  train  their 
own  workers. 

Within  the  year  the  Hunt  Asylum  for  Destitute  Children, 
Charlestown,  which  for  thirty-nine  years  has  conducted  an  orphan 
asylum,  decided  to  change  its  plan  of  work,  and  asked  this  Society 
to  place  in  families  the  children  in  its  custody.  Accordingly  the 
children  in  the  Home  were  placed  by  us  in  families,  the  cost  of 
board  and  other  expenses  and  a charge  of  forty  cents  per  week  each 
for  supervision  to  be  met  by  the  Hunt  Asylum.  As  need  may 
arise,  and  in  proportion  to  the  ability  of  the  treasury  of  the  Asy- 
lum to  meet  the  demand,  children  from  Charlestown  will  be  placed 
at  its  expense. 

The  consistent  naturalness  of  the  methods  of  the  Society,  and 
consequent  economy,  are  seen  in  its  freedom  in  all  its  departments 
from  artificial  equipment.  It  utilizes  to  the  utmost  the  resources 


within  the  beneficiaries  themselves,  the  children,  their  parents,  rel  - 
atives, friends.  It  uses  the  homes  of  the  children  themselves  in 
the  work  of  oversight  and  probation  and  Home  Libraries.  It  en- 
lists the  services  of  volunteers  in  these  departments.  It  uses  the 
Xew  England  family  and  all  its  allies  of  school,  church  and  neigh 
borhood  life,  in  its  wide-reaching  placing-out  work.  So,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  paid  staff  of  seventeen  people,  is  seen  the  larger  groujj 
that  includes  the  directors  of  the  Society,  the  donors  and  subscri- 
bers of  funds,  the  consulting  physicians,  judges  and  lawyers,  the 
fifty  volunteers,  and  in  a marked  and  substantial  sense  the  men 
and  women  who  receive  the  placed-out  children  into  their  homes, 
and  should  properly  be  regarded  as  an  integral  part  of  the  work- 
ing force  of  the  Society. 

It  all  seems  so  natural  and  simple  and  inevitable,  and  yet  work 
now  done  by  the  Society  was  in  other  days,  and  is  still  in  backward 
communities,  either  undertaken  within  institutions  or  not  under 
taken  at  all. 

The  plan  of  work  of  the  Society  includes  the  service  of  special 
committees  of  the  Board  of  Directors  on  the  different  departments. 
The  limitation  of  their  functions  to  the  advisory  leaves  to  the  execu- 
tive staff'  its  appropriate  sphere,  and  yet  their  regular  and  frequent 
meetings  afford  a guarantee  to  the  public,  a constant  audit  of  work, 
so  to  speak,  both  as  to  quantity  and  quality.  The  report  of  the 
treasurer  shows  the  severe  retrenchment,  and  the  especial  gratitude 
of  the  Society  is  due  to  those  who  have  enlarged  their  gifts  to  meet 
the  exigencies  of  the  year.  The  work  is  under  peculiar  obligation 
for  certain  special  gifts. 

It  is  to  the  end  that  no  one  of  these  streams  of  good-will  and  prac- 
tical help  to  unfortunate  children  may  diminish,  but  that  each  may 
grow  broader  and  deeper,  that  we  appeal  for  the  continued  sup- 
port of  the  friends  of  the  work,  and  for  gifts  of  money  and  ser\  ice 
from  fresh  sources.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  INFORMA- 
TION AND  PROBATION  COMMITTEE. 

From  October  i,  1907,  to  October  j,  1908. 


L BUREAU  OF  INFORMATION. 

The  number  of  applications  received  by  this  Society  annually 
for  the  last  sixteen  years  has  fluctuated  between  630  as  the  lowest 
number,  1,200  in  1906,  and  1,170  in  1907,  the  two  highest  numbers 
in  the  period.  Adding  to  these  applications  the  number  of  cases 
awaiting  solution  when  the  year  began,  and  computing  the  number 
of  children  involved,  for  an  application  may  be  for  a whole  family 
of  children  who  need  help,  we  find  that  the  Bureau  of  Information 
and  Counsel  dealt  with  1,700  children  in  1907.  This  expansion 
and  pressure  of  work,  combined  with  the  panic,  proved  too  much 
for  our  resources;  and  we  entered  in  1908  upon  a period  of  retrench- 
ment. Fortunately,  under  the  circumstances,  the  total  number  of 
applications  decreased  10  per  cent,  in  1908,  the  number  being  1531. 
Several  causes  probably  contributed  to  this  decrease.  Other  so- 
cieties were  guided  to  send  cases  elsewhere;  persons  referred  to 
other  agencies  very  likely  told  their  friends  of  such  societies;  finally, 
it  is  said  that  hard  times  keep  families  together,  as  one  or  both  pa- 
rents out  of  work  can  see  to  the  children  at  home. 

Following  the  policy  of  utilizing  to  the  utmost  other  suitable 
agencies,  we  have  referred  to  sixty  appropriate  agencies  during  the 
year  730  children,  or  41  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  investigated. 
In  1907  35  per  cent,  were  so  referred.  Cases  involving  159  chil- 
dren are  now  under  investigation  or  on  their  way  to  final  action, 
and  the  remainder,  604  children,  40  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number 
for  whom  application  was  made,  were  dealt  with  directly  by  the 
Children’s  Aid  Society.  Last  year  the  Society  dealt  directly  with 
56  per  cent,  of  all  applicants. 

Further,  the  economies  of  the  year  have  affected  unfavorably  the 
making  of  after-inquiries  concerning  children  which  forms  the 
work  of  our  so-called  Bureau  of  Record.  A similar  direction  in 
which  important  work  must  await  increase  of  funds  is  in  the  use  of 
the  records  of  our  probation  work.  The  subject  is  of  such  general 
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interest  and  vital  importance  at  this  moment  that  these  records 
ought  at  once  to  be  put  into  such  shape  as  to  be  serviceable  to  all 
who  have  to  do  with  the  problems  of  probation. 

We  have  to  report  a hard  year,  and  the  work,  though  well  in 
hand,  still  presses  our  resources  severely.  We  see  much  before  us 
needing  to  be  done  which  can  only  be  accomplished  if  the  public 
will  give  us  adequate  support. 

II.  PROBATION  WORK. 

The  boys  and  girls  in  charge  in  this  department  are  either  on 
voluntary  probation  or  on  probation  from  the  courts.  These  fig- 
ures, however,  do  not  show  the  whole  number  of  court  cases 
handled,  as  our  women  agents,  for  instance,  are  sent  for  to  in- 
vestigate a large  proportion  of  the  cases  of  girls  who  appear  before 
the  Juvenile  Court.  One  agent,  for  instance,  has  had  twenty-three 
court  cases  during  the  year,  of  whom  only  ten  have  been  placed  on 
probation;  but  each  case  of  the  twenty-three  has  required  elabor- 
ate investigation,  interviews  with  the  girl,  probably  two  appear- 
ances at  court,  and  in  several  instances  a journey  afterwards  with 
the  girl  to  the  Industrial  School  at  Lancaster. 

The  figures  are  as  follows:  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  ^Ir. 
Lawrence  had  165  boys  on  probation;  during  the  year  33  addi- 
tional boys  were  put  in  his  charge,  and  the  women  agents  received 
in  all  14  girls  on  probation;  making  a total  of  212  on  probation  dur- 
ing the  year.  Of  these  57  boys  and  7 girls  were  discharged,  leav- 
ing 148  on  probation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  agents  also  keep  a number  of  boys  and  girls  under  ‘‘over-  . 
sight”  for  as  long  a period  as  seems  necessary  to  start  them  right  in 
life  again.  These  are  usually  wayward  boys  and  girls  who  need  to 
be  regulated  in  home  or  school.  Mr.  Lawrence  and  iSIr.  Stone 
have  had  30  such  cases.  Misses  Wilson,  Laughney  and  Jarrett  have 
had  69  during  the  year;  24  have  been  discharged;  leaving  75  in 
charge  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

It  is  our  limited  income  and  staff  that  narrows  our  probation  ser- 
vice to  its  present  bounds.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PLACING- 
OUT  AGENCY. 


From  October  i,  1907,  to  October  i,  1908. 


Between  the  writing  of  the  last  annual  report  of  this  committee 
and  its  presentation  to  the  Board,  important  changes  were  begun 
in  the  Placing-out  Agency  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Committee  on  Retrenchment  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  direc- 
tors. While  curtailing  its  work  in  certain  directions,  these  changes 
have  resulted  in  greater  compactness  and  efficiency,  and  less  pres- 
sure — an  administrative  gain  as  well  as  a financial  one.  The  first 
vote  was  that  the  total  number  of  children  under  full  supervision  be 
reduced  as  nearly  as  possible  to  250  by  ^larch  i,  not  including  in 
this  250  the  girls  paid  for  by  the  Female  Asylum.  On  Oct.  i,  1907, 
we  had  331  children  under  full  supervision;  on  Oct.  i,  1908,  the 
total  was  295,  including  26  Female  Asylum  girls.  We  had  27  in- 
fants in  our  care  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  12  at  its  close. 

The  number  of  boarded  children  was  reduced  by  34  within  the 
year.  These  children  were  not  arbitrarily  discharged  from  our 
care,  but  their  going  home  or  transference  to  other  agencies  was 
hastened.  In  the  former  cases  they  sometimes  were  visited  as  grad- 
uates, at  no  expense  to  the  Society  it  is  true,  but  requiring  as  much 
time  and  oversight,  sometimes  more,  than  when  boarded  in  better 
surroundings  than  their  natural  ones.  The  greatest  help  given  to 
us  was  by  the  generosity  of  the  Boston  Female  Asylum,  whose  di- 
rectors offered  in  those  instances  in  which  children  belonging  to  a 
single  family  were  cared  for  by  both  societies  and  where  the  parents 
could  pay  only  part  board,  to  let  such  payment  go  to  the  Children’s 
Aid  Society  for  the  boy  or  boys  at  the  same  time  that  they  paid  the 
entire  expense  of  the  girls  in  families  visited  by  our  agents.  The 
directors  of  the  same  agency  consented  also  to  assume  the  total 
expense  of  twelve  girls  already  in  our  care. 
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On  October  i,  1907,  we  had  under  supervision  331  children 
placed-out  in  families,  and  49  graduates  chiefly  in  their  own 
homes;  146  children  were  received  during  the  year,  and  182  dis- 
charged, leaving  295  placed-out  children  and  54  graduates  in  charge 
on  October  i,  1908.  The  number  of  boarded  children  was  196;  13 
were  in  homes  where  board  is  given,  but  the  Society  provides  cloth- 
ing; 36  were  earning  their  board  and  clothing  in  free  homes;  42 
were  earning  wages;  and  8 were  temporarily  with  relatives,  in  hos- 
pitals, etc.  Four  children  have  died.  Six  children  were  dis- 
charged to  the  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble-Minded;  two 
to  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls  at  Lancaster;  nine,  whose 
parents  had  disappeared  or  wholly  stopped  payment,  to  the  State 
Board  of  Charity,  Division  of  Minor  Wards;  and  nine  to  other  so- 
cieties, hospitals,  etc.  Sixteen  girls  and  boys  are  in  High  Schools, 
one  boy  is  in  an  agricultural  college,  another  in  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  one  girl  is  in  a Normal  School,  two  are 
taking  the  dressmaking  course  in  the  Massachusetts  Trade  School, 
and  three  other  children  are  in  special  schools. 

Among  those  who  have  gone  from  our  care  may  be  mentioned  a 
girl  who  has  just  married  a former  schoolmate.  This  girl  lived 
with  an  old  and  overstrict  grandmother,  and  took  to  the  streets  for 
amusement,  was  brought  into  court  and  passed  over  to  us  when 
fourteen.  She  gave  trouble  by  stealing  little  things  for  a year  or 
more,  and  has  a naturally  weak  disposition,  but  has  been  built  up 
and  strengthened  till  she  realizes  her  temptations  and  knows  how 
to  overcome  them. 

An  Armenian  boy  of  twelve  years  was  brought  to  our  notice  six 
years  ago  by  his  guardian.  His  mother  was  hopelessly  insane,  his 
father,  an  educated  man,  had  died.  The  boy  was  in  the  Juvenile 
Asylum  of  New  York,  high-spirited  and  hard  to  manage,  and  his 
guardian  wanted  him  placed  in  a family.  He  was  tried  in  five  fam- 
ilies, but  was  sulky  and  disagreeable  at  home,  fought  with  the 
boys  at  school,  and  had  violent  and  uncontrollable  fits  of  temper. 
At  the  end  of  fourteen  months  he  was  sent  to  a private  boarding 


school.  There  he  improved,  and  a country  home  was  found  for 
him  where  he  could  earn  his  board,  clothing  and  schooling  by  do- 
ing farm  work,  in  which  he  became  much  interested.  The  people 
were  sensible  and  well-educated,  and  grew  much  attached  to  him 
and  he  to  them.  The  spells  of  violent  temper  still  occurred  from 
time  to  time,  but  his  great  penitence  afterwards  made  the  family 
all  the  more  anxious  to  help  him.  After  three  years  he  secured  by 
his  own  efforts  a scholarship  at  the  preparatory  school  of  an  agri- 
cultural college  and  a chance  to  earn  his  board  on  a milk  farm.  He 
washed  milk  cans  and  milked  cows  before  breakfast,  walked  sev- 
eral miles  to  school,  and  back  to  work  in  the  evening,  but  stood 
well  in  his  studies  in  spite  of  long  hours  and  hard  work.  He  is 
now  in  the  college  itself,  and  is  commended  by  the  President  as 
“earnest  and  persevering.” 

Mention  has  been  made,  before  of  the  family  of  three  children 
from  a neighboring  city  almshouse,  which  was  looked  on  as  the 
family  home,  as  they  had  grown  up  there  with  their  parents,  grand- 
father, and  great-uncle.  The  youngest,  a boy,  graduates  from  his 
visitor’s  care  this  year,  and  is  in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  The  sister  next  above  him  is  finishing  her  course  in 
a state  normal  school,  and  the  older  sister  has  taken  a Chautauqua 
course  in  nursing,  lives  in  the  country  family  where  she  was  first 
placed,  and  does  neighborhood  work  and  nursing. 

A more  temporary  case  is  that  of  a frail  little  girl  of  fifteen  whose 
mother  and  little  brother  had  died  of  consumption  three  years  be- 
fore, so  she  had  been  kept  out  of  school  to  keep  house  for  her  father 
and  an  elder  sister  who  worked  in  a mill.  She  coughed  badly,  was 
slack  and  untidy,  and  ignorant,  although  a good  girl.  After  a year 
in  our  care  she  goes  back  physically  built  up  (the  woman  who  took 
her  free  of  charge  paid  for  medical  care  and  nourishing  food),  well- 
started  and  interested  in  school,  with  a knowledge  of  how  to  work, 
and  of  what  home  and  responsibility  to  the  authority  of  others 
mean.  Meanwhile  the  home  circumstances  have  changed,  the 
father  has  signed  the  pledge,  and  a relation  of  his  wife’s,  large- 
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hearted  and  sensible,  will  keej)  house,  and  will  welcome  co-opera- 
tion with  our  visitor  when  the  daughter  who  has  been  in  our  care 
returns. 

A district  nurse  asked  us  to  take  charge  of  a little  girl  of  eleven, 
whose  mother  was  dying  of  consumption  and  had  to  be  sent  to  a 
hospital.  Both  parents  were  drinkers,  the  father  neglected  his  fam- 
ily, and  had  gone  off  no  one  knew  where.  The  visitor  found  the 
child  with  almost  no  clothes,  the  ambulance  at  the  door,  and  the 
mother  refusing  to  get  into  it  until  she  was  sure  some  one  would 
take  care  of  her  child.  She  would  accept  no  promises,  so  the  visi- 
tor hastened  to  the  office  and  came  back  with  a bag  of  clothing,  and 
when  the  mother  saw  the  little  girl  clean  and  well-dressed,  she  said 
with  tears  in  her  eyes:  “Now  I believe  you  will  be  good  to  her,  I 
will  go.”  After  the  child  was  placed,  the  father  appeared,  visited 
the  child,  and  was  so  pleased  that  he  not  only  paid  her  board,  but 
became  so  attentive  to  his  wife  that  her  last  days  were  very  happy. 
The  little  girl  is  doing  finely  in  her  new  home,  her  father  has  paid 
her  board  regularly  for  a year,  and  has  grown  much  steadier.

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METHODS  IN  BRIEF. 


THE  BOSTON  CHILDREN’S  AID  SOCIETY  provides 
for  exposed,  destitute,  and  wayward  children ; studies  questions 
relating  to  children ; records  experience ; promotes  needed  legis- 
lation ; encourages  cooperation  among  child-helping  agencies. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  INVESTIGATION  AND  SO- 
CIAL SER\TCE  takes  up  any  case  involving  a child.  ^lethods 
are:  information,  advice,  oversight;  reference  to  other  suitable 
agencies ; support  or  oversight  by  other  departments  of  the 
Society. 

THE  PLACING-OUT  AGENCY  places  homeless  children 
in  carefully  selected  private  families,  chiefly  in  the  country,  and 
maintains  intimate  supervision. 

THE  PROBATION  AGENCY  befriends  boys  and  girls 
from  courts. 

HOME  LIBRARIES  are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children 
in  poor  neighborhoods  throughout  the  city.  Each  library  means 
ten  children  under  a child-librarian  and  volunteer  or  paid  visitor, 
meeting  weekly  in  the  living-room  of  the  librarian’s  family.  The 
purpose  is  to  encourage  good  reading,  home  amusements,  and 
penny  savings,  and  to  foster  wholesome  home  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


The  increase  of  good  will,  and  of  concern  for  the  unfortunate, 
shows  itself  clearly  in  the  growing  desire  throughout  the  com- 
munity to  give  every  child  a good  chance  in  life,  to  save  the 
unfortunate  from  suffering,  and  the  exposed  from  moral  harm. 
To  make  this  desire  practically  effective  in  this  community  is 
the  object  of  this  society. 

For  close  to  misfortune  lurks  moral  disaster.  That  little 
children  and  inexperienced  youth  should  undergo  every  variety 
of  suff'ering  is  bad  enough,  but  that  before  our  very  eyes  their 
misfortunes  should  lead  straight  on  to  moral  ruin  is  intolerable. 
Such  is  the  inscrutable  relation  between  accidents  and  incidents 
often  apparently  non-moral,  still  oftener  free  from  all  guilt  on  the 
part  of  the  child,  and  results  that  go  deep  into  the  character  of 
the  child. 

From  the  start  this  motive,  the  rescue  of  boys  and  girls,  and 
the  saving  of  children  from  lasting  moral  harm  as  a result  of  pov- 
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erty  or  special  misfortune,  has  actuated  the  work  of  the  Society. 
Beginning  with  boys  and  girls  of  tender  age  under  criminal  prose- 
cution, it  advanced  to  the  oversight  and  care  of  children  threat- 
ened with  arrest.  It  included  next  the  support  of  children  who 
are  homeless  and  therefore  exposed.  The  next  step  embraced 
social  work  among  the  rank  and  file  of  the  enterprising  poor 
through  the  instrumentality  of  our  chain  of  Home  Libraries. 
Then  followed  an  ever-broadening  work  of  friendly  guidance 
and  help  for  the  boys  and  girls  who  in  our  big  city  are  found 
suffering  from  poverty  in  any  of  its  many  forms. 

In  this  effort  to  save  boys  and  girls,  the  expenses  of  the 
Society  have  grown  from  $5,000  a year  twenty-five  years  ago  to 
$50,000  a year  now.  Such  natural  and  varied  methods  have  been 
adopted,  and  the  financial  and  other  help  of  surviving  parents 
and  relatives  has  been  so  carefully  enlisted,  that  the  quantity  of 
work  done  has  increased  much  more  than  in  proportion  to  the 
enlargement  of  its  funds.  From  the  handful  of  less  than  fifty 
children  helped  annually  at  that  time,  the  Society  now  either 
supports,  or  keeps  under' oversight,  or  in  one  way  or  another 
distinctly  serves  more  than  fifty  times  as  many  children  as  in 
that  day. 

Families  are  held  together  as  far  as  possible,  even  brought 
together  after  separation  through  misfortune.  Every  resource 
within  the  boys  or  girls  themselves,  or  within  the  circle  of  family, 
relatives,  or  friends  is  brought  into  play.  All  possible  resources 
of  the  community,  educational,  religious,  recreative,  industrial, 
philanthropic,  are  utilized. 

In  every  instance  in  which  it  is  possible,  a wayward  boy  or 
girl  is  won  to  good  conduct  by  means  of  personal  oversight  in 
his  or  her  own  home.  The  Home  Libraries  reach  more  than 
six  hundred  children  among  the  poor,  with  a varied  influence 
brought  to  bear  in  their  own  homes.  The  homeless,  destitute, 
delicate,  or  peculiar  children  who  are  directly  supported  by  the 
Society  are  placed  in  carefully  selected  private  families,  with 
payments  by  relatives  according  to  their  ability.  A consulting 
and  lending  library  of  philanthropy  has  been  developed  on  small 
funds  to  a substantial  equipment  and  a wide  range  of  exchanges 
among  the  charitable  agencies,  governmental  and  private,  in  this 
country  and  abroad. 

The  record  of  this  growth  is  merely  the  story  of  the  develop- 
ment of  a central  idea:  that  the  community  needs  as  a part  of 
its  essential  equipment  of  social  forces  an  organization  that  shall 
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concern  itself  with  the  needs  of  unfortunate  children  without  any 
limiting  qualifications  as  to  age,  sex,  physical  condition,  capacity, 
or  conduct,  and  with  similar  freedom  from  any  restrictive  rules 
as  to  the  methods  to  be  followed  for  their  physical  relief  or 
moral  help,  or  as  to  the  ways  in  which  the  money  to  be  used  for 
their  welfare  shall  be  spent. 

The  typical  child-helping  agency  of  years  ago  was  the  orphan 
asylum.  That  institution  expressed  the  benevolent  impulse  of 
the  community  in  regard  to  needy  children.  Usually  it  helped  a 
very  limited  class  as  to  age  or  other  condition,  and  its  work  was 
surrounded  by  various  rules  and  regulations  as  restricted  as  the 
method  of  life  was  unnatural.  The  orphan  asylum  is  passing. 
In  its  place  is  being  developed  the  all-round  children’s  aid  society, 
unrestricted  in  scope,  unhampered  by  rules,  choosing  always  the 
most  natural  methods,  using  to  the  utmost  home  life  and  per- 
sonal influence,  moral  and  religious  example,  nourishment,  recre- 
ation, education,  work — the  forces  of  normal  life,  and  all  of  these, 
just  as  far  as  possible,  under  the  natural  conditions  of  life,  that 
is,  in  the  child’s  own  home  or  in  a chosen  family. 

This  Society  has  been  developing  such  an  agency  here.  It 
has  done  what  it  could  to  stimulate  the  growth  of  similar  organ- 
izations elsewhere.  Graduates  of  its  staff  are  the  executive  offi- 
cers of  various  such  societies  in  other  communities.  It  is  believed 
that  great  good  can  be  accomplished  through  the  establishment 
of  such  organizations  throughout  the  country,  so  that  their  fields 
of  operation  may  touch  each  other. 

The  direct  means  of  administration  of  this  Society  includes  a 
board  of  directors  of  both  men  and  women,  meeting  monthly; 
standing  advisory  committees,  meeting  monthly  or  oftener ; a gen- 
eral executive  officer ; an  office  staff,  comprising  two  stenographers, 
a bookkeeper,  a general  office  assistant  and  an  errand  boy;  five 
departments  as  follows : the  Department  of  Investigation  and 
Social  Service,  and  the  Probation  Agency,  together  using  four 
agents,  the  Placing-out  Agency,  employing  seven  visitors,  the 
Home  Libraries,  with  one  paid  worker,  and  the  Library  of 
Philanthropy,  taking  part  of  the  time  of  one  agent ; four  agents- 
in- training,  two  salaried  and  two  working  without  salary;  and 
forty-six  volunteers  in  the  Department  of  Investigation  and  So- 
cial Service,  in  the  Placing-out  Agency,  and  Home  Libraries, 
chiefly  in  the  last-named. 

The  first  step  in  the  actual  operation  of  this  newer  form  of 
charitable  work  for  children  and  youth  is  that  each  case  as  it

comes  to  our  attention  shall  be  taken  up  promptly  and  studied 
thoroughly  by  an  agent  chosen  for  his  or  her  adaptation  to  such 
work  and  possessed  of  the  necessary  experience  to  insure  insight 
and  wisdom,  the  judgment  of  a second  agent  or  of  the  General 
Secretary  being  brought  to  bear  sooner  or  later  in  each  case. 
During  the  past  year  the  situation  and  need  of  1230  different 
children  have  been  thus  investigated  and  studied.  Our  attention 
has  been  called  to  them  by  other  charitable  agencies,  public 
and  private,  by  judges,  policemen,  teachers,  nurses,  physi- 
cians, clerg^^men,  employers,  friends,  often  by  direct  appeal  from 
those  in  trouble  who  find  their  way  to  Charity  Building.  The 
investigations  reveal  the  many  forms  of  mischief  wrought  by 
misfortune  and  wrong-doing.  A large  proportion  of  the  difficult 
children  are  brought  by  parents  or  relatives  who  have  been  doing 
as  well  as  they  knew  how,  to  curb  tendencies  excited  by 
the  adverse  conditions  of  life  in  the  crowded  neighborhoods 
where  poverty  prevails.  The  anxiety  and  distress  of  parents 
is  a common  feature.  Even  when  there  has  been  grievous 
blunder,  it  has  often  been  due  to  ignorance ; even  when  there  has 
been  neglect,  it  has  often  been  involuntary.  To  stimulate  hope 
and  bring  understanding  to  the  parents  is  often  the  first  step. 
The  situation  may  be  best  met  by  moral  agencies,  — moral  activi- 
ties started  up  within  by  moral  influences  brought  to  bear  from 
without  the  family  circle. 

In  390  instances  within  the  year  the  plan  adopted  has  not 
included  recourse  to  any  charity.  Often,  however,  oversight 
has  had  to  be  continued  over  long  periods.  Indeed,  the  exten- 
sion of  the  work  of  oversight  of  children  in  their  own  homes, 
or  it  were  better  to  say,  of  families  in  which  not  only  the  chil- 
dren but  the  adults  themselves  need  moral  help,  is  one  of  the 
chief  directions  in  which  we  feel  the  demand  for  an  expenditure 
of  more  money  and  more  energy',  an  increase  of  both  paid  and 
volunteer  workers  under  competent  guidance. 

598  boys  and  girls  were  referred  to  61  other  agencies,  the 
larger  numbers  being  59  referred  to  the  ^Massachusetts  Infant 
Asylum,  49  to  the  Society  for  Helping  Destitute  ^Mothers  and  In- 
fants, 74  to  the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston,  62  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  26  to 
the  Associated  Charities  of  Cambridge,  41  to  the  Children’s 
]\Iission,  37  to  the  Children’s  Friend  Society,  and  47  to  the  Boston 
Female  Asylum  (now  a placing-out  agency).

15 1 boys  and  girls  were  referred  to  our  own  Placing-out 
Agency.  The  children  in  the  care  of  the  Placing-out  Agency 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  those  referred  to  it  and  placed 
out  during  the  year,  made  a total  of  441  boys  and  girls,  or  a 
daily  average  of  283  for  the  whole  year.  The  total  deaths  in 
this  department  during  the  year  were  2,  one  of  a child  two 
months  old  from  cholera  infantum,  and  one  of  a girl  two  years 
old  from  marasmus.  During  the  year  15 1 children  were  dis- 
charged from  care,  chiefly  through  return  to  relatives.  6 were 
discharged  to  the  Division  of  State  Elinor  Wards,  5 to  over- 
sight in  families  by  the  Boston  Female  Asylum,  i to  the 
SulYolk  School,  i to  the  Lyman  School,  i to  the  State 
Industrial  School  at  Lancaster,  i to  the  House  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  3 to  the  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble-^Iinded, 
I to  the  State  School  for  Crippled  and  Deformed  Children,  i to 
the  Horace  Mann  School  for  the  Deaf,  and  4 to  the  ^lassachusetts 
Trade  School  for  Girls.  On  October  i,  1909,  there  were  287 
children  in  families  under  supervision,  151  boys  and  136  girls.  Of 
this  number  178  were  at  board,  for  6 clothing  only  was  paid  for 
by  the  Society,  47  were  in  homes  free  of  charge,  35  were  earn- 
ing wages,  and  21  were  temporarily  in  their  own  homes  or  in 
hospitals  or  special  institutions.  5 boys  and  10  girls  were  attending 
high  schools,  i a normal  school,  i Simmons  College,  i iMiddle- 
bury  College,  \'ermont,  and  i the  Institute  of  Technology. 

But  behind  these  figures  stands  the  fact  that  the  intelligent, 
conscientious,  and,  in  instance  after  instance,  highly  unselfish  serv- 
ices of  more  than  215  Xew  England  families  are  enlisted  in  our 
work  in  behalf  of  those  boys  and  girls.  With  only  two  excep- 
tions, the  woman  of  the  house  is  engaged  in  no  occupation  other 
than  making  a home  for  her  family  and  the  single  child  or  the 
brothers  and  sisters  whom  we  have  placed  in  her  care. 

The  year  has  aftorded  additional  evidence  of  the  great  ad- 
vantages of  this  method  of  providing  for  homeless  children. 

The  total  outlay  for  board,  clothing  and  sundries  of  children 
in  charge  of  the  Placing-out  Agency  was  $25,891.  It  speaks 
well  for  the  surviving  parents,  relatives  and  guardians  of  these 
children  that  toward  this  total  they  contributed  during  the 
year  $11,034. 

Children  on  probation  from  the  courts  have  come  under  the 
supervision  of  all  of  the  agents  in  the  Department  of  Investigation 
and  Social  Service,  and  most  of  those  in  the  Placing-out  Agency. 
In  no  year  have  more  difficult  cases  been  brought  to  us,  and 


this  method  of  distribution  has  probably  resulted  in  a larger 
total  of  service  rendered.  27  of  the  children,  or  15  per  cent, 
we  should  say,  were  doing  poorly  at  the  close  of  the  year ; 62 
children,  or  32  per  cent,  were  doing  fairly  well ; and  93  children, 
or  51  per  cent,  were  doing  well.

Two-thirds  of  the  libraries  meet  in  the  daytime;  the  other 
third  in  the  evening.  The  corps  of  volunteer  visitors  numbers 
30.  At  the  plant  sale  at  the  South  Bay  Union  on  i\Iay  i6th,  96 
children  purchased  156.  plants;  at  the  sale  at  the  West  End 
House,  i\Iay  23d,  70  children  purchased  122  plants.  At  the 
festivals  in  the  fall  60  children  brought  live  plants  bought  at  the 
South  Bay  Union  sale,  and  48  brought  plants  bought  at  the 
West  End  House  sale.  On  July  15th  the  Home  Libraries  held 
their  annual  field  meeting  at  Long  Crouch  AVoods,  Eranklin 
Park.  81  children  were  reported  to  Country  Week  as  can- 
didates for  an  outing.  600  free  car  tickets,  furnished  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  were  used  among  the  chil- 
dren. On  July  2ist  a party  of  200  children,  made  up  from  the 
Home  Libraries  in  the  central  part  of  the  city,  and  on  August  3d 
300  children  from  the  South  End  and  the  suburban  Home  Library 
groups,  were  given  Randidge  Excursions. 

The  present  situation  has  followed  from  the  position  taken  by 
the  Society  twenty-five  years  ago  that  any  case  involving  a needy 
child  could  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Society,  whose 
duty  it  would  then  be  to  make  an  effort  to  learn  what  ought  to 
be  done,  and  so  far  as  possible  cause  the  needed  thing  to  be 
done  in  behalf  of  the  child.  The  constantly  increasing  demand 
made  upon  the  Society  has  never  yet  caused  the  withdrawal  or 
qualification  of  that  announcement.  At  times  the  pressure  of 
work  has  meant  great  difficulty  in  handling  its  volume,  and  at 
times  has  jeopardized  its  efficiency.  The  directors  and  agents 
of  the  Society  look  upon  the  organization  as  not  an  end  in  itself 
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but  siiui)ly  as  a means  to  an  end,  the  service  of  unfortunate 
children.  It  is  not  the  enlargement  of  the  Society,  but  the  en- 
largement of  the  service  of  the  community  in  behalf  of  un- 
fortunate children,  which  it  is  our  desire  to  secure.  In  every 
possible  way  other  agencies  that  are  capable  of  increased 
service  have  been  induced  to  undertake  such  service.  Men 
and  women  have  gone  from  the  stafif  of  the  Society,  with  valu- 
able experience  and  high  qualifications,  to  the  service  of  other 
child-helping  agencies  within  and  beyond  the  city.  The  idea  has 
been  to  carry  as  heavy  a burden  of  actual,  definite  work  as 
possible,  and  at  the  same  time  to  serve  the  general  cause  of 
promoting  progressive  methods  and  increased  activity  in  the 
community. 

The  result  of  such  a policy,  in  proportion  to  the  wisdom  and 
efficiency  with  which  it  is  carried  out,  is  not  so  much  a ground 
for  appeal  as  the  creation  of  an  opportunity  for  our  citizens  to 
place  their  money  and  energy  where  they  will  give  as  large  a 
return  as  possible  in  actual  physical  and  moral  succor  to  hard- 
pressed  boys  and  girls.  With  the  utmost  difficulty  the  expenses 
and  the  income  of  the  past  year  have  been  kept  in  balance.  An 
increase  in  the  staf¥  and  in  the  income  is  imperative.  The  urgency 
of  the  situation  is  such  that  the  Directors  have  committed  them- 
selves to  the  increase  of  the  staff,  and  with  the  new  year  begin- 
ning October  ist  three  additional  agents,  one  an  experienced 
agent  and  two  agents-in-training,  are  added  to  the  paid  staff.  At 
the  same  time  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  volunteer  service  has 
been  secured.  Two  volunteers  are  giving  two  days  a week  or 
more,  and  various  other  volunteers  are  contributing  less  time. 
Two  agents-in-training  without  salary  have  been  added,  one  of 
them  to  serve  without  pay  for  six  months,  the  other  for  four 
months. 

At  the  same  time  some  of  the  Committees  of  the  Board  have 
arranged  for  even  more  frequent  meetings  in  order  to  keep  in 
close  touch  with  the  work,  and  the  Committee  on  Revenue  has 
entered  upon  an  effort  to  bring  to  present  subscribers,  to  all  who 
have  at  any  time  in  the  past  contributed  to  the  work,  and  to  the 
still  wider  circle  of  those  who  do  not  contribute,  a fuller  knowl- 
edge of  the  work.  It  is  earnestly  desired  that  every  person  who 
now  knows  about  the  work  shall  join  in  this  effort  to  bring 
sufficient  strength  to  it.  The  assumption  that  there  need  be  such 
wide-spread  physical  and  moral  ruin  among  the  boys  and  girls 
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of  the  poor  is  a superstition  which  still  dominates  the  belief  of 
the  time.  Slowly  and  through  the  operation  of  a great  variety 
of  forces  poverty  and  its  evils  must  disappear,  but  the  process 
may  be  hastened  and  the  blighting  effect  of  present  conditions 
upon  many  a lad  and  many  a girl  may  be  prevented.  Nor  can 
it  be  doubted  that  the  streams  of  evil  influence  and  moral  ex- 
posure that  flow  from  poverty  and  neglected  childhood  and 
youth  reach  in  a great  variety  of  ways  the  children  and  youth 
of  other  classes.  The  neglected  boy  or  girl  may  become  a 
physical  or  a moral  menace  to  the  community.  How  far  the 
great  grist  of  adult  poverty  and  crime  could  be  reduced  by 
direct  effort  to  help  the  needy  boys  and  girls  in  the  time  of  their 
need  cannot  be  known  until  adequate  effort  to  this  end  has  been 
made.  That  a substantial  reduction  could  be  thus  effected  is 
demonstrated  by  the  results  attending  upon  effort  already  made; 
that  from  such  increased  effort  would  come  fuller  light  as  to  the 
ways  in  which  the  mishaps  and  difficulties  themselves  could  be 
prevented  is  equally  beyond  question.

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At  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Boston  Chil- 
dren’s Aid  Society,  duly  called  and  held  October  3,  1910,  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  : — 

“ By  the  death  of  Robert  Treat  Paine,  the  Boston  Children’s 
Aid  Society  has  lost  its  oldest  officer,  both  in  years  and  length 
of  service.  To  record  his  almost  life-long  connection  with  phil- 
anthropic work  would  be  to  write  in  a large  part  its  history  in 
Boston.  It  is  in  the  special  field  of  work  for  children  that  we 
have  known  him  best,  and  in  this,  whether  on  our  behalf  or 
elsewhere,  his  interest  and  endeavor  were  unfailing.  As  Vice- 
President  and  Director  he  regularly  attended  our  meetings  as 
long  as  his  health  permitted,  and  was  at  all  times  ready  to  give 
of  his  time  and  effort  to  the  work.  As  a member  of  the  im- 
portant Committee  on  Legislation,  he  contributed  his  counsel  in 
fields  of  endeavor  where  his  long  experience  gave  him  peculiar 
opportunity  to  advise  wisely  and  with  practical  effect.  His  con- 
ception of  problems  presented  was  broad  and  his  energy  untiring 
in  securing  results.

METHODS  IN  BRIEF. 


THE  BOSTON  CHILDREN’S  AID  SOCIETY  provides  for  exposed, 
destitute,  and  wayward  children ; studies  questions  relating  to  children : 
records  experience ; promotes  needed  legislation ; encourages  cooperation 
among  child-helping  agencies. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  INVESTIGATION  AND  SOCIAL  SERV- 
ICE takes  up  any  case  involving  a child.  Methods  are:  information, 
advice,  oversight : reference  to  other  suitable  agencies ; support  or  over- 
sight by  other  departments  of  the  Society. 

THE  PLACING-OUT  AGENCY  places  homeless  children  in  carefully 
selected  private  families,  chiefly  in  the  country,  aand  maintains  intimate 
supervision. 

THE  PROBATION  AGENCY  befriends  boys  and  girls  from  courts. 

HOME  LIBRARIES  are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children  in  poor 
neighborhoods  throughout  the  city.  Each  library  means  ten  children  under 
a child-librarian  and  volunteer  or  paid  visitor,  meeting  weekly  in  the 
living-room  of  the  librarian’s  family.  The  purpose  is  to  encourage  good 
reading,  home  amusements,  and  penny  savings,  and  to  foster  wholesome 
home  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


The  experience  of  another  year  emphasizes  the  practicability 
of  extending  effectual  help  to  children  in  distress,  and  therefore 
challenges  the  Society  to  renewed  effort  to  prove  equal  to  its  task. 

Whatever  is  unfortunate  or  evil  in  social  conditions  tells  hard 
against  the  young.  Children  of  tender  years,  without  even 
indirect  responsibility  for  their  situation,  are  compelled  to  share 
the  suffering  and  harm  resulting  from  human  accident  and  error, 
misfortune  and  wrong-doing,  in  all  their  range  and  variety, 
yardly  anywhere,  perhaps,  is  this  fact  more  strikingly  in  evi- 
dence than  in  the  daily  work  of  a general  child-helping  agency. 
It  is  for  us  not  to  fail  to  appreciate  the  sharpness  of  the  experi- 
ences of  these  children,  and  what  it  means  to  them  whether  we 
help  or  fail  to  help. 
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Though  we  may  not  restore  what  accident,  disease  or  wrong- 
doing has  taken  away  — perhaps  the  father,  the  mother,  the 
home  — we  can  rob  even  such  disasters  of  the  moral  exposure 
and  permanent  harm  that  so  surely,  but  for  suitable  aid,  follow 
in  their  train. 

We  cannot  give  to  the  badly  born  boy  and  girl  the  endowment 
that  has  been  denied  them,  but  we  can  secure  for  them  condi- 
tions of  life  suited  to  their  unfortunate  limitations. 

It  is  the  work  of  our  Department  of  Investigation  and  Social 
Service  to  get  an  intelligent  view  in  each  instance  of  how  the 
situation  came  to  pass.  Death  of  parents,  sickness,  domestic 
strife  and  infidelity,  intemperance,  ignorance,  incompetence,  low 
wages,  crime,  special  physical  or  moral  exposure,  all  appear 
among  the  causes  of  the  miseries  of  childhood  we  are  called 
upon  to  relieve. 

Within  a single  day  we  may  be  called  upon  to  determine  what 
shall  be  done,  and  forthwith  to  attempt  the  thing  that  is  deter- 
mined upon,  for  a child  who  has  been  the  victim  of  the  grossest 
moral  outrage ; for  a delicate  boy  or  girl  for  whom  prompt 
removal  to  wholesome  conditions  is  imperative ; for  a mere  girl 
in  the  early  teens,  facing  life  unaided  and  burdened  with  a child ; 
for  a misguided  youth  whose  unfortunate  temperament  has 
meant  a susceptibility  to  the  temptation  that  has  come  in  his 
way ; for  a group  of  brothers  and  sisters  overwhelmed  by  the 
death,  desertion,  insanity,  crime,  of  father  or  mother. 

acquaint  ourselves  with  each  situation  by  no  single  or 
routine  method.  Many  sources  of  information  may  have  to  be 
consulted,  and  the  reliability  of  each  source  carefully  considered. 
The  children  themselves,  their  physical,  mental  and  moral  con- 
dition, and  personal  conduct,  must  be  studied.  The  key  to  the 
treatment  is  as  often  within  the  persons  concerned  as  in  their 
outward  situation ; and  the  solution  almost  invariably  requires 
careful  recognition  of  moral,  temperamental,  personal  consider- 
ations as  well  as  those  relating  to  environment. 

The  way  out  of  a plight  is  just  the  opposite  of  the  way  into  it. 
Bad  surroundings  must  be  replaced  by  good  surroundings,  blun- 
der by  judgment,  ignorance  by  education,  low  motive  by  high 
motive,  selfishness  by  unselfishness,  ill-will  by  good-will,  dis- 
couragement by  fresh  courage,  evil  influences  by  good  influences. 
It  is,  after  all,  always  a natural  way  in  which  the  situation  of 
stress  has  developed ; escape  must  be  by  equally  natural 
processes. 
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Ihe  problems  presented  by  1280  different  children  suffering 
from  one  or  another  form  of  s])ecial  misfortune  have  been  before 
us  during  the  year. 

In  359  instances  it  has  been  possible  to  adopt  a plan  that  did 
not  involve  recourse  to  any  charity.  Such  treatment  often  re- 
quires continued  and  intimate  oversight.  The  personal  super- 
vision is  carried  on  in  the  child's  own  home,  and  involves  relations 
with  the  entire  family.  Here  is  a fruitful  field  for  charitable 
eff'ort  of  the  most  personal  and  hopeful  character.  To  make 
advice  not  cheap  but  effective  and  inspiring,  to  have  a real  in- 
fluence in  the  life  of  a person  or  family  living  under  conditions  of 
hardship,  requires  insight,  courage  and  skill. 

The  intelligent  utilization  of  the  varied  beneficent  agencies  of 
the  community  in  behalf  of  children  and  youth  is  an  important 
feature  of  the  work.  544  boys  and  girls  within  the  year  were 
referred  to  57  other  agencies,  the  larger  numbers  being,  69  re- 
ferred to  the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston,  54  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Infant  Asylum,  39  to  the  ^lassachusetts  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  37  to  the  Boston  Society  for 
the  Care  of  Girls,  25  to  the  Children's  ^Mission,  21  to  the  Chil- 
dren's Friend  Society,  19  to  the  Society  for  Helping  Destitute 
^lothers  and  Infants. 

142  boys  and  girls,  73  boys  and  69  girls,  were  referred  to  our 
own  department  for  providing  homes  for  homeless,  exposed,  un- 
trained or  delicate  children.  The  children  referred  to  the  Plac- 
ing-out Department  and  placed  out  during  the  year,  with  the 
children  in  its  care  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  made  a total  of 
439  boys  and  girls.  The  dailv  average  for  the  whole  year  was 
291.  There  were  four  deaths  during  the  year,  two  of  twin  boys 
two  years  old  from  tuberculosis,  one  of  a girl  16  years  old  also 
from  tuberculosis,  one  of  a baby  four  months  old  from  whooping 
cough  and  bronchitis.  190  children  during  the  year  were  dis- 
charged from  care,  most  of  them  being  returned  to  relatives. 
Seven  were  discharged  to  the  Division  of  State  ]\Iinor  Wards, 
three  to  oversight  by  the  Boston  Society  for  the  Care  of  Girls, 
two  to  the  Lyman  School,  one  to  the  House  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd, three  to  the  State  School  for  the  Feeble-^Iinded  at  Wren- 
tham,  two  to  Welcome  House,  two  to  the  Refuge,  three  to  the 
Avon  Home,  one  to  the  Church  Home,  one  to  the  Brooklyn 
Children’s  Aid  Society. 

On  October  i,  1910,  there  were  249  children  in  selected  fam- 
ilies under  supervision,  147  boys  and  102  girls.  170  of  this 
number  were  at  board,  for  7 clothing  only  was  paid  for  by  the 
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Society,  45  were  in  homes  free  of  charge,  26  were  earning 
wages.  10  hoys  and  ii  girls  were  attending  high  schools,  one 
Simmons  College,  one  a school  of  short-hand,  one  the  Horace 
.Mann  School  for  the  Deaf,  one  the  Industrial  School  for  Crip- 
pled and  Deformed  Children. 

310  families  have  been  investigated  during  the  year  with  a 
view  to  determining  whether  we  should  use  them  as  homes  for 
children.  Of  this  number  113  were  approved,  125  disapproved, 
and  the  balance  withdrawn,  or  at  the  end  of  the  year  still  under 
investigation. 

The  experience  of  another  year  shows  no  failure  in  the  supply 
of  suitable  family  homes.  The  chief  means  of  securing  this  ad- 
equate supply  is  careful  placing  and  constant  attention  to  chil- 
dren after  they  are  placed.  The  quality  of  the  families,  access 
to  whose  intimate  home  life  is  obtained  for  these  boys  and  girls, 
confirms  the  experience  of  previous  years  as  to  the  superior 
advantages  of  this  method  of  care.  Constantly  we  are  impressed 
with  the  faithfulness  and  generosity  toward  our  children  of  the 
people  with  whom  we  place  them.  The  varied  features  of  gen- 
uine home  life,  revealing  the  normal  fundamental  relations  of 
human  beings  to  one  another,  and  affording  that  atmosphere  in 
which,  better  than  in  any  other,  character  and  feeling  may  de- 
velop, make  home  life  the  first  essential  which  should  be  pro- 
vided for  the  homeless  or  exposed  or  untrained  child. 

In  the  family  circle  better  than  anywhere  else  the  child  is 
hielped  to  meet  what  must  be  met  from  without,  and  to  overcome 
what  must  be  overcome  from  within.  In  spite  of  all  qualifica- 
tions the  family  is  a naturally  unselfish  group,  a group  that  tends 
toward  affection,  devotion,  loyalty,  unselfishness.  To  an  increas- 
ing extent  the  home  life  of  our  New  England  families  is  being 
utilized  for  the  untrained,  exposed  and  even  specially  susceptible 
children.  Changes  from  the  institutional  to  this  family  method 
continue  to  take  place  in  child-helping  agencies. 

The  total  expense  for  board,  clothing  and  sundries  of  children 
cared  for  in  these  families  was  $27,170,  or  $1,280  in  excess  of  the 
total  for  children  so  cared  for  during  the  preceding  year,  largely 
on  account  of  the  increased  cost  of  living.  From  surviving  par- 
ents, elder  brothers  and  sisters,  grandparents,  or  other  relatives 
or  guardians,  a total  of  $11,374,  or  $340  more  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  has  been  collected  towards  their  care.  This  con- 
tribution means  much  industry  and  even  sacrifice  on  the  part 
of  many  devoted  though  unfortunate  relatives,  who  from  week 
to  week  deny  themselves  every  indulgence  and  make  the  utmost 
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possible  contribution  toward  the  care  of  children  with  whom 
in  many  cases  they  look  forward  to  future  reunion. 

To  the  many  physicians,  both  men  and  women,  who  have  ren- 
dered professional  service  free  of  charge  either  at  the  hospitals 
or  at  their  private  offices  we  owe  a great  debt  of  gratitude.  In 
some  instances  this  service  extends  to  from  twenty-five  to  even 
one  hundred  calls  or  examinations  during  the  year. 

The  probation  work  of  the  year  has  taken  chiefly  the  form  of 
the  oversight  of  wayward  girls  in  their  own  homes,  or  the  placing 
of  such  girls  and  their  supervision  in  selected  families ; and 
the  provision  for  the  care  in  private  families  of  both  boys  and 
girls  between  the  time  of  their  arrest  and  the  conclusion  of  their 
trial.  Some  girls  with  very  unpromising  records  have  been  given 
a chance  to  do  better  without  commitment  to  any  correctional 
institution,  and  in  a large  proportion  of  the  cases  with  gratifying 
results. 

Of  the  children  on  probation  34,  or  17  per  cent.,  may  be  said 
to  be  doing  poorly  at  the  close  of  the  year,  69  children,  or  36 
per  cent.,  fairly  well,  90  children,  or  47  per  cent.,  decidedly  well.

44  libraries  meet  in  the  daytime,  13  in  the  evening.  63  dif- 
ferent volunteer  visitors  have  served  for  part  or  the  whole  of 
the  year. 

The  Library  of  Philanthropy  has  grown  to  20,000  books  and 
pamphlets,  and  1342  exchanges,  and  is  being  increasingly  used 
by  the  members  of  our  own  staff,  social  service  workers,  both 
paid  and  volunteer,  throughout  the  city,  and  special  visitors  and 
inquirers  from  other  places. 

The  Exhibit  which  was  prepared  for  the  Boston-1915  Expo- 
sition has  been  in  active  use  throughout  the  year.  It  has  been 
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installed  in  various  churches  for  periods  varying  from  two  or 
three  days  to  a week,  and  in  some  instances  a public  meeting  has 
been  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  Society.  It  has  just  been  re- 
turned from  Cleveland  where  at  the  request  of  the  “ Western 
Reserve  Conference  on  the  Care  of  Neglected  and  Dependent 
Children,”  called  at  the  suggestion  of  representatives  of  twenty 
Cleveland  agencies  for  children,  it  was  on  exhibition  during  the 
Conference. 

The  children  who  are  brought  to  our  attention  can  be  sub- 
stantially helped,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  whole  tenor 
of  their  lives  can  be  changed.  Such  work  has  a preventive  as 
well  as  a remedial  element  in  it.  While  society  is  working  over 
general  problems,  and  seeking  to  establish  better  conditions,  the 
mass  of  individual  misery  and  degradation,  which  left  to  itself 
spreads  and  multiplies,  is  itself  one  of  the  conditions  that  must 
be  met.  The  general  social  changes  that  we  believe  are  working 
for  the  good  of  all,  if  they  are  to  effect  their  purpose,  must  be 
attended  by  redoubled  energy  in  specific,  personal  work  for  the 
unfortunate,  and  in  this,  service,  effort  in  behalf  of  children 
rightfully  holds  a leading  place.

His  re- 
markable grasp  of  the  needs  of  the  community  for  the  care  and 
saving  of  destitute  and  forlorn  children,  has  been  of  the  greatest 
benefit  to  our  city,  and  not  only  in  this  city  but  throughout  the 
country  his  advice  and  judgment  in  the  newer  methods  of  work 
have  been  sought.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


The  work  of  one  year  may  be  very  mueh  like  that  of  another, 
but  the  needs  of  ehildren  in  physical  or  moral  distress  are  so 
varied  and  personal,  and  the  opportunity  for  helpful  action  so 
sure,  that  no  feeling  of  mere  repetition  arises.  In  the  treatment, 
moreover,  year  after  year,  of  situations  to  one  or  another  of 
which  nearly  every  form  of  human  error  has  contributed,  the 
principles  on  which  such  helpful  action  must  be  based  are  put  to 
interesting  tests.  There  is  a constant  revelation  of  the  value  of 
certain  fundamental  forces  — the  reconstructive  power  of  per- 
sonal influence,  of  wholesome  home  life,  of  opportunity,  of  brave 
decision  once  it  has  been  induced,  of  determined  appeal  to  the 
inner  moral  nature  seconded  by  due  effort  to  provide  a favorable 
environment.  Death,  invalidism  and  moral  breakdown  of  par- 
ents; bad  endowment  and  moral  exposure  of  children;  and  un- 
fortunate industrial  and  social  conditions,  create  burdens  that 
would  rapidly  increase  through  these  very  children  but  for  the 
check  brought  to  bear  by  timely  aid  in  the  susceptible  years  of 
childhood. 

On  the  day  on  which  the  year  began,  October  1,  1910,  the 
situation  and  treatment  of  121  children  were  under  consideration 
in  our  so-called  Department  of  Investigation  and  Social  Service. 
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During  the  year  754  children  not  before  known  to  us  were  brought 
to  our  attention.  One  hundred  children,  formerly  dealt  with, 
came  again  before  us.  The  total  of  975  children  included  548 
boys  and  427  girls. 

Of  the  total  of  975  children,  89  were  withdrawn  without  full 
investigation  and  action  on  our  part,  such  withdrawal  being  due 
to  some  solution  arising  independently  of  us,  or  possibly  to  our 
discovery  that  some  other  suitable  agency  was  engaged  on  the 
problem,  or,  fortunately  only  most-  rarely,  to  the  disappearance, 
with  we  know  not  what  result,  of  some  one  whose  mask  of 
secrecy  had  proved  impenetrable. 

For  384  of  these  children  we  turned  to  other  appropriate 
agencies  for  the  needed  help.  Among  such  agencies  the 
most  frequently  sought  were  the  Associated  Charities  of  Bos- 
ton, Cambridge  and  neighboring  cities,  the  Massachusetts 
Infant  Asylum,  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children,  the  Boston  Society  for  the  Care  of  Girls,  the 
Children’s  Mission,  the  Children’s  Friend  Society,  the  Division 
of  State  Minor  Wards,  the  Society  for  Helping  Destitute  Mothers 
and  Infants,  and  the  Boston  Provident  Association. 

Reference  to  another  agency  may  be  the  result  of  much  prelimi- 
nary work.  The  girl  who  is  referred  to  some  reformative  agency, 
for  instance,  may  have  had  to  be  searched  for  and  almost  by 
force  rescued  from  the  most  evil  surroundings  and  associates. 

These  figures  of  reference  to  other  sources  of  help,  especially  to 
the  Division  of  State  Minor  Wards,  the  Boston  Society  for  the 
Care  of  Girls,  the  Children’s  Mission  and  the  Children’s  Friend 
Society,  attest  a gratifying  similarity  of  attitude  on  the  part  of  these 
agencies  and  this  Society.  Visitors  from  other  states  and  foreign 
countries,  investigating  child-helping  methods  here,  are  struck 
with  this  common  attitude  and  intimacy  of  co-operation.  This 
understanding  is  the  growth  of  no  single  year,  and  has  been 
reached  not  so  much  through  definite  and  organized  alliances  or 
agreements  as  through  conference,  example,  criticism  and  good- 
will, with  independence  of  action,  inducing  and  maintaining  a 
steady  movement  of  different  agencies  toward  the  same  princi- 
ples, standards  and  ideals. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  of  the  975  children  have 
been  dealt  with  exclusively,  or  practically  so,  by  this  Society. 
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For  131  of  this  number  the  information,  suggestions,  advice  and 
guidance  that  could  be  given  after  due  investigation  and  con- 
sideration, were  deemed  sufficient.  In  38  instances  some  kind  of 
temporary  aid  was  given  by  the  Bureau  of  Investigation  and 
Social  Service  in  connection  with  such  counsel.  For  35  our  plan 
involved  the  use  of  some  other  agency,  but  only  in  an  incidental 
and  subordinate  way.  Twenty-five  boys  and  girls  were  placed 
under  the  personal  oversight  of  the  agents  of  the  department, 
the  children  remaining  in  their  own  homes,  a course  that  often 
means  long  continued  and  close  personal  relations.  One  hundred 
and  thirty-three  children,  75  boys  and  58  girls,  were  referred  to 
our  own  Placing-out  Agency.  Fourteen  boys  and  girls  were  re- 
ferred to  our  Probation  Agency.  On  the  last  day  of  the  year 
100  cases,  involving  125  children,  were  under  investigation  and 
consideration. 

Advice  does  not  mean  mere  suggestion.  It  means  the  straying 
daughter  braced  for  a fresh  start,  faithful  to  her  child,  and  recon- 
ciled with  her  family.  It  means  the  deserted  child  and  broken 
father  or  mother  welcomed  to  the  distant  home  of  relatives  or 
friends  who  but  for  our  inquiry  and  intervention  had  remained 
uninformed  of  their  distress.  It  means  a man  nerved  to  successful 
contest  against  a selfish  habit  that  is  dragging  wife  and  children 
and  himself  down  to  deeper  and  still  deeper  misery.  Oversight 
may  involve  as  its  first  episode  the  removal  of  the  entire  family 
to  a better  field  of  opportunity  for  the  wage-earner  and  a more 
wholesome  environment  for  the  children. 

Always  the  plan  is  best  that  preserves  existing  wholesome  hu- 
man ties,  and  makes  the  largest  demand  on  character,  — the  plan 
that  holds  the  family  together,  that  calls  for  the  conquest  of 
selfish  habits,  that  means  willingness  to  face  disgrace  in  faithfulness 
to  offspring,  the  plan  that  means  self-denial,  hard  work,  hope,  for- 
giveness, courage. 

The  Placing-out  Agency  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  had  in  its 
care  in  private  families  250  children,  148  boys  and  102  girls. 
During  the  year  152  children  were  placed  in  families,  8 of  whom 
had  been  formerly  placed.  One  hundred  and  fifty-nine  children 
were  discharged  from  the  care  of  the  department.  A total  of  402 
different  children,  230  boys,  172  girls,  were  cared  for  in  this  de- 
partment within  the  year. 
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The  ages  of  the  402  children  were  as  follows :

Among  the  younger  children  the  boys  predominate;  among  the 
older  the  girls. 

The  year  ended  with  243  children  in  charge,  139  boys  and  104 
girls. 

Of  the  243  children  there  were  in  boarding  homes  155;  in 
homes  in  which  no  board  is  paid,  but  clothing  is  paid  for  by  the 
Society,  7 ; in  homes  free  of  cost  to  the  Society,  45 ; in  homes  where 
wages  are  paid,  22;  and  temporarily  in  hospitals,  at  home  on 
trial,  or  otherwise  placed,  14. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  70  graduates  of  the  Placing-out 
Agency,  33  boys  and  37  girls,  were  under  oversight  in  their  own 
homes.  During  the  year  the  visiting  of  34  such  graduates  was 
terminated,  and  23  graduates  came  on  the  list.  The  year  ended 
with  59  under  visitation,  30  boys  and  29  girls. 

The  Department  of  Investigation  and  Social  Service  engages 
the  equivalent  of  the  full  time  of  four  people,  the  Placing-out 
Agency,  the  equivalent  of  between  seven  and  eight  people.  At 
the  same  time  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  are  a book- 
keeper, switchboard  operator,  errand  boy  and  three  stenographers 
in  the  office,  whose  time  is  largely  given  to  these  departments. 

The  largest  number  of  children  for  whom  any  one  person  in 
the  Placing-out  Department  is  responsible  is  43  placed  in  families 
and  5 graduates  under  oversight  in  their  own  homes.  The  number 
of  children  under  visitation  by  a single  visitor  appears  to  gravi- 
tate toward  a figure  between  35  and  40.  This  unit  of  administra- 
tion contrasts  with  larger  figures  in  earlier  years.  It  is  based  on 
no  preconceived  idea.  It  is  the  experimental  result  of  giving  a 
visitor  opportunity  to  do  reasonably  thorough  work.  Even  with 
this  number  of  children  the  work  of  a visitor  demands  overtime. 

There  is  the  widest  range  of  natural  endowment  and  tendency 
among  the  children  who  come  to  us.  We  are  never  without  so- 
called  border-line  cases,  though  fortunately  the  recognized  border- 
line itself  is  constantly  re-drawn,  as  the  community  sees  its  in-

terest  and  duty  more  clearly.  The  State  School  for  the  Feeble- 
minded at  Wrentham,  now  added  to  the  school  at  Waverley,  has 
afforded  much  relief  in  this  class  of  cases.  Fifteen  boys  and  13 
girls  are  attending  high  schools  or  special  schools,  such  as  the 
Newton  Technical  High  School  and  the  Hampton  Normal  and 
Agricultural  Institute. 

A gratifying  achievement  in  our  placing-out  work  has  been  the 
rendering  of  such  service  to  the  Juvenile  Court  that  the  establish- 
ment of  a house  of  detention  for  juvenile  offenders  has  been 
avoided.  Boys  and  girls  under  17  years  of  age  under  arrest, 
pending  trial  and  during  continuance,  are  cared  for  in  private 
families.  An  emergency  service  cov^ering  any  hour  of  the  day  or 
night  has  been  developed.  The  care  is  individual,  as  only  one  boy 
or  girl  is  placed  with  a family.  Practically  all  of  the  girls  arrested 
are  thus  provided  for.  The  Court  uses  private  institutions  for  a 
substantial  number  of  Catholic  boys,  and  boys  who  are  felt  to  be 
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especially  unreliable  are  detained  in  the  County  Jail.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  use  of  private  families  can  be  successfully  extended 
to  a constantly  larger  proportion  of  these  boys. 

During  the  year  58  Home  Libraries  have  enriched  home  life 
among  the  self-supporting  poor.  At  the  North  End  there  are  two 
of  the  little  libraries,  at  the  West  End  24,  the  vSouth  End  5, 
Roxbury  11,  Dorchester  3,  South  Boston  4,  Cambridgeport  2, 
East  Cambridge  3,  Jamaica  Plain  1,  Charlestown  1,  East  Wa- 
tertown 1. 

Thirty-nine  of  the  libraries  meet  in  the  daytime,  19  in  the 
evening.  Thirty-two  of  the  groups  are  made  up  entirely  of  girls, 
13  of  boys,  and  13  of  girls  and  boys. 

Sixty-one  volunteer  visitors  have  taken  part  in  the  work.  The 
service  of  the  volunteers  has  been  exceptionally  faithful  and  effi- 
cient. Many  of  the  visitors  have  been  students,  6 from  Radcliffe 
College,  11  from  Wellesley,  8 from  Simmons,  13  from  Harvard, 
1 from  Boston  University,  1 from  the  Institute  of  Technology, 
and  13  from  ]Miss  Wheelock’s  School.  Other  visitors  were  from  the 
Central  Congregational  Church  and  the  Boston  Sewing  Circle. 

Six  libraries  have  been  closed,  chiefly  through  changes  in  the 
residence  of  librarians  or  members,  and  6 new  libraries  have  been 
established.  The  usual  successful  plant  sales  were  conducted  at 
South  Bay  Union  and  West  End  House  in  May,  and  the  usual 
festivals,  for  children  who  could  bring  live  plants  bought  at  such 
sales,  were  held  at  the  same  places  in  the  autumn. 

Most  of  the  visitors  took  at  least  one  car  ride  or  held  at  least  one 
picnic  with  their  children,  and  several  entertained  the  children  of 
their  group  at  their  homes  with  a party. 

On  July  13,  150  of  the  Home  Libraries  children  in  the  central 
part  of  the  city  were  included  in  a Randidge  excnrsion  to  Btunpkin 
Island,  and  on  July  26,  400  children  from  the  South  End  and 
suburban  groups.  Both  days  were  exceptionally  fine  and  cool. 
The  bathing  was  a chief  feature  of  the  program.  A ntunber  of 
mothers  attended  with  the  children.  The  children  behaved  ex- 
tremely well  both  aboard  the  boat  and  on  shore  throughout  the 
entire  days  on  both  excursions. 

Three  of  the  mothers  of  Home  Libraries  children,  one  of  them 
a former  home  library  girl  from  South  Boston,  whose  sick  baby 
had  just  returned  from  the  hospital,  went  to  the  Mothers’  Rest  at 
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Needham  Heights.  Many  other  mothers  needed  such  a rest,  but 
it  is  difficult  for  them  to  be  away  from  home.  P'orty-one  Home 
Libraries  children  were  recommended  to  “Country  Week.” 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Home  Libraries  was  held  at  the  Old 
South  Meeting  House  on  the  evening  of  March  15.  It  was  at- 
tended by  about  625  children  and  180  adults — visitors,  parents, 
elder  brothers  and  sisters.  Twenty-eight  visitors  came  with  their 
groups,  and  there  was  a noticeable  increase  over  former  years 
in  the  attendance  of  parents,  especially  the  fathers.  The  program 
was  made  up  chiefly  of  songs  and  recitations  by  the  children. 
The  Rev.  Samuel  IM.  Crothers  addressed  the  meeting. 

Much  personal  work  has  been  done  in  connection  with  the 
children  in  some  of  the  groups — such  as  advice,  educational  oppor- 
tunities and  treatment  at  hospitals.  Several  roofs  and  yards  in 
bad  condition  have  been  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  Library  of  Philanthropy  with  its  20,000  pamphlets  and 
books,  has  been  maintained  without  material  increase  or  change, 
pending  the  consummation  of  the  final  arrangements  inaugurated 
within  the  year  to  place  it  under  a general  committee  or  organiza- 
tion that  should  develop  it  into  and  maintain  it  as  an  all-round 
philanthropic  library.  Its  serviceableness  to  our  staff  and  to  the 
people  whom  it  has  reached  has  been  substantial.  Great  useful- 
ness awaits  it  in  relation  to  the  entire  range  of  undertakings  for 
the  public  good,  when  the  contemplated  enlargement  and  support 
become  possible. 

IMany  directors  and  executive  officers  of  child-helping  agencies 
in  other  cities,  and  members  of  private  committees  and  public 
commissions  investigating  the  subject  of  the  care  of  children  on 
behalf  of  societies  or  governments,  both  in  this  country  and 
abroad,  have  visited  the  Society  during  the  year.  In  some  in- 
stances they  have  visited  families  used  by  the  Placing-out  Agency 
for  homeless  children  or  in  connection  with  the  care  of  children 
under  arrest  from  the  Juvenile  Court. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  way  in  which  the  succeeding 
3"ears  throw  the  light  of  correction  or  confirmation  on  the  princi- 
ples that  are  guiding  us.  So,  too,  they  reveal  an  interesting 
variation  and  encouraging  progress  in  the  available  resources  of 
the  community.  The  background  of  our  work  has  undergone 
great  change  during  the  last  quarter  of  a century.  The  old  Truant 
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School  on  Deer  Island  has  been  sueceeded  by  the  Parental  School 
on  the  mainland;  the  old  House  of  Reformation  for  Juvenile 
Offenders  in  the  very  same  building  with  the  miscalled  House  of 
Industry  for  adults,  has  beeome  the  Suffolk  School  on  at  least  a 
separate  island;  the  homeless  ehildren  who  continued  to  be  home- 
less in  the  so-called  iMarcella  Street  Home  now  are  cared  for  in 
true  homes;  the  same  change  in  the  state  work  has  replaced  the 
old  State  Primary  Sehool  with  the  use  of  the  private  family;  the 
melaneholy  School  for  the  Feeble-minded  in  South  Boston  has  been 
sueceeded  by  the  noble  institutions  at  AYaverley  and  AWentham; 
the  lads  just  too  old  for  the  L\Tnan  School  need  no  longer  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Concord  Reformatory  but  can  now  be  sent  to  the 
State  Industrial  Sehool  at  Shirley;  the  girls  who  are  sent  to  the 
State  Industrial  Sehool  at  Lancaster  and  the  boys  who  go  to 
the  Lyman  Sehool  are  now  not  only  studied  more  elosely  at  the 
sehools,  but  also  have  better  oversight  during  their  parole;  the 
placed-out  child  from  the  broken  family  has  now  the  same  educa- 
tional rights  as  the  ehild  living  with  his  own  parents;  the  proba- 
tion work  persisted  in  from  year  to  year  without  recognition  and 
in  spite  of  every  sort  of  diffieulty,  has  given  place  to  a fully  de- 
veloped Juvenile  Court  and  probation  system,  at  least  for  the 
central  portion  of  the  eity,  not  surpassed  in  wisdom  and  devotion 
by  any  Juvenile  Court  in  the  country;  the  opportunities  for  trade 
edueation  are  multiplying;  the  hospitals  and  our  publie  schools 
have  developed  soeial  serviee  features ; the  whole  settlement 
movement  has  sprung  up;  and  various  ehild-helping  agencies 
have  revolutionized  their  methods. 

How  some  of  these  changes  were  brought  to  pass  it  would  not 
be  easy  for  this  Society  to  forget.  Nor  ean  we  avoid  the  conelu- 
sion  that  after  all,  results  often  finally  surpass  expectations. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  mutual  understanding,  the 
eommon  attitude,  that  year  by  year  has  increasingly  eharacterized 
the  ehild-helping  agencies  of  our  eity  and  state.  Eaeh  ehild- 
helping  ageney,  governmental  or  private,  can  set  itself  no  higher 
task  than  to  illustrate  and  do  what  it  'ean  to  perpetuate  this  fine 
spirit.  Contention  and  conflict,  to  be  sure,  may  at  times  be  neees- 
sary  to  the  preservation  of  this  very  spirit,  for  it  must  be  founded 
upon  something  deeper  than  mere  complaisance  and  eompromise. 
But  the  deep  eoncem  that  this  Soeiety  has  felt  from  year  to  year 
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as  to  related  work  of  other  organizations  in  the  community  has 
sprung  from  the  high  value  it  has  put  upon  this  unity  of  purpose 
and  attitude. 

That  concern  has  shown  itself  by  the  release  to  other  agencies 
of  experienced  agents  it  would  gladly  have  retained,  by  the  use 
of  such  agencies  in  definite  cases,  and  by  persistent  effort  to  em- 
body in  its  own  work  the  ideal  it  wished  should  prevail. 

The  possibilities  of  a more  definite,  united  appeal  by  our  child- 
helping agencies  to  the  community  to  do  the  things  that  need  to 
be  done  to  prevent  this  needless  suffering  and  misery,  these  need- 
less moral  and  physical  tragedies  of  childhood  and  youth,  should 
be  thought  through  to  concreteness,  and  persistently  and  insistently 
set  forth.  A high  capacity  for  united  expression  and  action  can 
only  be  acquired  by  practice.  The  utilization  of  the  united  wis- 
dom and  strength  of  our  child-helping  agencies  is  an  important 
and  inviting  task. 

For  with  all  this  progress,  evil,  exposure,  suffering  continue. 
Children  of  tender  years  bear  infirmities  due  to  no  fault  of  their 
own,  and  are  degraded  through  preventable  misfortune  and  re- 
mediable social  conditions. 

As  for  the  Children’s  Aid  Society,  has  the  past  been  anything 
but  a clearing  of  the  ground  for  the  real  action?  Its  leverage  in 
1885  was  represented  by  an  invested  fund  one-fifth  and  an  income 
and  expenditure  one-tenth  as  large  as  now.  The  aids  to  inquiry 
and  action  have  correspondingly  multiplied.  The  opportimity 
would  appear  to  be  at  hand,  right  here  among  these  many  chil- 
dren and  youth  and  their  families,  for  experiments  and  studies 
that  shall  prove  of  the  highest  value  and  influence  for  the  pre- 
vention of  the  evils  from  which  children  now  suffer.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


In  all  of  its  departments  during  the  year  the  Society  came  into  con- 
tact with  two  thousand,  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
2268  children.  eight  children, — four  hundred  and  six  through  place- 

ment in  families,  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  in 
Home  Libraries,  and  the  rest  through  advice  in  their  own  homes,  or  in 
co-operation  with  other  societies.  Only  those  in  close  contact  with 
individual  family  problems  can  realize  what  tasks  and  responsibilities 
these  children  have  involved. 

Without  duplicating  the  work  of  other  societies,  our  applications  in- 
creased 23  per  cent,  over  those  of  the  year  before.  We  are  doing  a spe- 
cialized and  yet  extensive  work,  and  for  this  reason  must  accept  many 
varied  child  problems. 


Friendless,  temporarily  detached,  and  neglected  children  held  much 
of  our  interest.  A great  many  such  came  to  us 
Friendless  for  consideration, — children  whose  greatest  needs 

and  neglected  were  good  homes,  good  food,  sleep,  fresh  air,  normal 
children.  companionship,  and  the  human  interest  of  others. 

In  so  far  as  we  could  secure  the  funds  did  we  care 
for  them,  even  to  the  point  of  using  up  unrestricted  bequests  and 
special  gifts. 


We  were  asked  to  care  for  forty-seven  sick  and  convalescent  children, 
the  requests  coming  in  the  main  from  the  Social 
Sick  and  Service  Departments  of  certain  of  the  Boston  hospi- 

convalescent  tals.  The  children  received  were  suffering  mainly 

children.  from  bad  hearts,  incipient  tuberculosis,  and  ner- 

vous disorders.  In  some  instances  high  rates  of 
board  had  to  be  paid  to  insure  the  children  getting  the  best  of  care.

The  growth  of  medical  social  service  in  the  State  is  bringing  to  this  and 
other  child-helping  societies  an  increasing  number  of  applications  for 
this  special  and  expensive  kind  of  care. 

The  Boston’s  Children’s  Aid  Society  is  much  interested  in  this  field  of 
service  which  is  opening  up,  and  is  very  anxious  to  work  out  with  other 
agencies  the  wisest  plan  to  follow.  The  Society  feels  that  high-grade 
private  families,  fully  trained,  can  do  an  important  work  for  sickly  chil- 
dren, but  that  famines  have  their  hmitations,  beyond  which  they  should 
not  be  used,  semi-hospital  or  convalescent  homes  being  at  times  prefer- 
able. The  Children’s  Aid  Society  does  not  hesitate  to  do  more  of  this 
convalescent  work  if  the  community  makes  the  way  possible. 


Poverty  is  an  evil  of  far-reaching  effects.  Children  should  not  be 
removed  from  their  parents  or  families  broken  up 
Widows^  chil-  because  of  it.  The  Society  in  its  daily  work  has 
dren.  Widows’  had  a constant  concern  for  those  so  distressed, 

pensions.  The  widow,  the  deserted  wife,  the  family  with  a 

sick  father,  and  the  other  groups  in  need,  have 
been  placed  in  touch  with  the  specific  charitable  agencies  able  to  re- 
lieve them  in  their  homes. 

Early  in  the  year  Governor  Foss  appointed  a Commission  on  the 
Support  of  the  Dependent  Minor  Children  of  Widowed  Mothers,  to 
determine  how  far  widows  were  being  separated  from  their  children,  or 
were  suffering  from  hardships  of  poverty,  owing  to  the  death  of  their 
husbands.  This  Society  co-operated  in  the  study,  reporting  two  chil- 
dren in  its  care  who  could  have  stayed  with  their  mothers  if  the  proper 
resources  had  been  available.  How  extensive  this  separation  evil  is 
and  how  it  can  best  be  met  remains  to  be  ascertained. 


Many  homeless  boys  came  this  year,  part  of  the  army  of  boys  who 
wander  over  this  city  and  State.  Fifteen  were 
Homeless  boys,  placed  in  country  homes;  others  were  provided 
with  positions  in  the  city  or  returned  to  their  rela- 
tives and  friends;  and  some  were  sent  to  training  schools,  in  order  that 
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they  might  leam  trades  and  thus  equip  themselves  for  good  citizen- 
ship. 


Three  hundred  and  eleven  undisciplined  and  wayward  children  were 
considered.  A great  deal  of  special,  protective  care 
Wayward  was  essential  for  this  group.  They  had  tried  many 

boys  and  girls.  jobs,  and  some  of  them  had  acquired  the  habit  of 
failure.  They  came  from  broken  homes,  from  low- 
grade  homes  and  from  homes  not  yet  Americanized.  The  necessary 
direction  and  care  could  not  always  be  provided  with  their  own  people, 
and  for  this  reason  many  of  them  were  removed  to  better  or  more 
suitable  environments. 


The  Society  co-operates  actively  with  the  Boston  Juvenile  Court 
and  other  Courts  in  Boston  dealing  with  children. 
Work  in  the  Ju-  and  also  with  the  Juvenile  Courts  in  Cambridge 
venile  Courts.  and  near-by  towns.  During  the  year  we  were  called 
upon  many  times  to  investigate  the  cases  of  girls 
appearing  in  the  Boston  Juvenile  Court,  and  also  to  place  in  families 
both  boys  and  girls  appearing  in  this  and  other  Courts  in  and  about 
Boston. 

The  Boston  Society  for  the  Care  of  Girls  and  this  Society  assisted  the 
Boston  Juvenile  Court  in  seeing  that  girls  and  boys  imder  seventeen 
years  of  age  under  arrest,  pending  trial  and  during  continuance,  were 
cared  for  in  private  families,  the  former  society  working  solely  with  girls. 

Quoting  from  our  1911  report:  ‘‘An  emergency  service  covering  any 
hour  of  the  day  or  night  has  been  developed.  The  care  is  individual. 
Practically  all  of  the  girls  arrested  are  thus  provided  for.  A substantial 
number  of  Catholic  boys  were  sent  by  the  Court  to  private  institutions.” 
Boys  felt  to  be  especially  unreliable  were  detained  in  the  County  Jail; 
but  in  this  connection  it  should  be  remembered  that  by  law  our  Juvenile 
Courts  exercise  authority  over  children  until  they  are  eighteen  if  formal 
action  is  taken  before  seventeen.  In  almost  every  other  State  the  age 
limit  is  sixteen. 

So  far  the  establishment  of  a house  of  detention  in  Boston,  and  for 
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that  matter,  in  the  State,  has  been  avoided.  The  Society,  realizing  the 
need  for  more  information  about  the  detention  problem,  wishes  to  co- 
operate closely  with  the  Massachusetts  Civic  League  in  its  proposed 
study  of  Juvenile  detention  conditions  in  the  State.  Out  of  this  study 
should  come  wise  recommendations. 


UNMARRIED  CHILD  MOTHERS  AND  THEIR  CHILDREN. 

The  child  of  unmarried  parents  represents  one  of  the  most  pitiful  of 
the  many  tragedies  we  are  called  upon  to  face.  Dur- 
A tragic  problem  ing  the  year  seventy-three  young  unmarried  mothers 
which  Boston  is  asked  us  for  advice  or  care  for  themselves  or  their 
treating  only  in  babies.  Many  of  these  mothers  were  only  children, 

part.  and  in  no  way  able  to  direct  their  own  destinies. 

One,  a girl  just  past  fourteen,  a frail  httle  child,  was 
hke  many  others,  the  plaything  of  ignorance  and  misfortune.  A number 
ranged  in  years  from  fifteen  to  nineteen.  They  indicate  a problem  which 
Boston  is  treating  solicitously,  but  only  fragmentarily,  through  certain 
charitable  societies.  Much  remains  to  be  done.  In  view  of  its  widen- 
ing knowledge  this  community  must  relate  the  problem  more  exactly 
to  controlling  causes.  We  cannot  as  a commimity  longer  continue  to 
pick  certain  types  of  cases.  We  must  receive  and  treat  every  type, — 
the  normal  as  well  as  the  abnormal;  the  feeble-minded,  undisciplined, 
and  physically  unfit,  as  well  as  the  mentally  alert  and  responsive. 

Ignorance,  low  wages,  feeble-mindedness,  lack  of  proper  recreational 
facilities,  bad  housing,  poor  home  life,  vicious  men 
Many  controlling  and  women,  poor  police  protection,  enervating  oc- 
causes.  cupations,  and  other  great  causes  can  only  be 

checked  and  removed  by  united  action.  These 
causes  represent  too  large  a task  for  single  agencies  to  cope  with,  so  that 
perhaps  our  needs  can  only  be  met  by  a joint  bureau.  The  time  is 
past  for  uncorrelated  independent  effort. 

High  standards  of  case  w^ork  must  be  studied  and  made  common  to 
all;  and  no  mother,  no  matter  how  difficult,  must 
Higher  standards  go  uncared  for  or  be  referred  too  speedily  to  insti- 
needed.  tutions  for  disciplinary  care  or  to  the  State  for 
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pauper  care.  Standards  of  service  differ  so  greatly  between  communi- 
ties, and  even  between  agencies  in  the  same  community,  that  we  can- 
not hear  too  much  about  the  need  for  more  careful  and  thorough  case 
treatment. 

These  seventy-three  young  mothers  came  from  many  communities 
in  Massachusetts,  and  even  from  other  States,  where 
This  is  not  a in  the  next  few  years,  if  conditions  are  not  remedied, 
local  burden.  other  unmarried  child  mothers  will  be  created  for 
this  and  other  cities  to  help  and  shelter. 

While  this  Society  is  a children’s  society,  care  for  children  if  their 
parents  are  unmarried,  in  many  instances  involves 
A task  for  Chil-  care  for  the  mothers  also.  The  latter  are  often 
dren’s  Societies,  only  children  themselves,  and  stand  in  need  of  the 
same  protecting  supervision.  Emotion,  tradition, 
and  prejudice  play  havoc  with  their  treatment.  The  necessary  insist- 
ence of  the  race  that  its  sexual  purity  be  protected  by  legalized  unions 
brings  terrible  and  ghastly  hardships  on  the  indi- 
The  plight  of  viduals  who  do  not  observe  the  rule.  The  unmarried 
these  mothers.  mother,  because  of  this  tremendous  social  pressure, 
therefore  feels  that  she  must  get  rid  of  her  baby. 
Her  first  impulse  is  to  surrender  her  child  to  any  one  who  will  take  it. 
Her  constant  protest  is  that  she  can  never  work  out  the  problem  of  her 
existence  if  the  child  is  with  her. 

Many  of  these  mothers  reached  by  charitable  societies  represent  low 
social  standards.  They  are  often  ignorant  or  feeble- 
Mothers  need  minded,  untrained  and  adrift,  and  without  the 
much  help  and  background  of  good  home  life  to  steady  them  to 
guidance.  their  task  of  social  readjustment.  In  this  connec- 

tion it  is  well  for  us  to  bear  in  mind  that  only  a 
small  proportion  of  the  total  number  of  all  the  cases  of  illegitimacy 
occurring  in  this  and  other  communities  ever  reach  the  attention  of  the 
social  agencies.  If  the  mothers  or  their  families  have  resources,  they 
often  buy  a kind  of  care  of  their  own  which  means  no  care  for  the 
babies,  and  rarely  come  to  the  social  worker’s  attention.  This  is 
wrong,  of  course:  it  indicates  how  great  is  the  need  for  wide-spread 
education  in  the  principles  of  the  sacredness  of  fife. 

We  must  begin  with  a knowledge  of  the  mothers.  We  must  under- 
stand their  real  needs.  We  must  get  at  the  causes  of  their  condition. 
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We  must  get  after  the  fathers  of  their  children.  We  must  have  the 
mothers  and  their  babies  examined,  and,  if  neces- 
The  best  sary,  treated ; for  many  of  them  suffer  grievously 

methods  of  care,  from  disease.  We  must  have  them  go  back  to  their 
relatives,  if  the  latter  are  suitable.  We  must  provide 
them  with  economic  opportunities,  which  at  the  start  may  easily  cost 
a great  deal  of  money,  but  which  will  make  them  self-supporting  and 
at  the  same  time  protect  them  from  unusual  temptations.  Serious 
mental  defects  are  often  found,  indicating  their  utter  inabihty  to  care 
for  themselves,  and  their  need  of  proper  institutional  care.  With  every 
step  we  must  be  prepared  for  an  expenditure  of  funds  very  much  larger 
than  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past.  To  do  this  new  kind  of  mother 
and  baby  work — to  get  these  mothers  back  into  proper  condition — is 
not  a service  which  we  can  get  for  the  asking,  although  many  have 
fooHshly  supposed  that  it  was. 

If  all  the  feeble-minded  girls  and  women  were  under  proper  institu- 
tional restraint,  this  special  problem  of  the  unmar- 
The  menace  of  ried  mother  would  be  very  much  simplified.  As 
the  feeble-  a group  we  pay  a staggering  sum  each  year  in  allow- 

minded.  ing  low-grade  defective  girls  and  women  to  bring 

into  the  world  equally  defective  children.  We  must 
extend  our  institutional  provisions  for  them. 

It  is  easy,  but  unwise,  to  adopt  fixed  rules  of  procedure  for  their  treat- 
ment. There  must  be  exceptions.  The  society 
Fixed  rules  that  has  but  one  rule  or  plan  of  action  may  be  able 

imwise.  to  report  that  it  never  takes  a baby  from  its  mother, 

and  that  all  of  the  cases  it  accepts  are  placed  in 
families;  but  other  agencies  reafize  that  this  inflexible  rule  fails  to  meet 
many  of  the  problems  presented.  Still  we  can  lay  down  the  principle 
that,  where  the  mother  is  normal  physically  and  mentally,  she  should 
be  urged  by  every  means  to  keep  her  baby,  at  least  during  the  first  years 
of  its  life.  This  is  not  saying  that  she  must  do  housework  with  her 
child;  for  it  may  be  advisable  to  let  her  board  the  baby  in  a family, 
the  mother  going  out  each  day  to  do  the  thing  for  which  she  is  best 
equipped  through  training  and  experience. 

In  the  cases  of  some  of  the  mothers  coming  to  the  Society  the 
children  were  removed  and  boarded  in  other  famihes,  either  because 
the  mothers  were  too  young  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  baby 
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Some  babies 
removed  from 
mothers.

care,  or  because  their  states  of  mind  were  such  that  they  could  not 
be  persuaded  or  reasoned  into  keeping  their  babies. 
If  we  had  not  taken  this  action,  the  babies  would 
have  gone  to  baby  farms.  Later  on  some  of  these 
same  mothers  returned,  having  realized  their  own 
maternal  duties. 

If  the  mothers  are  ineflScient  and  need  a season  of  training,  they  may 
well  be  boarded  with  their  babies  until  they  adjust 
themselves  and  become  efficient.  If  they  are  weak 
physically  and  sick  mentally  from  worry  and  shock, 
so  as  to  be  unable  to  perform  enough  services  to 
cover  their  living  expenses,  again  they  may  well 
be  boarded.  They  may  be  unsuited  for  work  in 
families  or  strongly  opposed  to  housework,  yet  with  proper  industrial 
training  can  become  self-supporting.  To  enable  them  to  do  this  through 
gifts  for  their  education  is  entirely  sound  and  justifiable.  In  all  these 
many  steps  they  should  be  counselled  and  advised  by  visitors  not  too 
crowded  or  rushed  to  have  time  to  know  them  intimately  and  helpfully. 

Good  families,  if  properly  supervised,  are  wonderful  laboratories  for 
these  mothers  and  their  children,  and  will  do  much  to 
Value  of  good  preserve  their  self-respect;  but  they  must  be  sought 
families.  and  supervised  in  the  same  careful  and  thorough 

manner  as  are  families  taking  defenceless  children. 
In  the  use  of  families  it  is  part  of  a good  co-operative  plan  to  relate 
them  more  closely  to  existing  institutions  caring  for  these  mothers. 

Some  of  us  who  are  dealing  with  unmarried  mothers 
This  is  different  are  in  danger  of  doing  an  ordinary  employment 
from  employment  office  work,  which  will  be  to  our  own  discredit 
office  work.  and  the  great  injury  of  the  mothers  and  their 

babies. 

With  the  young  child  mother  goes  the  problem  of  care  for  children 
who  are  suffering  from  some  venereal  disease,  for  from  time  to  time 
young  girls  so  afflicted  come  to  us.  Inquiry  may  show  them  to  be 
innocent  victims  of  lust,  and  often  too  fine  to  be  permitted  to 
risk  moral  contamination  in  the  wards  of  the  city  and  State  hospitals 
taking  such  cases.  We  have  accordingly  placed  a few  such  girls  in  care- 
fully selected  private  families,  the  caretakers  in  charge  being  trained 
nurses  who  under  our  direction  have  taken  every  medical  precaution. 
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This  care  is  costly,  for  it  amounts  almost  to  hospital  care,  but  is  fully 
justified  until  the  public  hospitals  can  insure  adequate  social  service 
supervision  over  their  ward  patients. 

One  girl  of  fifteen  years  of  age,  suffering  from  gonorrhoea,  was  in 
a family  near  the  treating  hospital  for  many  weeks. 
What  was  done  the  caretaker  being  an  unusually  intelligent  woman, 
for  one  girl.  and  well  able  to  superintend  the  daily  treatments 

and  visits  to  the  hospital  clinic.  Cured,  so  far  as 
such  cases  can  be  cured,  the  girl  has  gone  to  a brother  in  the  West,  a 
better  girl  physically  for  all  this  expensive  care,  and  certainly  morally 
because  of  her  escape  from  contact  with  many  other  hardened  girls 
suffering  from  the  same  disease. 

CHILDREN  IN  OUR  SPECIAL  CARE. 

406  children  in  One  hundred  and  sixty-three  children  of  every  age, 
families.  163  and  representing  139  homes,  came  to  the  Society  for 
received  this  year,  placement  in  selected  families,  thus  making  a total  of 
406  children  cared  for  in  this  way  during  the  year. 

With  other  child-helping  societies  in  Boston  we  have  stood  for  an 
increasingly  finer  service  in  the  use  of  families,  as 
Good  families  contrasted  with  institutions.  The  family  plan  is 
best  for  children,  elastic,  adjustable,  and  efficient,  if  well  supervised, 
for  it  permits  the  same  organization  to  take  young 
and  old  children  of  both  sexes,  of  all  races  and  creeds,  dependent,  de- 
linquent, and  frequently  defective  physically  and  mentally. 

This  use  of  family  homes,  or  placing-out  work,  as  it  is  technically 
called,  should  not  be  advocated  solely  on  the  ground 
Is  expensive,  that  it  is  less  expensive  than  institution  work,  for 
yet  economical.  with  increasing  efficiency  it  will  become  more  costly 
than  it  is  to-day.  All  things  considered,  however, 
a great  deal  more  can  be  done  with  a given  sum  for  a given  number  of 
children  in  family  homes  than  can  be  done  in  institutions. 

The  visitors  of  the  Society  in  the  Placing-out 
40  children  to  Department  have  had  under  supervision  in  family 

each  visitor.  homes  during  the  year  an  average  of  40  children 

For  best  service  each.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  Directors  that  this 

should  be  less.  number  might  well  be  reduced  to  30,  if  the  com- 


munity  is  to  get  the  individual  study  and  treatment  which  is  so  essen- 
tial in  all  good  social  work.  This  reduction  is  especially  desirable  in 
view  of  the  more  distant  placings  now  being  made,  and  also  because  of 
the  many  difficult  and  atypical  children  we  are  receiving  into  our  care. 

This  reduction  in  the  number  of  children  per  visitor  from  40  to  30 
is  in  hne  with  the  general  trend  of  affairs  in  edu- 
30  children  to  cation,  where  25  to  30  children  are  considered  quite 

each  school  enough  for  one  teacher  to  handle.  In  placing-out 

teacher  consid-  work  the  visitor  with  30  children  in  as  many  scat- 

ered  wise  limit.  tered  families  has  a very  much  more  responsible 

job  than  the  teacher  with  her  charges  all  together, 
and  living  in  families  over  which  she  exercises  no  supervision,  and  for 
whom  she  is  in  no  way  responsible. 

rTn  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  all  of  the 
Laboratory  and  fine  laboratory  and  research  work  now  being  done 
research  possible,  by  certain  institutions  is  easily  possible  under  our 
plan  of  work. 

These  406  children  were  placed  principally  in  Massachusetts,  espe- 
cially the  girls  in  our  care,  although  many  of  our 
Almost  70%  of  children  are  in  neighboring  States.  For  board, 

total  expenses  clothing,  and  incidentals  alone  the  Society  spent 

went  for  these  $25,008.81,  almost  one-half  of  its  total  budget,  and, 

children.  with  the  cost  of  travel,  telephone,  and  the  salaries 

of  the  supervising  visitors,  $38,000  in  all. 

Mr.  Samuel  C.  Lawrence,  Special  Agent  of  the  Society,  in  a recent 
careful  study  of  the  placing-out  situation  in  Massa- 
10,000  children.  chusetts,  estimates  that  the  public  and  private  agen- 
cies together  have  10,000  children  under  super- 
vision in  families.  Not  all  of  these  are  placed  in  Massachusetts,  some 
being  in  other  States.  Granting  that  8,000  of  these  are  in  Massachu- 
setts, with  our  State  population  of  3,500,000,  this  gives  us  one  place- 
ment to  about  every  435  people.  The  information  as  to  the  exact 
whereabouts  of  all  these  children  has  not  been  centralized  in  one  place 
as  yet,  but  the  various  child-helping  societies  are  planning  such  a 
project  for  this  year.  With  the  gradual  industrialization  of  New  Eng- 
land we  will  have  to  place  more  children  in  the  best  smaller  cities  and 
towns,  where  good  housing,  clean  streets,  good  schools,  and  other  evi- 
dences of  the  best  in  the  modem  city  can  be  found. 
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About  66%  of 
our  children  are 
boarding  in 
families.

Placing-out 
work  defined. 


Free  homes — that  is,  families  taking  children  without  board — are 
not  easy  to  find.  Public  authorities  board  their 
wards,  and  this  makes  many  people  inclined  to 
ask  for  support  from  other  applying  agencies. 
Good  boarding  homes  and  good  wage  homes,  how- 
ever, can  be  found.  Through  payments  we  are 
able  to  secure  many  high-grade  people  as  caretakers 
who  cannot  afford  otherwise  to  give  their  services  to  this  work.  About 
66%  of  all  the  children  we  receive  go  into  boarding  homes. 

It  is  not  the  practice  of  the  Society  to  agree  to  very  many  adoptions 
of  its  children.  It  cannot  guarantee  physical  and 
mental  soundness  for  some  of  them,  and  for  others 
it  is  anxious  to  exercise  supervision  until  majority 
is  reached,  and  in  some  cases  long  afterwards. 

In  \dew  of  the  vast  importance  of  this  branch  of 
child-helping,  and  also  in  view  of  some  recent 
tendencies,  it  is  well  for  us  to  reaffirm  our 
position. 

A society  is  really  doing  placing-out  work  when  it  places  its 
children  for  days,  weeks,  months  or  years  deliberately,  and 
after  careful  inquiry,  in  good  normal  family  homes,  where  the 
individual  physical,  mental,  moral,  refigious,  social,  and  indus- 
trial development  of  each  child  is  a matter  for  careful  and  con- 
stant supervision  and  oversight, — oversight  at  once  sympa- 
thetic and  elastic  in  its  understanding. 

It  is  not  placing-out  work,  in  the  standard  meaning  of  that 
term,  to  make  a small  institution  of  a pri- 
vate family  by  placing  three,  four,  or  more 
unrelated  children  imder  the  same  roof. 

It  is  not  placing-out  work  to  place  a 
child  in  a home  free  of  cost,  when  its  real 
needs  can  only  be  met  by  an  expenditure 
of  money  such  as  the  receiving  family  is  unable  to  make  un- 
aided. 

It  is  not  placing-out  work  to  coerce  a child  into  an  economic 
state  which  it  hates,  as,  for  example,  farm  work  for  a boy  with 
a mechanical  bent,  or  ordinary  housework  for  a girl  with  tastes 
for  other  things. 


Danger  signals. 
Real  placing  out 
means  observing 
the  following. 
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It  is  not  placing-out  work  to  take  a child  when  it  reaches 
fourteen  or  fifteen  years  of  age  from  a boarding  home  where  it 
has  been  doing  well,  and  where  it  has  become  an  integral  part 
of  the  family,  and  to  place  it  in  a free  home  for  no  other  reason 
than  to  save  money  for  the  caring  society. 

It  is  not  placing-out  work  to  permit  the  transfer  of 
children  from  place  to  place,  so  that  they  have  no  real  home 
life.  Families  must  be  selected  and  used  with  discrimination. 

It  is  not  placing-out  work  to  crowd  a visitor  with  more  chil- 
dren than  she  can  know  intimately  or  plan  for  unhurriedly. 

It  is  not  placing-out  work  to  fail  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
children  in  care.  Faith  here  is  no  substitute  for  knowledge. 

It  is  not  placing-out  work  to  fail  to  keep  in  touch  with 
changing  conditions  in  receiving  families.  They  need  training 
and  supervision  as  well  as  children. 

It  is  not  placing-out  work  to  be  ignorant  of  the  exact  physi- 
cal and  mental  condition  of  each  child  in  care,  and  to  neglect 
to  have  such  information  carefully  recorded  for  frequent  use. 

It  is  not  placing-out  work  to  fail  to  see  that  there  are  certain 
disciplinary  tasks  which  are  not  for  family  homes  to  solve. 
In  other  words,  even  the  thing  we  urge  and  advocate  has  its 
limitations. 

And,  finally,  it  is  not  placing-out  work  to  close  our  minds 
against  a realization  that  some  present  methods  in  the  use  of 
family  homes  involve  more  wear  and  tear  for  the  individual 
child  than  is  true  in  the  case  of  some  institutions.  Certain 
special  children’s  institutions,  the  New 'York  Orphanage  at 
Hastings-on-the-Hudson  in  particular,  have  adopted  standards 
and  methods  which  in  some  essentials  are  very  much  higher 
than  those  of  all  but  a few  placing-out  societies,  not  because 
of  their  institution  connections,  but  because  of  the  genius  and 
skill  of  the  directing  executives.  One  can  only  regret  that  this 
same  skill  and  resourcefulness  has  not  been  thrown  into  the 
placing-out  field  where  more  normal  and  developmental  con- 
tacts await  the  children. 
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HOME  LIBRARIES. 


In  many  widely-scattered  districts  this  important  department  con- 
tinued its  helpful  work  in  the  families  of  the  city’s 
Fifty  social  self-supporting  toilers.  Fifty  branches,  each  aver- 

centres.  aging  ten  children  under  a child  librarian  and  a 

volunteer  or  paid  visitor,  met  regularly  in  the 
librarians’  families.  In  no  year  have  so  many  interesting  notes  and 
letters  been  received  from  the  Library  visitors,  expressing  their  interest 
and  pleasure  in  the  work,  and  their  appreciation  of  its  fundamental 
bearings. 

Innumerable  opportunities  were  presented  for  intensive  and  construc- 
tive social  work  of  the  finest  kind.  Homes  were 
An  intensive  visited  during  illness;  savings  accounts  were  started; 
personal  service,  medical  treatments,  notably  for  teeth,  throat,  and 
eye  troubles,  were  followed  up  where  they  had 
escaped  school  notice;  convalescent  and  recreational  outings  were  pro- 
vided or  arranged  for;  advice  was  given  parents  regarding  their  chil- 
dren and  children  regarding  their  parents.  Unsanitary  houses,  cess- 
pools, and  lots  were  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health,  and  unwholesome 
neighborhood  conditions  to  the  proper  authorities.  All  of  this  work 
is  doubly  preventive,  because  it  relates  to  families  not  touched  by  most 
of  the  charitable  societies  doing  home  visiting. 

Through  the  testimony  of  a small  group  of  Home  Library  girls  living 
in  the  West  End,  and  assisted  by  the  Society  for 
One  library’s  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  Superior 
good  work.  Court  recently  sent  to  prison  a man  who  for  years 

had  been  a corrupting  influence  in  many  neighbor- 
hoods of  the  city.  This  is  but  one  of  a long  list  of  like  efforts  made 
by  the  Home  Libraries  for  a better  order  of  things  in  the  city’s  life. 

The  50  different  branches,  with  their  538  children,  were  presided 
over  by  59  volunteer  visitors,  a great  majority 
Work  very  helpful  of  whom  were  college  and  university  students 
to  visitors  and  living  in  and  about  Boston.  Included  in  this  larger 

children  alike.  group  were  some  visitors  who  were  formerly  Home 

Library  children.  Fifty-one  visitors  enlisted  in  the 
service  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Their  work  deserves  great  credit, 
for  it  has  helped  to  make  the  Home  Libraries  what  they  are  to  Boston, 
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and  reflects  their  earnest  and  faithful  attitude  towards  their  responsi- 
bilities. 

This  phase  of  our  work  offers  contacts  with  many  practical  social 
problems.  The  service  is  on  a basis  of  the  most 
friendly  personal  relations.  The  children  are  always 
cordial  and  most  anxious  for  these  weekly  meet- 
ings. The  opportunity  is  a rare  one  to  come  into 
close  touch  with  the  home  life  of  other  people. 
The  visitors  are  carefully  super\’ised  and  helped  at 
every  turn  by  an  expert  director.  Health  notices 
of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  in  our  Library  families  are  watched 
for  daily,  so  as  to  protect  the  workers  from  the  slightest  exposure. 

More  visitors  are  needed  in  order  to  realize  some  of  the  social  oppor- 
tunities open  to  the  Society,  especially  if  the  Library 
Work  should  be  work  is  extended  to  children  ranging  from  five  to 
extended  to  nine  or  ten  years  of  age.  Children  within  these 

include  children  ages  are  excluded  from  the  Public  Libraries,  and  yet 
excluded  from  they  are  the  richest  material  for  constructive  home 
Public  Library.  service.  If  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  can  from 
year  to  year  stamp  continuing  impressions  on  the 
lives  of  these  hundreds  of  growing  children  during  their  most  formative 
periods,  the  resiilts  cannot  help  being  significant,  as  indicated  in  better 
family  standards,  greater  individual  intelligence,  and  more  satisfactory 
neighborhood  conditions. 

The  recorded  circulation  of  4903  books  for  the  year  includes  special 
sets  for  summer  reading,  and  selected  fists  for  advanced  groups  and  for 
wards  of  the  Society  in  the  Placing-out  and  Probation  Departments. 
The  total  amoimt  of  stamp  savings  fell  off  from  that  of  the  previous 
year,  due  in  large  measure  to  the  influence  of  the  moving  picture  shows. 

We  note  changes  in  the  reading  tastes  of  the  children  for  the  past 
two  or  three  years.  The  ordinary  8vo  and  i2mo 
Changes  in  volumes,  unless  profusely  illustrated,  are  not  sought; 

children’s  reading  in  fact,  are  avoided  by  the  yoimger  children,  who 
tastes.  Large  formerly  took  them  as  a matter  of  course.  A de- 
books not  mand  has  come  in  for  smaller  books,  heavily  typed, 

wanted.  — such  books  as  can  be  read  through  in  two  or  three 

evenings  after  “home  lessons,”  or,  better  still,  by 
remaining  up  late  can  be  finished  in  one  evening.  These  books  wdth

less  reading  matter  are  frequently  read  two  and  three  times,  whereas 
the  larger  books  are  only  superficially  scanned. 

In  every  way  stability  and  seriousness  in  reading  have  been  encour- 
aged. If  a book  is  finally  decided  upon  and  taken 
Reading  care-  out,  we  ask  that  it  be  read  from  cover  to  cover, 

fully  directed.  even  if  the  story  is  not  particularly  interesting  to 

that  individual  reader.  For  instance,  such  stand- 
ard books  as  Robert  Grant’s  ^‘Jack  Hall”  and  Thomas  Bailey  Aldrich’s 
“The  Story  of  a Bad  Boy”  are  wholesome  reading  for  girls  as  well  as 
boys,  but  they  are  rarely  liked  compared  to  the  more  superficial  and 
less  valuable  material  accessible.  Children  take  home  two  books, 
read  a page  here  and  there,  and  many  times  return  them  the  next 
day  for  others.  This  encourages  a superficiality  in  younger,  untrained 
readers  greatly  to  be  regretted.  The  quahty  of  the  reading  the  past 
year  was  most  encouraging.  In  some  groups  two  books  were  taken 
out  each  week,  and  each  read,  with  a fair  comment  upon  their 
return. 

The  Libraries,  while  purely  local  in  their  character,  do  not  interfere 
in  any  way  with  the  work  of  the  settlements  and 
No  interference  neighborhood  houses.  Time  and  time  again  strong 
with  local  groups  have  been  turned  over  to  these  and  other 

agencies.  agencies,  as  they  offered  a larger  and  fuller  life  for 

the  growing  and  developing  members.  Many  parts 
of  Greater  Boston  are  asking  for  the  establishment  of  more  branches, 
an  extension  very  much  needed,  but  which  will  be  determined  by  two 
factors, — our  ability  to  get  visitors  and  more  funds. 

Thanks  must  be  extended  to  Dr.  David  F.  Lincoln  for  his  services  in 
reviewing  all  books  added  to  the  libraries,  and  to  Miss  A.  Marion  Holmes 
for  her  many  hours  of  valuable  help  in  the  administrative  work  of  the 
branches. 


Early  this  year  ten  children’s  societies,  of  which  the  Boston  Chil- 
dren’s Aid  Society  was  one,  agreed  on  an  informal 
Important  step.  geographical  division  of  the  State  for  the  purpose 
Division  of  of  securing  better  and  more  extended  social  service 

Territory.  for  children.  This  new  movement  marks  a very 
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notable  step  towards  a more  thorough  and  efficient  covering  of  the  needs 
of  Massachusetts’s  dependent,  neglected,  delinquent,  and  defective  chil- 
dren. Only  one  of  these  societies — namely,  the  Society  for  the  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Children — is  doing  a State- wide  work,  although  a few, 
especially  the  New  England  Home  for  Little  Wanderers,  have  charters 
permitting  them  to  work  over  the  whole  State.  The  latter,  now  really  a 
placing-out  society,  comes  more  nearly  to  ha\dng  State-wide  activities 
than  any  of  the  remaining  children’s  societies  in  Massachusetts.* 


The  utter  inadequacy  of  our  State  provisions  for  the  feeble-minded 
is  a crying  reproach  to  Massachusetts.  To  pro- 
Feeble-minded.  tect  the  community  and  to  prevent  the  birth  of 
more  feeble-minded  children,  the  Society,  during  this 
and  other  years,  has  been  forced  to  give  care  to  feeble-minded  boys  and 
girls  pending  their  admission  to  State  institutions.  It  has  also  been 
forced  to  stand  by  and  see  many  other  feeble-minded  continue  in  their 
degradation  because  these  same  institutions  were  crowded. 

Some  border-line  defectives  can  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  com- 
munity under  supervision  without  danger,  but  most  defectives  are  a 
menace  to  themselves  and  to  every  one  else.  Our  resources  should  not 
be  taxed  to  care  for  these  unimprovables  at  the  expense  of  many  other 
normal  children. 

With  probably  10,000  feeble-minded  in  the  State  there  are  provisions 
for  only  2,000.

with  the  attendant  controversies,  emphasizes  again 
the  truthfulness  of  this  statement.  We  need  knowledge — more  exact 
knowledge — of  the  real  causes  of  social  maladjustments.

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The  lack  of  resources  has  kept  all  but  a few  societies  from  assigning 
trained  and  experienced  workers  to  this  task  of  social  interpretation. 
Some  of  our  theories  are  based  on  rather  old  experiences  and  should 
be  surveyed  again  with  more  recent  tests.  Buried  in  the  archives  of 
this  Society  is  a wealth  of  material,  which,  if  brought  to  light  and  ana- 
lyzed, would  certainly  help  students  to  know  how  to  do  a more  pre- 
ventive work.  As  the  opportunity  offers,  it  is  proposed  that  we  make 
such  studies  as  relate  particularly  to  our  own  special  problems. 


The  work  of  the  Confidential  Exchange  of  the  Associated  Charities 
in  its  relation  to  the  children’s  societies  cannot 
Confidential  be  too  highly  praised.  This  is  the  most  efficient 

Exchange.  piece  of  social  machinery  for  the  prevention  of 

duplication  of  charitable  work  to  be  found  in 

the  whole  country. 


The  children  received,  and  many  others  advised  or  referred  to  co- 
operating agencies,  were  given  careful  physical  ex- 
Medical  work.  aminations,  and  in  some  cases  mental  examinations. 
Physical  and  Good  placing-out  work  is  impossible  without  this  pre- 
mental  exami-  liminary  knowledge.  We  depended  upon  the  Bos- 
nations  and  ton  Dispensary  for  the  general  physical  examinations 

treatments.  for  our  boys,  and  on  Dr.  Mary  F.  Hobart  for  our 

girls.  Many  follow-up  treatments  were  given  at 
the  Dispensary.  Cordial  thanks  are  due  the  consulting  physicians  of 
the  Society,  especially  Dr.  Mary  F.  Hobart  and  Dr.  Arthur  W.  Fair- 
banks, and  also  Dr.  Annie  Lee  Hamilton,  who  substituted  for  Dr.  Hobart 
during  her  vacation  in  July.  The  Society  is  also  appreciative  of  the  help 
given  by  the  Boston  Dispensary  and  other  city  hospitals,  and  all  agencies 
which  have  helped  in  this  medical  service. 

LIBRARY  OF  PHILANTHROPY. 


Late  in  the  summer  of  1912  the  very  extensive  Library  of  Philan- 
thropy which  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  had  developed  and  built  up 
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during  a period  of  twenty-five  years,  was  turned  over  to  the  newly-created 
Social  Service  Library  in  connection  with  the  School 
Turned  over  to  for  Social  Workers,  and  is  now  housed  in  the  building 
newly-formed  at  i8  Somerset  Street.  Its  more  than  25,000  books. 

Social  Service  pamphlets,  and  reports,  covering  every  phase  of  so- 

Library.  cial  work,  became  too  specialized  a library  task  for 

this  Society  to  longer  direct  or  support.  The  Library, 
under  the  new  plan,  becomes  the  property  of  Simmons  College,  subject 
to  conditions  imposed  by  this  Society,  but  is  to  be  administered  and 
financed  under  the  direction  of  a council,  which  at  present  consists  of 
President  Henry  Lefavour,  Mr.  Charles  W.  Birtwell,  Miss  Margaret 
Curtis,  Miss  Mary  Lee  Hale,  and  Professor  James  Hardy  Ropes. 

Its  usefulness  to  the  community  under  this  new  arrangement  will 
be  greatly  enhanced.  As  a sociological  collection. 
Important  socio-  it  is  by  all  odds  the  best  in  Boston,  and  one  of  the 
legislative  centre,  best  in  the  country.  Students  of  social  affairs, 
regardless  of  their  professional  affiliations,  have  the 
right  to  its  use.  There  is  no  reason  why  it  cannot  now  become  an 
important  socio-legislative  reference  agency  of  wide  use  and  great  im- 
portance. Miss  Ethel  B.  Ketcham,  Hbrarian-in-charge,  is  anxious  to 
place  it  at  the  service  of  every  one  interested  in  social  problems. 

The  Directors  of  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  appropriated  $100 
towards  the  first  year’s  expenses.  Adequate  support  should  be  forth- 
coming for  this  very  necessary  adjunct  to  social  betterment  in  Boston.

It  is  bad  charitable  finance 
to  attempt  work  based  on  the  hope  of  receiving 
bequests  or  legacies.

wider  support.  total  receipts  comes  from  subscribers,  so  that  this 

intensive  support  involves  a very  heavy  burden  on 
some.  The  need  for  a more  extensive  support  is  evident. 

We  wish  to  add  $10,000  to  our  annual  income  through  addi- 
tions to  our  general  list  of  subscribers.  We  also 
wish  to  add  to  our  endowment  through  the 
creation  of  special  funds  for  certain  distinctive 
departments  and  kinds  of  service,  such  as  home 
libraries,  probation  service,  care  for  convalescent 
children,  young  unmarried  girls  with  children,  and  deserving  parents 
who  can  only  pay  part  board.

GEOGRAPHICAL  DIVISION  OF  TERRITORY  AMONG  CHILD- 
HELPING SOCIETIES. 


Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  C.  C.  Carstens,  the  Society  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty  to  Children  during  the  past  four 
Societies  can  get  or  five  years  has  been  reaching  more  and  more  into 
at  causes  of  those  portions  of  the  State  not  covered  by  social 
distress,  therefore  service  organizations  of  their  own,  and  yet  standing 
economical.  in  need  of  the  specific  assistance  which  the  general 

child-helping  societies  are  empowered  to  give  imder 
their  charters.  Boston  and  a few  of  the  larger  cities  in  the  State  are 
in  certain  ways  well  equipped  to  assist  in  this  improvement  of  local  con- 
ditions to  the  betterment  of  the  children  affected  by  them.  The  old 
idea  of  restricted  community  responsibihties  cannot  hold  to-day.  Many 
of  the  problems  of  the  socially  sick  coming  to  the  various  societies  work- 
ing in  the  State  originate  in  remote  communities,  and  even  reach  into 
neighboring  States.  To  prevent  such  cases  through  proper  social  work 
in  these  same  communities,  therefore,  becomes  a function  well  within 
the  scope  of  the  efl&cient  societies.  Already  in  our  work  of  placing 
children  in  famiUes  we  have  gone  far  afield,  and  for  the  good  of  our 
children  are  demanding  very  high  standards  of  service  from  the  receiving 
communities. 

For  some  of  the  societies  this  geographical  division  will  mean  the 
taking  of  more  distant  applications  than  has  been 
This  extended  the  rule  up  to  the  present  time.  To  do  this  new 

social  service  work  well  involves  close  co-operation  between  the 

inevitable.  several  child-helping  societies  able  to  join  in  the 

plan.  So  speciahzed  is  social  work  becoming  that 
no  single  children’s  society  doing  a very  extensive  work  is  alone  able 
to  treat  all  kinds  of  child  problems.  The  desired  end  is  gained,  however, 
so  far  as  the  public  is  concerned,  when  these  specialized  societies  so  dove- 
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tail  their  plans  that  between  them  the  needs  of  helpless  and  misguided 
children  can  be  provided  for  speedily,  efficiently,  and  economically. 

The  Directors  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Aid  Society  considered  this 
new  departure  with  great  care,  finally  deciding  unani- 
This  Society  mously  that  they  would,  resources  permitting,  look 
joins  in  the  plan,  after  the  needs  of  the  children  in  the  upper  part  of 
Middlesex  County.  This  is  a very  populous  por- 
tion of  the  State,  with  many  acute  conditions  awaiting  much  careful 
and  constructive  social  work.  This  decision  in  no  way  prevents  the 
Society  from  considering  and  taking  children  in  the  territories  of  other 
societies  near  Boston,  if  these  said  children  are  in  need  of  our  special 
disciplinary  and  diagnosing  care.  On  the  other  hand,  these  co-operating 
societies  will  have  the  right  to  accept  children  from  territories  other  than 
their  own,  but  these  extra-territorial  treatments  should  be  the  exception 
rather  than  the  rule. 

Therefore,  each  of  the  following  societies,  in  addition  to  the  Boston 
Children’s  Aid  Society,  agreed  to  look  after  the

On 
all  sides  it  is  declared  they  will,  and  already  local  help  is  being  given 
some  of  the  branches  of  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children.  It  is  well  to  remember  that  social  betterment  resources  in 
many  of  these  communities  have  been  allowed  to  rest  fallow  for  years. 
Greater  Boston,  and  also  the  city  of  Cambridge,  will  be  covered  with- 
out definite  division  of  territory  by  the  general  child-helping  societies 
working  in  these  two  cities. 

The  Boston  Society  for  the  Care  of  Girls,  because  its  charter  prevents 
it  from  caring  for  boys,  was  assigned  no  special  section  of  the  State. 
It  will  continue  its  present  work  of  receiving  applications  for  the  care 
of  girls  from  the  eastern  part  of  the  State. 

The  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  will  work  in 
all  parts  of  the  State,  as  heretofore,  where  there  are  children’s  problems 
coming  within  its  special  functions.  The  Society,  in  its  annual  report, 
publishes  a list  of  its  many  local  branch  offices,  with  the  names  of  the 
administrative  officers  and  committees.

DEPARTMENT  OF  ADVICE,  ASSISTANCE,  AND  PROBATION. 

It  endeavors  to  maintain  the  position  of  a friend  to  all  seeking  advice  and  help. 
It  carefully  investigates  every  case,  and  aims  to  secure  the  best  treatment  for  each 
child,  while  insisting  on  parental  responsibility  for  support  and  the  continuance  of 
family  relations  whenever  practicable. 

It  employs  experienced  agents,  thoroughly  informed  on  all  available  means  for 
the  protection  and  help  of  children,  and  each  case  is  investigated,  followed  up,  and 
fully  recorded  by  the  same  person.  This  involves  personal  interviews  with  each 
child  and  parents  or  guardians,  and  information  from  many  sources  bearing  on  the 
surroundings,  character,  and  financial  possibilities  of  the  family;  and  the  history, 
moral  and  physical  condition,  employment,  connections  at  church  and  school,  of  the 
child. 
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PLACING-OUT  DEPARTMENT. 


Finds  BOARDING  and  free  homes  in  private  families,  chiefly  in  the  country 
and  the  smaller  cities  and  towns,  for  neglected  and  destitute  children  and  young 
WAYWARD  GIRLS,  and  BOYS.  Thorough  supervision. 


A.  Investigation  of  Families. 

Applicants  for  children  are  asked  in  person  or  by  letter  the  particulars  in  regard 
to  their  homes,  the  kind  of  child  wanted,  etc. 

Confidential  letters  asking  for  the  “rugged  truth”  sent  to  references  given  by 
applicant,  and  to  others  whose  names  have  not  been  given,  such  as  Agents  of 
Charitable  Societies,  Selectmen,  School  Committees,  Physicians,  Clergymen,  people 
known  to  officers  or  friends  of  the  Society,  etc. 

On  their  information  is  based  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  family,  but 
all  approvals  are  subject  to  reconsideration  and  reversal  if  facts  justify. 

B.  Terms  on  which  Children  are  Placed. 

$3.00  per  week  and  clothing  for  children  under  one  year.  $2.50  per  week  and 
clothing  for  children  over  one  year,  until  placed  free.  Free  usually  when  about 
fourteen  years  of  age.  Wages  when  worth  them,  usually  at  fourteen  to  sixteen  years. 
Children  attend  public  schools  always  until  fourteen  and  usually  until  sixteen,  and, 
where  advisable,  afterwards.  Special  medical,  disciplinary,  or  training  cases  are 
boarded  at  greater  cost. 

C.  Conditions  on  which  Children  are  Placed. 

Applicants  must  have  some  adequate  means  of  support  besides  board  of  children. 
No  other  children  are  to  be  taken  from  public  or  private  agencies.  One  child,  as 
a rule,  placed  in  a family;  sometimes  two,  of  the  same  sex,  but  very  different  ages; 
and  brothers  and  sisters  generally  placed  together. 

Children  must  attend  church  and  Sunday-school  and  public  school  if  of  suitable 
age.  Eat  at  same  table,  and  receive  same  care,  discipline,  and  kindness  as  would 
children  of  the  family. 

Families  to  consider  all  information  about  children  strictly  confidential. 

Responsibility  of  family  for  child’s  moral,  religious,  physical,  and  mental  train- 
ing constantly  emphasized,  also  frequent  consultation  witJi  visitor  on  the  subject. 


D.  Super\usion. 

I.  Visiting. 

Visitor  accompanies  child  when  placed,  and  thereafter  sees  the  child  when  advis- 
able. 

Points  covered  in  visits  to  children:  food,  clothing,  sleeping  arrangements, 
cleanliness,  neatness,  schooling,  church  attendance,  reading,  companions,  amuse- 
ments, punishments,  training,  adaptability  of  child  to  family,  its  happiness,  special 
failings  or  habits,  progress  in  study,  work,  and  character. 


II.  Reports  Required. 

Family  reports  every  month.  Statements  required  at  regular  intervals  in  regard 
to  clothing,  attendance,  and  progress  at  school,  and  wages. 

Children,  if  old  enough,  write  to  visitor  once  a month. 
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GRADUATE  AND  PROBATION  CARE. 


Gives  PERSONAL  SUPERVISION  in  the  city  to  boys  and  girls  returning  from  country 
families. 

Juvenile  ojffenders  placed  on  probation  by  the  courts. 

Friendless  boys  and  girls. 


HOME  LIBRARIES. 

Are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children  in  poor  neighborhoods.  Ten  children  under 
child  librarian  and  volunteer  visitor  meet  weekly  in  the  living-room  of  the  libra- 
rian’s family. 

Their  purpose  is  to  encourage  good  reading,  home  amusements,  and  penny  sav- 
ings, and  to  foster  a clean,  wholesome,  thrifty,  and  happy  home  life. 

Each  library  contains  15  books  in  a neat  book-case.  All  books  are  carefully 
read  in  advance  with  special  reference  to  their  character,  language,  interest,  and 
value,  and  strictly  non-sectarian  nature.  Books  are  exchanged  weekly,  and  chil- 
dren’s opinions  of  books  read  and  recorded.  Sets  of  books  are  exchanged  on  an 
average  every  three  months. 

Savings  are  encouraged  under  the  system  of  the  Stamp  Savings  Society.  The 
visitors  receive  the  money  and  urge  a savings  bank  account  when  a sufficient  sum 
is  collected. 

Social  games  are  taught,  such  as  tend  to  promote  cheerful  family  intercourse, 
strengthen  the  home  ties,  and  encourage  friendly  relations  between  neighbors.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  SECRETARY 


The  work  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Aid  Society  is  to  aid  needy 
children  of  any  age,  race,  color,  or  creed.  For 
Our  objects.  No  children  who  must  be  removed  from  their  own 
restrictions  as  to  homes,  we  provide  efficient  provision  in  carefully 
sort  of  children  selected  and  supervised  families.  In  all  but  a 

we  may  help.  few  of  these  families  board  is  paid,  but  toward 

this  expense  parents  and  relatives  are  rarely 
able  to  contribute  more  than  partial  support.  For  other  children 
we  give  supervision  in  their  own  homes,  or  in  our  home  libraries.

That  one  child  should  be  the  object  of  abuse  or  neglect,  or  should 
be  sick  and  in  need  of  aid,  or  should  be  without 
advice  and  helpful  counsel,  is  a tragedy.  To  tell, 
however,  about  many  hundred  such  children 
indicates  a problem  deserving  of  our  every 
attention,  lest  we  become  indifferent  to  the  cry 
of  human  distress  and  need,  and  lest  we  cease  our  efforts  for 
a better  social  order.  Even  this  number  of  children  does  not  represent 
all  with  whom  we  came  in  contact  during  the  year,  for  man}^  more 
were  referred  directly  to  other  agencies,  and  five  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  were  helpfully  supervised  in  more  than  fifty  of  the  Society’s  Home 
Libraries. 


Co-operating  with  the  social  agencies  in  Boston  and  the  State,  we 
tried  to  do  our  part  in  the  readjusting  of  the  causa- 
tive social  wrongs  present  in  families  referred  to 
us,  but  of  all  that  was  done,  this  report  can  tell 
of  only  a few  of  the  many  needs  we  were  called 

upon  to  meet.

One  hundred  and  fifty  children  were  referred  to  us  during  the  year, 
either  because  they  or  their  parents  were  sick. 
In  most  of  these  cases  the  sickness  was  due  to 
something  over  which  those  afflicted  had  absolutely 
no  control.  The  tragedy  of  sickness  in  the  homes 
of  the  poor,  with  its  impoverishing  effects,  and 
its  destruction  of  opportunities,  was  made  very 
clear  in  our  work.  In  one  family  the  sickness  of 
the  mother  and  the  enforced  temporary  breaking 
up  of  the  home  has  placed  the  father  under  a handicap  which  will  last 
for  years  and  perhaps  mean  a permanently  lower  standard  of  living 
for  his  children  than  would  have  been  the  case  if  he  had  been  spared 
such  an  experience.  It  is  necessary  at  this  time  for  a society  such 
as  ours  to  do  a great  deal  of  this  temporary  alleviating  work,  but  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  causative  forces  in  these  cases 
of  illness  are  purely  economic,  we  must  direct  our  energies  toward 
their  complete  removal.

prevention.  work  of  its  growing  citizens.  Many  of  these 

3^ouths,  because  of  poor  direction  and  advice,  or 
no  advice  at  all,  had  determined  upon  activities  that  meant  nothing 
but  casual  or  irregular  work,  low  wages,  and  often  a taking  of  moral 
risks  for  which  they  were  unfitted.  The  blind  alley  sort  of  job  is  too 
prevalent ; work  ending  abruptly  in  a low  maximum  salary  is  a thing 
against  which  we  must  guard  the  young.  The  Society  had  an  im- 
portant service  to  render  to  these  children  in  seeing  that  they  were 
given  the  right  advice  as  to  how  they  should  begin  shaping  up  their 
futures.  The  vagrant  and  the  homeless  boy  form  no  less  a problem 
in  this  group  than  in  the  year  before.  We  wish  to  register  our  strong 
approval  of  the  plan  which  the  Boston  Placement  Bureau  is  working 
out.  A more  careful  directing  of  children  along  vocational  lines  will 
tend  to  prevent  some  of  the  problems  now  being  presented  to  the 
children’s  societies. 


Related  to  the  vocational  guidance  problem  is  that  of  the  preva- 
^ lence  of  low  wages  in  many  of  the  families  referred 
Families  with  to  us.  In  a rough  study  of  one  hundred  families, 
less  than  a livp|  we  found  seventy-five  were  not  receiving  a living 
wage.

were  additional  factors.  It  was  hard  to  tell  in  some  which  were 
primary  and  which  were  secondary  causes,  but  certainly  vocational 
guidance  for  the  wage  earners  of  these  families  fifteen  or  twenty  years 
ago  would  have  prevented  a great  deal  of  their  present  distress 
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The  ]3rison  problem  of  this  State  was  presented  in  one  of  its  most 
serious  aspects.  Eighteen  families  came  to  us, 
Prisoners’  whose  fathers  were  in  prison,  and  partly  by  reason 

Children  of  condi cions  arising  out  of  this  fact,  their  children 

were  considered  to  be  in  need  of  our  special  care. 
That  the  State  in  the  process  of  betterment  can  remove  strong,  able- 
bodied  men  from  its  life  and  yet  deliberately  allow  the  ones  dependent 
on  them  to  suffer  and  often  to  deteriorate  is  a gross  and  sinister  evil. 
All  people  of  vision  must  approve  the  plan  which  will  make  pro- 
ductive and  remunerative  industries  possible  in  the  prisons  of  the 
State,  so  that  the  prisoners  will  continue  to  carry  their  burdens  as 
parents  with  all  that  this  means  for  their  families  and  not  be 
irreparably  seared  in  the  treatment  process. 

It  was  necessary  for  us  to  take  certain  of  the  children  of  these 
families  because  they  were  too  undisciplined  to  remain  wich  their 
mothers,  the  latter  having  lost  their  grip  on  these  children  because 
they  had  to  work  away  from  the  home.  Our  efforts  with  other 
societies  are  in  the  direction  of  furthering  a policy  which  will  make 
it  unnecessary  for  private  charities  to  treat  problems  so  originating.

I.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Boston  has  no  adequate  United 

Charities  Building,  and  pending  the  day  when  such 
Importance  of  a civic  center  is  erected,  it  is  advisable  to  have  all 
having  most  of  the  important  child-placing  societies  under  one 
the  children’s  roof,  either  in  an  office  building  or  in  a group  of 
societies  in  same  remodeled  private  dwellings,  working  side  by  side, 
building.  There  would  thus  be  offered  opportunities  for

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS 

“Against  the  background  of  history,  too  prominent  to  escape  the 
observance  from  which  it  shrinks,  stands  a figure. 
Dr.  Leffingwell’s  mute,  mournful,  and  indescribably  sad.  It  is  a girl 
graphic  picture  holding  in  her  arms  the  blessing  and  burden  of 
of  the  unmarried  motherhood,  but  in  whose  face  one  finds  no  trace 
mother.  of  maternal  joy  or  pride.  There  is  scarcely  a 

great  writer  of  fiction  who  has  not  somewhere 
introduced  this  figure  into  the  shifting  panorama  of  romance,  appeal- 
ing for  pity  to  a world  which  never  fails  in  compassion  with  imaginary’ 
woes,  now  it  is  Effie  Deans  in  the  Heart  of  Alidlothian;  now  Fantine 
resting  by  the  roadside,  with  Cosette  in  her  arms;  or  Hester  Prynne 
pressing  little  Pearl  against  the  scarlet  letter  as  she  listens  from  the 
pillory  to  the  sermon  of  Dr.  Dimmesdale.  Who  is  this  woman,  so 
pitiable  yet  so  scorned  ? It  is  the  mother  of  the  illegitimate  child.  By 
forbidden  paths  she  has  attained  the  grace  of  maternity,  but  its 
glory  is  for  her  transfigured  into  a badge  of  unutterable  shame.”

some  helpful  way  to  the  life  of  the  community.  Bewildered,  un- 
trained, friendless,  often  sick,  the  procession  of  all  ages  never  stops.

surance against  recurring  lapses.  Many  more  of  the  same  group, 
however,  are  still  unprovided  for,  because  existing  institutions  are 
still  insufficient  to  meet  demands;  and  during  this  waiting  period 
these  mothers  are  returning  with  other  illegitimate  children,  involving 
further  increasing  costs  to  the  community.  Court  actions  were 
instituted,  which,  if  unsuccessful  in  some  instances  in  fastening 
financial  responsibilities  upon  the  alleged  fathers,  at  least  helped  to 
popularize  the  fact  that  in  Massachusetts  it  is  a dangerous  thing  for  a 
man  to  beget  an  unmarried  girl  with  child.  Opportunities  for  work 
were  made  possible,  often  after  rest  and  convalescent  care  had  been 
provided  in  good  family  homes,  and  they  were  also  given  that  personal 
support  and  encouragement  so  necessary  under  new  and  changed 
conditions  of  life.  Little  does  society  comprehend  the  number  of 
such  exiles  from  home  and  friends  that  there  are  about  us.

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opportunities,  better  working  eonditions,  and  a wider  knowledge  of 
personal  hygiene  would  have  prevented  in  many  of  these  eases  eon- 
ditions we  were  ealled  upon  to  relieve.  When  the  thinking  eitizens 
onee  realize  the  immense  social  cost  involved  in  the  misdirected  and 
shattered  lives  of  these  mothers,  and  the  colossal  burden  under  which 
the  illegitimate  child  struggles,  there  will  no  longer  be  denied  to  these 
unfortunates  the  complete  and  preventive  attention  for  which  they 
cry  out.

As  one  of  the  organizations  vitally  interested  in 
this  problem,  we  ask  for  such  support  from  the 
community  as  will  enable  us  to  render  to  these  unmarried  mothers 
that  intimate  and  individualized  service  so  necessary  if  they  are  to 
be  understood  and  helped. 


CHILDREN  IN  OUR  SPECIAL  CARE 

During  the  year  four  hundred  and  twenty-nine  children  were 
provided  with  good  family  homes  through  our 
Four  hundred  Placing-Out  Department.  One  hundred  and 
and  twenty-nine  eighty-one  children  were  received  for  the  first 
children  provided  time,  or  an  average  of  about  fifteen  children  per 
with  good  family  month.  Out  of  this  total  number  there  were  two 
care.  deaths.  Of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  in 

care  on  October  ist,  twenty-two  boys  and  girls 
were  receiving  advanced  education  in  Trade,  High,  or  Normal 
Schools.  The  number  of  mother  and  baby  cases,  and  those  of  children 
requiring  expensive  and  long-continued  physical  care,  increased. 
Many  of  the  latter  came  during  the  spring  and  summer  months. 
The  majority  of  the  children  received  were  over  twelve  years  and 
naturally  meant  more  adjustment  problems  than  if  they  had  been 
younger.  For  the  care  of  all  these  the  Society  spent  over  S36,000, 
or  63  per  cent  of  its  total  budget. 
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In  many  communities  placing-out  work  consists  all  too  frequently 
of  wholesale  and  rather  indiscriminate  planting 
Intensive  work  of  children  in  families.  Undoubtedly  some  children 
the  rule  if  so  placed  do  well,  and  later  become  clean,  helpful

be  helped.  be  developed  under  such  methods  of  work.  Shar- 

ing with  certain  other  societies  in  the  State  the  need  for  rigid  basic 
standards,  we  are  trying  to  develop  a technique  which  will  mean 
wholly  normal  care  for  the  children  coming  to  us,  although  such  may 
involve  an  increase  in  cost. 


The  effective  use  of  good  family  homes  for  the  care  of  children,  or 
placing-out  work  as  it  is  popularly  called,  is  a 
movement  in  which  we  are  deeply  interested.  All 
children  referred  to  us  for  care  if  not  markedly 
delinquent  or  mentally  defective  are  placed  in 
private  families,  the  selection  of  which  is  a matter 
for  much  careful  study.  The  right  home  for  a 
particular  child  is  not  always  an  easy  thing  to 
find,  but  usually  can  be  found  if  the  search  is

But  Court  Law,  but  in  only  a few  communities  is  it 
in  only  a few  being  really  tried.  Apparently  many  people  sup- 
courts  is  it  being  pose  that  by  merely  having  such  a law  the  fight 
tried.  against  juvenile  delinquency  is  practically  won. 

No  law,  unless  it  is  adequately  and  intelligently 
applied,  can  count  for  much  in  the  matter  of  social  welfare.  Although 
our  State  law  calls  for  intimate  probation  supervision,  in  but  a few 
coirrts  is  this  being  rendered.  There  is  all  too  much  indifference  on 
the  part  of  intelligent  citizens  about  the  development  of  good  pro- 
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bation  service.  Such  service  costs  money,  — more  money  than  we 
have  spent  so  far,  but  it  saves  ultimately  in  the  prevention  of  de- 
linquency, with  the  resulting  greater  safety  to  property  and  persons. 

The  cry  has  gone  up  that  there  is  more  hoodlumism  today  than 
ever  before.  Those  who  know  the  development 
Juvenile  crimes  of  Boston  during  the  past  fifty  years  can  surely 
a serious  answer  that  there  is  less.  There  is,  however, 

situation.  something  which  the  Boston  of  fifty  years  ago  did 

not  have  to  face,  and  that  is  an  urban  situation 
of  crowded  and  congested  streets  and  houses,  of  inadequate  play 
spaces,  of  maladjusted  immigrants  with  their  ignorance  of  American 
conditions,  of  changing  ideals,  of  profound  changes  in  home  life,  of 
increasingly  exhausting  occupations,  and  of  the  commercialization 
of  vice  and  evil. 

What  we  need  to  meet  the  present  situation,  which  is  a serious 
one,  is  not  a return  to  the  old  punitive  ways,  but 
The  remedy  a consideration  of  causes,  and  determined,  definite 

more  good  real  efforts  for  their  removal.  We  need  more  accurate 

probation  work,  analyses  of  the  evils  of  city  life,  and  so  far  as  the 
courts  are  concerned,  we  need  more  adequate, 
searching  probation  work.  In  the  communities  where  good  juvenile 
courts  exist,  courts  which  see  to  it  that  probation  is  a fact  rather 
than  a name,  juvenile  delinquency  is  not  on  the  increase.  The 
children  brought  into  these  courts  have  justice  administered  to  them 
in  no  uncertain  or  superficial  way.  Repression  and  reactionary 
methods  do  not  exist.  Why,  therefore,  can  this  not  be  possible  for 
all  the  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  Commonwealth

children.  this  fundamental  way  during  the  year.  Certain 

immediate  gaps  stand  out  as  a result  of  the  year’s 
service,  and  for  purposes  of  consideration  and  ultimate  action  are 
here  presented.  - 

The  recreational  conditions  of  this  community  need  to  be  pro- 
claimed from  the  housetops.  The  rapid  increase 
of  photo-play  or  motion  picture  houses  in  the 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  par- 
ticularly in  and  about  Boston,  calls  for  much 
careful  thought  and  planning  if  the  good  in  them 
is  to  be  held  and  the  evil  eliminated.  In  spite  of 
frequent  announcement  that  all  plays  are  censored 
there  is  abundant  evidence  that  each  week  sees 
many  performances  that  tend  to  corrupt  morals 
and  lower  the  already  too  low  standards  of  some  neighborhoods. 
The  children  in  the  Home  Libraries,  3^oung  and  old,  tell  of  what  they 
see  and  indicate  clearh^  that  they  are  harmed  as  well  as  helped  by 
their  visits.  It  is  idle  to  talk  about  repressing  photo-plays.  They 
are  here  to  sta3^  but  surely  those  who  work  for  children  can  be 
assured  the  elimination  of  the  evil  plays.  In  many  families  the 
“movie”  counts  as  a large  item  in  the  weekh^  budget.  Where  the 
income  does  not  pennit  frequent  visits  for  the  older  children,  the 
latter  sometimes  discover  ways  of  getting  money  which  finally  bring 
them  into  the  Juvenile  Court.  The  evil  pla^^s  are  great  temptations  to 
these  ver\'  children. 

Every  play  or  film  should  be  censored  by  a State  official,  preferably 
through  the  office  of  Chief  of  the  State  Police.

We 
also  purpose  getting  information  covering  the  strong  and  weak  points 
of  our  own  work,  to  study  the  results  of  certain  kinds  of  care,  and  to 
make  this  information  available  for  others  as  well  as  for  ourselves. 
It  is  certainly  a necessary  part  of  our  problem  that  we  should  do 
some  interpretive  work  for  the  community.  Annual  reports  of 
social  agencies  will  in  time  give  more  space  to  telling  why  they  have 
to  help  their  applicants  as  well  as  to  how  they  help  them.  Society 
spends  much  energy  on  curing  social  distress,  and  almost  nothing 
on  preventing  it.

Our  interest  in  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
elimination  of  One  of  our  directors  gave  ^loo  towards  the  ex- 
feeble-minded.  penses  of  preparing  and  distributing  the  bulletin 
called  “The  Menace  of  the  Feeble-Minded.”  We 
again  urge  upon  the  General  Court  the  importance  of  the  plan  pro- 
posed in  this  monograph.  The  elimination  of  feeble-mindedness  is 
a definite  and  realizable  problem,  and  is  so  intimately  related  to  many 
forms  of  social  distress  that  if  it  can  be  brought  about  a great  con- 
tribution to  the  betterment  of  the  race  will  have  been  made. 


Careful  medical  work  is  one  of  the  important  features  of  our 
service  to  the  children  coming  to  us.  During  the 
Careful  medical  year  w'e  were  able  partially  to  complete  arrange- 
work  important  ments  whereby  all  children  received  for  special 
feature  of  our  care,  and  some  who  are  not  removed  from  their 

work.  A large  homes  are  to  receive  from  our  own  physicians  very 

item  of  expense,  thorough  physical  examinations.  These  are  to  be 
recorded  on  special  forms.  All  defective  condi- 
tions are  to  be  treated.  With  certain  cases  of  girls  suffering  from 
social  diseases,  these  treatments  will  be  given  by  one  of  our  own 
physicians  (a  woman),  thus  saving  the  girls  the  experience  of  visiting  a 
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public  clinic  for  this  purpose.  All  suspected  mental  defectives  are 
being  sent  to  the  Psyehopathie  Hospital,  whose  splendid  equipment 
makes  important  work  in  this  connection  possible.  The  general 
physical  examination  work  for  apparently  well  children  cannot  be 
done  at  this  time  at  any  of  the  hospitals  or  dispensaries  and  therefore 
becomes  for  us  a new  item  of  eonsiderable  expense  in  our  own  budget. 

The  resignation  during  the  year  of  Dr.  Mary  F.  Hobart  from  our 
staff  of  physicians  was  a matter  of  great  regret 
Resignation  of  to  the  Society.  For  years  she  gave  most  generously 
Dr.  Hobart  after  her  time  in  the  examination  and  treatment  of 
years  of  service,  many  of  our  children,  especially  the  older  girls, 
and  helped  greatly  in  our  work  for  them.  Our 
deep  appreciation  for  all  this  is  here  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  resignation  during  the  year  of  two  members  of  the  staff  calls 
for  attention  at  this  time.  Miss  Alary  C.  Jarretx,

In  passing,  special  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  Social 
Welfare  Committee  of  the  General  Court,  inaugurated  during  the 
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year.  This  committee,  in  the  high  standard  of  intelligence  of  its 
chairman  and  its  members,  certainly  equaled  the  record  of  any  other 
committee  that  has  ever  sat  at  the  State  House.  More  than  has  yet 
been  realized  was  it  a great  social  safety  valve  for  the  people  of  the 
State.  It  was  part  of  the  Society’s  programme  to  assist  in  the  passage 
of  the  legislation  referred  to.

Last  year,  ten  Children’s  Societies,  of  which  the  Boston  Children’s  Aid  Society 
was  one,  agreed  on  an  informal,  geographical  division  of  the  State,  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  better  and  more  extended  Social  Service  for  children. 

The  Boston  Society  for  the  Care  of  Girls,  because  its  charter  prevents  it  from 
caring  for  boys,  is  assigned  no  special  section  of  the  State.  It  will  continue  its 
present  work  of  receiving  applications  for  the  care  of  girls  from  the  eastern  part 
of  the  State. 

The  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  will  work  in  all  parts 
of  the  State,  as  heretofore,  where  there  are  children’s  problems  coming  within 
its  special  functions.  The  Society,  in  its  annual  report,  publishes  a list  of  its 
many  local  branch  offices,  with  the  names  of  the  administrative  officers  and 
committees. 

Essex  County,  north  of  and  including  the  towns  of  Ipswich,  Boxford,  and 
Haverhill,  to  be  covered  by  the  joint  branch  of  the  Haverhill  Children’s  Aid 
Society  and  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
195  Main  Street,  Haverhill.  Secretary,  Mrs.  Gertrude  E.  Merrill. 
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Essex  County,  including  the  towns  of  Methuen,  Lawrence,  Andover,  and 
North  Andover,  to  be  covered  by  the  Children’s  Department  of  the  Lawrence 
City  Mission,  206  Essex  Street,  Lawrence.  Secretary,  Clark  Carter. 

Essex  County,  southern  portion,  to  be  covered  as  follows:  Cases  of  de- 
pendency, the  New  England  Home  for  Little  Wanderers,  through  its  Boston 
office,  202  West  Newton  Street.  Rev.  Frederic  H.  Knight,  Ph.D.,  Superintendent. 

Middlesex  County,  north  of  and  including  the  towns  of  Somerville,  Arling- 
ton, Belmont,  Waverley,  Watertown,  Waltham,  Lincoln,  Concord,  Alaynard, 
and  Stow,  to  be  covered  by  the  Boston  Children’s  Aid  Society. 

Middlesex  County,  south  of  the  above-named  towns,  to  be  covered  by  the 
Boston  Children’s  Mission,  279  Tremont  Street.

DEPARTMENT  OF  ADVICE,  ASSISTANCE,  AND  PROBATION 

It  endeavors  to  maintain  the  position  of  a friend  to  all  seeking  advice  and  help. 
It  carefully  investigates  every  case,  and  aims  to  secure  the  best  treatment  for  each 
•child,  while  insisting  on  parental  responsibility  for  support  and  the  continuance  of 
family  relations  whenever  practicable. 

It  employs  experienced  agents,  thoroughly  informed  on  all  available  means  for 
the  protection  and  help  of  children,  and  each  case  is  investigated,  followed  up,  and 
fully  recorded  by  the  same  person.  This  involves  personal  interviews  with  each 
child  and  parents  or  guardians,  and  information  from  many  sources  bearing  on  the 
surroundings,  character,  and  financial  possibilities  of  the  family ; and  the  history, 
moral  and  physical  condition,  employment,  connections  at  church  and  school,  of 
the  child. 

PLACING-OUT  DEPARTMENT 

Finds  BOARDING  and  free  homes  in  private  families,  chiefly  in  the  country 
and  the  smaller  cities  and  towns,  for  neglected  and  destitute  children  and 
young  WAYWARD  GIRLS  and  boys.  Thorough  supervision. 

A.  Investigation  of  Families 

Applicants  for  children  are  asked  in  person  or  by  letter  the  particulars  in  regard 
to  their  homes,  the  kind  of  child  wanted,  etc. 

Confidential  letters  asking  for  the  “rugged  truth”  sent  to  references  given  by 
applicant,  and  to  others  whose  names  have  not  been  given,  such  as  Agents  of 
Charitable  Societies,  Selectmen,  School  Committees,  Physicians,  Clergymen, 
people  known  to  officers  or  friends  of  the  Society,  etc. 

On  their  information  is  based  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  family,  but 
all  approvals  are  subject  to  reconsideration  and  reversal  if  facts  justify. 
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B.  Terms  ox  which  Children  are  Placed 

^3-00  per  week  and  clothing  for  children  under  one  year.  $2.50  per  week  and 
clothing  for  children  over  one  year,  until  placed  free.  Free  usually  when  about 
fourteen  years  of  age.  Wages  when  worth  them,  usually  at  fourteen  to  sixteen 
years.  Children  attend  public  schools  always  until  fourteen  and  usually  until 
sixteen,  and,  where  advisable,  afterwards.  Special  medical,  disciplinary,  or 
training  cases  are  boarded  at  greater  cost. 

C.  Conditions  on  which  Children  are  Placed 

Applicants  must  have  some  adequate  means  of  support  besides  board  of 
children.  No  other  children  are  to  be  taken  from  public  or  private  agencies. 
One  child,  as  a rule,  placed  in  a family;  sometimes  two,  of  the  same  sex,  but  very 
different  ages;  and  brothers  and  sisters  generally  placed  together. 

Children  must  attend  church  and  Sunday-school  and  public  school  if  of  suitable 
age.  Eat  at  same  table,  and  receive  same  care,  discipline,  and  kindness  as  would 
children  of  the  family. 

Families  to  consider  all  information  about  children  strictly  confidential. 

Responsibility  of  family  for  child’s  moral,  religious,  physical,  and  mental 
training  constantly  emphasized,  also  frequent  consultation  with  visitor  on  the 
subject. 

D.  Supervision 
/.  Visiting 

Visitor  accompanies  child  when  placed,  and  thereafter  sees  the  child  when 
advisable. 

Points  covered  in  visits  to  -children:  food,  clothing,  sleeping  arrangements, 
cleanliness,  neatness,  schooling,  church  attendance,  reading,  companions,  amuse- 
ments, punishments,  training,  adaptability  of  child  to  family,  its  happiness,  special 
failings  or  habits,  progress  in  study,  work,  and  character. 

II.  Reports  Required 

Family  reports  every  month.  Statements  required  at  regular  intervals  in 
regard  to  clothing,  attendance,  and  progress  at  school,  and  wages. 

Children,  if  old  enough,  write  to  visitor  once  a month. 

GRADUATE  AND  PROBATION  CARE 

Gives  PERSONAL  SUPERVISION  in  the  city  to  boys  and  girls  returning  from 
country  families. 

Juvenile  offenders  placed  on  probation  by  the  courts. 

Friendless  boys  and  girls. 


HOME^LIBRARIES 

Are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children  in  poor  neighborhoods.  Ten  children 
under  child  librarian  and  volunteer  visitor  meet  weekly  in  the  living-room  of 
the  librarian’s  family.  . , 

Their  purpose  is  to  encourage  good  reading,  home  amusements,  and  penny 
savings,  and  to  foster  a clean,  wholesome,  thrifty,  and  happy  home  life. 

Each  library  contains  fifteen  books  in  a neat  bookcase.  All  books  are  carefully 
read  in  advance  with  special  reference  to  their  character,  language,  interest,  and 
value,  and  strictly  nonsectarian  nature.  Books  are  exchanged  weekly,  and  chil- 
dren’s opinions  of  books  read  and  recorded.  Sets  of  books  are  exchanged  on  an 
average  every  three  months. 

Savings  are  encouraged  under  the  system  of  the  Stamp  Savings  Society.  The 
visitors  receive  the  money  and  urge  a savings  bank  account  when  a sufficient 
sum  is  collected. 

Social  games  are  taught,  such  as  tend  to  promote  cheerful  family  intercourse, 
strengthen  the  home  ties,  and  encourage  friendly  relations  between  neighbors. 

Excursions  and  visits  to  objects  of  interest  under  care  of  -visitors.

OF  THE  YEAR 


A total  of  1,349  children  were  aided  by  the  Society  during  the 
year,  — 396  through  care  in  family  homes  of 
1,349  children  our  selection  at  an  expense  of  $33,000,  and  953 
aided  by  Society  through  careful  diagnosis,  sympathetic  advice, 
during  year.  probation,  medical  treatment,  vocational  guid- 
ance, and  by  direction  of  reading  and  recreation. 
The  other  children  in  families  represented  by  these  1,349  children 
were  also  certainly  influenced  by  plans  which  our  visitors  worked 
out  in  co-operation  with  other  societies,  for  the  problems  which 
the  children  presented  were  invariably  considered  in  terms  of 
their  own  families  and  neighborhoods.  No  child  ever  comes  to 
us  independent  of  the  social  forces  in  its  own  home  and  neighbor- 
hood, and  it  can  never  be  helped  in  a fundamental  way  unless 
these  same  forces  — health,  housing,  religion,  education,  industry, 
recreation,  morality,  etc.  — are  accurately  known. 


The  Society  has  executed  its  work  with  the  ideal  that  the 
quality  of  its  service  should  take  precedence 
We  have  tried  to  over  the  quantity,  although  there  has  never 
make  the  quality  been  a lack  of  the  latter.  Searching  into  the 
of  our  service  lives  of  more  than  a thousand  children  to  find 
take  precedence  and,  if  possible,  remove  the  causes  of  their 
over  the  quantity,  distress  is  a serious  task  when  done  even 
casually.  When  done  with  care  it  becomes  a 
mighty  task.  We  believe  that  this  community  will  support 
adequately  the  agencies  that  give  the  most  searching  service  to 
those  in  need,  and  who  also  know,  on  occasion,  why  and  wherein 
the  things  they  can  do  are  not  the  things  that  should  be  done  or 
are  of  little  avail,  and  who  will  say  so  to  the  community. 
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To  interpret  and  to  insj^ire  are  among  the  soeial  worker’s  most 
important  duties.  He  ean  do  neither  for  those 
To  interpret  and  who  come  to  him  in  distress,  or  for  the  com- 
to  inspire  are  munity  in  which  he  lives,  if  his  daily  tasks  are 
social  worker’s  allowed  to  crowd  in  so  fast  as  to  make  self- 
most  important  improvement  and  deliberation  impossible.  We 
duties.  have  tried,  with  other  societies,  to  set  certain 

standards  of  work  below  which  we  cannot  go 
if  our  workers  are  to  be  trul}^  helpful  to  needy  children.  The 
stress  of  this  winter  has,  of  course,  put  most  societies  on  an  emer- 
genc}^  basis;  but  the  basis  will  soon  shift  and  b}^  ver}'  reason  of 
the  accumulated  work,  a fair  approximation  to  a good  standard 
will  be  more  necessary  than  ever.  We  urge  our  contributors  to 
consider  the  maintenance  of  a high  standard  of  service  essential, 
even  if  such  means  a definite  limiting  of  work. 


The  sources  of  our  applications  are  also  worthy  of  comment. 

Almost  sixty  per  cent  were  made  direct  to  us 
Sources  of  our  by  the  parents  or  relatives  of  the  children,  only 
applications  in-  twelve  per  cent  coming  from  other  children’s 
dicate  need  for  agencies.  Yet  many  of  these  parents  or 
central  bureau,  relatives  came  to  us  for  something  we  were  not 
equipped  to  give,  and  others,  because  they  were 
known  by  previous  applications  to  other  agencies,  had  to  be  sent 
on  to  the  right  Society.  Very  great  care  is  exercised  by  every  one 
to  see  that  applicants  are  spared  unnecessary  referring  from  one 
place  to  another;  yet,  in  spite  of  this,  it  was  our  observation  that 
a number  did  visit  several  offices  before  action  was  begun,  and  so 
were  subjected  to  what  must  have  seemed  to  them  unnecessary 
questioning  and  uncertainty.  A central  application  bureau  for 
any  one  in  trouble  about  a child  is  increasingly  needed. 


The  social  causes  which  brought  these  children  to  us  this  year 
deserve  mention.  Unfitness  of  parents  stands 
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A statement  of  out  prominently,  and  was  chiefly  expressed 
causes  which  through  alcoholism,  shiftlessness,  immorality, 
bring  children  and  feeble-mindedness.  To  an  unusual  extent 
to  us.  sickness  and  death  of  parents,  with  their  effects 

on  the  children,  was  a common  cause.  Poor 
attention  to  children  while  ill  in  their  own  homes  was  another 
serious  cause.  In  many  poor  families  an  ordinary  case  of  illness 
involved  a strain,  both  physical  and  financial,  which  was  hard  to 
overcome.  When  the  family  lacks  resources  enough  to  permit 
of  complete  recovery  through  rest,  the  pressure  of  debt  drives  the 
convalescing  parents  or  children  back  into  premature  work  or 
activity. 

The  unsocial  side  of  congested  city  life  was  also  a prominent 
cause.

When  through  collective  action  we  begin  to 
exercise  some  real  control  over  alcoholism  and  feeble-mindedness 
as  two  great  causes  of  social  distress  out  of  this  long  list,  a burden 
will  be  removed  from  Society  at  large  whose  cost  has  never  been 
approximately  estimated. 


Although  the  parents  of  more  than  half  of  the  families  that 
came  under  our  special  attention  were  foreign 
The  recently  bom,  few  of  them  had  been  in  this  country  less 

arrived  immi-  than  seven  years.

Americans,  and  ill  health,  due  to  congested  and  unwholesome 
homes.  Very  few  of  all  the  children  considered  were  born  in 
foreign  countries. 


In  view  of  our  work  for  young  unmarried  mothers  it  is  sur- 
prising to  see  how  few  of  all  the  parents  who 
Few  parents  come  to  us  are  under  thirty  years  of  age.  The 
coming  to  us  are  majority  during  the  year  were  between  thirty- 
under  thirty-five  five  and  forty  years  of  age.  These  figures 
years  of  age.  would  seem  to  indicate  that  even  indifferent 
parents  can  control  their  children  after  a 
fashion,  until  they  reach  the  difficult  adolescent  period.  In  many 
cases  we  found,  where  the  child  was  difficult,  it  was  the  third  or 
fourth  in  the  family.  The  parents  were  not  too  overburdened 
to  control  their  first  children,  but  with  many  little  children  to 
care  for  attention  could  be  given  only  to  the  physical  needs  of  the 
youngest. 


The  ages  of  the  children  whom  we  considered  show  that  the 
greater  volume  of  our  work  is  for  young  children 
Children  whom  with  their  unmarried  mothers  and  for  children 
we  aid  are  largely  approaching  or  passing  through  the  adolescent 
very  young  or  period.

known  to  us.  figures  for  fathers  than  for  mothers,  because  in 
one  important  group  of  cases  — illegitimac}^  — 
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the  mothers  know  little  or  nothing  of  the  men  responsible  for  their 
plight,  and  the  latter  have  usually  disappeared  by  the  time  we 
arrive.  The  mothers  of  Canadian  birth  presented  a serious 
problem.  They  were  largely  young  unmarried  girls  from  the 
Maritime  Provinces  who,  while  doing  unskilled  work  in  this  State, 
became  pregnant.  They  almost  always  opposed  a return  to  their 
Canadian  homes,  and  yet  were  often  without  money  or  relatives 
in  this  country. 


To  a very  unusual  extent  is  it  true  that  we  deal  with  families 
which  are  very  much  shattered  when  they  first 
Our  families  are  come  to  our  attention.  In  one  group  of  89 
well  shattered.  families  from  which  we  took  as  many  children. 
Out  of  360  we  found  that  out  of  a total  of  360  children  only 

children  in  one  48  were  in  unbroken  homes;  that  is,  in  homes 
group  263  were  where  both  parents  were  living  at  the  time  of 
away  from  home,  application.  Of  the  remaining  number,  26 
were  living  with  their  fathers,  23  with  their 
mothers,  and  263  were  in  the  care  of  charitable  agencies,  relatives, 
or  friends,  or  were  living  among  strangers.  This  fact  alone  shows 
how  absolutely  necessary  it  is  for  us  to  know  through  wise  and 
sympathetic  inquiry  just  what  these  children  and  their  parents 
have  experienced  and  how  far  they  are  yielding  to  a desire  to  trans- 
fer to  others  a burden  which  they  should  rightly  bear. 


The  Salem  relief  work  during  last  summer  made  large  demands 
on  social  agencies  in  this  part  of  the  State.  Our 
Experiences  own  Society  had  between  two  and  three  workers 
growing  out  of  in  Salem  during  the  first  four  weeks  after  the 
Salem  fire.  fire.  The  confusion  that  held  during  the  first 

State  should  be  ten  days  certainly  points  to  a need  for  some 
prepared  for  an-  plan  for  handling  aid  in  the  event  of  future 
other  disaster.  disasters.  Within  six  years  the  State,  through 
the  Chelsea  and  Salem  fires,  has  been  confronted 
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with  large  emergency  and  rehabilitation  problems;  and  yet  in 
each  instance  these  communities,  with  the  assistance  of  outside 
workers,  had  to  develop  at  considerable  sacrifice  of  efficiency  at 
the  start  complete  schemes  for  administering  their  own  relief 
work.  Out  of  these  two  experiences  it  should  be  possible  to 
develop  a plan  which  may  be  of  value  in  some  future  disaster. 
Military  control  of  all  activities  during  the  first  few  weeks,  with 
some  well-prepared  plan  ready  for  use  after  the  first  emergencies, 
would  be  a very  great  improvement  over  the  confusion  of  authority 
that  reigned  at  Salem  during  the  first  week.  The  citizens  of 
Salem  deserve  great  commendation  for  the  effective  way  in  which 
they  have  administered  the  funds  entrusted  to  them.  The  militia 
also  deserv^es  credit  for  the  way  in  which  it  carried  out  its  part 
of  the  job. 


THOSE  IN  OUR  SPECIAL  CARE 


During  the  year  our  Placing-Out  Department  cared  for  396 
children  and  young  mothers  in  family  homes 
selected  with  great  discretion.  One  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  children  were  discharged  because 
they  had  reached  their  majority,  or  were  sent 
back  to  parents  and  relatives,  being  no  longer 
in  need  of  our  care.  Others  were  turned  over 
to  the  State  authorities  because  they  were 
feeble-minded  or  prophesied  long-continued 
dependency,  with  little  hope  of  satisfactory 
One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  children  were  re- 
ceived into  our  care  for  the  first  time,  representing  an  annual 
financial  responsibility  of  $23,000.  One  family  of  children,  re- 
ceived because  the  mother  was  ill  with  tuberculosis,  indicated  an 
annual  charge  of  $1,200  for  board,  clothing,  and  medical  care 
alone ; yet  it  represented  but  one  out  of  nearly  900  families  referred 
for  our  attention  during  the  year.  Including  the  cost  of  clothing, 
medical  treatment,  supervision,  the  expense  of  each  child  in  a 
boarding  home  averaged  $234  for  the  year  — $4.50  for  each  week. 
There  was  an  average  of  243  children  in  foster-families  throughout 
the  year.

Frequently  during  the  year  we  were  confronted  with  a rather 
old  problem;  namely,  boys  who,  having  tired 
Adjustment  of  of  life  in  the  country,  desired  to  come  back  to 
our  older  boys  the  city  to  learn  a trade.  The ‘farm  homes  had 
from  country  made  them  physically  and  morally  strong,  and 
to  city  life.  had  provided  them  with  an  outlet  for  their 

energies  and  an  escape  from  city  temptations 
at  a critical  time.  The  fact  that  they  were  self-supporting  in  the 
country  and  could  not  expect  to  be  during  the  first  year  at  a trade 
in  the  city  raised  the  question  of  supplemental  support.  It  was 
our  judgment  that  with  the  proper  requisites  as  to  character  and 
mentality,  such  requests  were  just  and  should  be  granted.  Our 
placing-out  work  needs  to  be  developed  so  that  there  will  be  more 
resources  for  making  the  transition  from  country  to  city  life  a 
normal  matter.  It  is  dangerous  for  us  to  measure  conduct  and 
progress  entirely  by  conformity  to  country  placements. 


A total  of  35  children,  21  girls  and  14  boys,  or  over  twenty- 
two  per  cent  of  the  children  over  fourteen  at- 
Eight  per  cent  tended  high,  trade,  and  normal  schools  during 
of  our  children  the  year.  It  is  a part  of  our  treatment  to  give 
in  higher  schools,  every  child  the  opportunity  for  higher  edu- 
cation if  it  is  capable  of  benefiting  by  such 
training.  For  the  delinquent  and  backward  children  we  receive 
it  is,  however,  a real  accomplishment  to  get  most  of  them 
through  the  grammar  school.  High  school  training  for  many  of 
these  would  be  a waste  of  time  and  money.  Careful  training  in 
self-control  and  in  the  right  appreciation  of  good  home  life  is 
often  an  incomparable  gain  over  their  former  experiences. 


The  health  of  the  children  was  looked  after  most  carefully. 

We  are  not  organized  as  a medical  agency,  but 
We  have  been  we  do  receive  children  who,  because  of  neglect, 
especially  careful  are  far  from  well.  We  had  no  deaths  during 
in  the  matter  of  the  year,  and  few  cases  of  severe  illness.

All  contacts 
child — annually  made  with  the  children  by  letter  or  in  person, 
and  when  it  either  in  their  homes  or  when  visiting  the  city, 
leaves  our  care,  are  also  noted.  This  challenging  of  our  work 
from  time  to  time  is  part  of  the  plan  whereby 
we  may  scan  for  defects  in  our  work  for  individuals  just  as  the 
accountant  scans  for  defects  in  the  administration  of  funds. 


The  attitude  of  a few  Boards  of  Overseers  forces  upon  the 
child-helping  societies  a burden  which  they  are 
The  action  of  not  equipped  to  carry.  We  now  have  under 
certain  Boards  of  our  care  in  families  certain  dependent  children 
Overseers  adds  to  having  local  settlement,  but  whom  the  Over- 
burdens of  child-  seers  of  the  Poor  in  certain  cities  and  towns 
helping  societies,  refuse  to  support.  The  Division  of  State 
Minor  Wards  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity 
will  accept  the  children  into  its  care,  provided  the  Overseers  in 
question  agree  to  make  payments,  but  they  cannot  accept  other- 
wise. We  have  been  told  by  certain  of  the  Overseers  that  ve 
may  send  the  children  to  institutions;  a wholly  inexcusable  plan, 
for  the  children  are  in  special  need  of  the  things  which  good  home 
life  mean.  A revision  of  the  law  would  seem  to  be  advisable  in 
order  that  the  State  Board  may  receive,  on  occasion,  dependent 
children  having  local  settlements  without  interference  from  the 
Overseers.  It  must  be  said  in  fairness  that  very  few  of  the  Boards 
of  Overseers  offer  any  difficulties  whatever  in  this  matter. 


OUR  SPECIAL  SERVICE  TO  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS 
CERTAIN  STEPS  TO  A PLAN 

Our  work  for  unmarried  mothers  continued  to  develop  as  a 
special  phase  of  our  Placing-Out  Department.  The  problems 
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they  present  contain  so  many  elements  that  are  distinct  from  our 
work  for  children  that  only  through  the  most  intensive  speciali- 
zation can  any  headway  be  made. 


During  the  year  177  unmarried  mothers,  most  of  them  under 
twenty  years  of  age,  came  to  us  for  help.  By 
177  unmarried  agreement  many  of  those  over  twenty  were 

mothers  came  to  referred  to  the  Society  for  Helping  Destitute 

us  during  year,  ^Mothers  and  Infants,  our  Society  working 

most  of  them  with  the  younger  mothers.

Conference  on  Illegitimacy,  the  birth  figures 
having  been  gathered  by  Miss  Sarah  Lawrence.  The  desire  to 
conceal  makes  many  a mother  and  her  relatives  consent  to  a 
separation  plan  which  they  know  involves  neglect  for  the  baby. 
At  the  present  time  there  is  no  source  of  information  as  to  the 
disposition  of  children  born  out  of  wedlock  in  this  State.  Only 
through  State  guardianship  can  this  be  known. 


Inflexibility  best  characterizes  the  treatment  of  most  un- 
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married  mothers  at  the  hands  of  social  agencies, 
The  need  of  our  own  being  no  exception.  There  is  a great 

greater  flexi-  tendency  to  look  upon  the  unmarried  mother 

bility  of  treat-  as  a person  different  from  the  rest  of  the  com- 
ment in  cases  of  munity.  It  is  considered  reasonable  to  change 
illegitimacy.  plans  for  married  fathers  and  mothers,  especially 
when  they  refuse  to  enter  into  our  arrangements. 
With  the  unmarried  mother,  for  general  social  reasons,  it  is  alleged 
greater  rigidity  of  treatment  is  considered  necessary,  with  the 
result  that  most  of  the  mothers  work  out  their  own  plans  with 
little  or  no  reference  to  anything  we  suggest. 


The  problem  of  separation  of  mother  and  child  is  an  instance 
of  our  rigidity  of  treatment.  It  is  wrong  to 
The  need  of  attempt  to  treat  all  mothers  alike.  Human 
openness  of  mind  beings  never  fit  into  the  same  moulds.  It  may 
in  the  matter  of  be  wise  to  make  one  mother  keep  her  baby ; 
separation  of  it  may  be  equally  wise  to  let  another  give  up 
mother  and  her  baby.  The  one  mother  may  be  able,  under 
child.  careful  direction,  to  get  the  right  development 

of  character  through  shouldering  her  responsi- 
bility. Another  may  be  defective  mentally,  or  too  young,  and 
therefore  wholly  unfit  to  work  out  such  a task.  Surely  there  is 
much  reason  on  the  side  of  those  who  hold  that  the  mother  of 
fourteen  or  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  of  age  rarely  comprehends  or 
is  equal  to  the  sacredness  of  motherhood.  In  this  connection  we 
must  be  willing  to  meet  the  plans  of  the  mother  who  does  not 
want  to  work  in  the  same  house  with  her  baby,  but  who  is  anxious 
to  provide  for  its  care  elsewhere. 


Those  who  are  responsible  for  the  social  welfare  of  unmarried 
mothers  must  make  clear  to  physicians  the  real 
Physicians  do  nature  of  the  services  they  are  rendering, 

not  as  yet  see  Between  the  doctor  and  the  social  worker  at 

the  purposes  of  the  present  time  there  is  misunderstanding  as 
our  plans.  to  which  is  the  wisest  way  to  care  for  mothers. 

Much  will  be  gained  if  the  doctors,  especially 
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through  social  service  in  the  important  lying-in  hospitals,  see  to 
it  that  no  mother  is  allowed  to  work  out  a plan  for  giving  up 
her  baby  before  she  has  been  advised  or  assisted  by  a com- 
petently trained  social  worker. 


It  is  desirable  that  we  have  a more  discriminating  use  of  the 
State  Infirmary  at  Tewksbury,  for  this  insti- 
Private  societies  tution  is  a kind  of  social  drain,  with  a large 
need  to  be  slower  number  of  sick  and  maladjusted  people.

The  factor  of  feeble-mindedness  has  of  course  been  dinned  so 
constantly  into  our  ears  that  few  of  us  are  in 
The  factor  of  danger  of  overlooking  it  when  considering  the 
feeble-minded-  other  elements  in  each  mother’s  life.  Diag- 
ness.  nosis  of  mental  defect  will  help  at  least  in 

knowing  how  far  private  agencies  should  con- 
tinue their  care.  Diagnosis  of  possible  defect  is  a more  serious 
matter.  It  is  the  border-line  cases  who  need  the  closest  super- 
vision, if  their  real  menace  is  to  be  accurately  known. 


Some  centralization  of  work  for  the  unmarried  mothers  is 
desirable,  but  absolute  concentration  of  such 
Too  much  work  into  one  or  two  agencies  at  this  time  would

babies  coming  to  us,  if  no  opposition  was  raised  to  this  plan.  It 
does  seem  as  though  many  of  the  mothers  who  are  to  work  in 
families  and  who  expect  to  be  self-supporting  will  have  to  be  pro- 
vided with  separate  boarding  homes  for  their  babies. 


The  legal  side  of  the  unmarried  mother  problem  calls  for  the 
help  of  the  wisest  and  best  lawyers.  It  is  a 
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The  great  need  matter  of  regret  that  more  able  lawyers  cannot 
of  the  best  be  interested  in  bastardy  cases.

The  local 
conditions  responsible  for  the  plight  of  these  girls  will  never  be 
corrected  if  we  focus  our  treatment  here  on  the  mother  from  a 
non-Massachusetts  town  and  not  on  the  locality  and  State  from 
which  she  comes. 
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THE  DANGEROUS  FEEBLE-MINDED

Not  because  this 
will  save  money  for  us,  for  we  well  know  that  few  people  are  in  the 
least  concerned  as  to  just  what  we  as  a Society  spend  for  the  care  of 
mentally  defective  children,  but  because  it  will  save  money  to  the 
State  and  much  needless  sorrow  and  suffering  to  its  citizens.  During 
the  year,  as  a matter  of  fact,  we  did  spend  approximately  six  per 
cent  of  our  budget  for  the  care  and  supervision  of  such  children,  an 
expenditure  due  almost  entirely  to  the  utter  inadequacy  of  our  State 
provision  for  the  feeble-minded. 


It  is  other  costs  and  evils  striking  in  terrible  and  far-reaching 
ways  that  concern  the  Society,  and  should  and 
The  costs  and  will  concern  ultimately  the  community  and  the 
evils  of  our  lack  State.  With  10,000  feeble-minded  in  the  State, 
of  State  schools  and  institution  facilities  for  only  2,300,  the 
are  far  reaching,  sordid  facts  that  follow  are  the  all  too  common 
experiences  of  the  public  and  private  organizations 
also  working  for  children.

They  have  broken  up  certain  homes  by  successfully  tempting  the 
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men  into  immoral  sexual  relations.  They  have

ment.  Sexual  advances,  charges  at  first  believed  by  wives, 

impurity  friends,  and  neighbors,  and  although  finally  dis- 

unchecked.  proved,  have  tended  to  lessen  the  love  and  regard 

that  existed  in  the  homes.  They  have  enticed 
workmen  and  tradesmen  coming  to  the  homes  in  which  they  were 
employed,  and  have  tried  almost  invariably  to  compromise  them. 
They  have  become  the  mothers  of  illegitimate  children,  whom  they 
did  not  love  and  grossly  neglected.  They  have  talked  and  lived 
sexual  things  to  the  detriment  and  often  permanent  injury  of  many 
with  whom  they  came  in  contact.  They  have  in  some  cases  evaded 
our  care  and  have  married,  and  are  now  under  the  sanction  of  the 
law  bringing  into  the  world  in  rapid  succession  defective,  degenerate 
children. 


Fearing  grave  consequences,  we  have  often  found  ourselves  forced 
into  giving  certain  care  though  inadequate  to

public  school  schools,  taking  an  undue  amount  of  the  teacher’s 
suffers.  time,  with  no  advantage  to  themselves  and  great 

detriment  to  the  rest  of  the  pupils. 


The  task  of  trying  to  care  for  these  defective  children  in  family 
homes  is  also  having  a serious  effect  upon  our 
work  for  normal  children.  After  a community 
has  had  several  bad  experiences  with  feeble- 
minded children  from  child-placing  societies  it 
is  very  prone  to  consider  a great  many  of  the 
children  sent  out  to  family  homes  as  being  queer, 
and  to  spread  the  word  that  “You  want  to  watch 
out  when  you  take  a child  from  the  children’s 
societies,  for  they  are  likely  to  send  you  a crazy 
one.”  This  is  an  unjust  reflection  on  the  normal  child  whose  mother 
or  father  is  sick  or  dead,  or  who,  having  never  received  proper  care 
from  its  own  parents,  has  to  be  placed  in  a foster-home.  The  adjust- 
ing time  is  hard  enough  without  the  added  burden  of  being  con- 
sidered feeble-minded  and  degenerate.  Yet  this  is  exactly  what  is 
happening.

It  is  absurd  economy  and  poor  politics  to  delay  creating  a third 
institution  for  the  feeble-minded,  and  to  fail  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  school  at  Wrentham.  Our  contributors  can  render  a 
service  of  very  great  importance  if  they  will  register  their  protests 
with  the  Legislature  against  the  present  situation.

war,  certain  comments  seem  fair.  Our  own  work 
has  not  increased  through  the  year,  although  individual  problems  in  the 
cases  treated  have  been  more  serious.  It  may  be  that  the  very  fact 
that  our  volume  of  work  remained  the  same  for  each  of  the  past  two 
years  is  due  to  the  law.  However,  it  should  be  said  in  full  explanation 
that  the  work  of  all  the  larger  Boston  children’s  agencies  for  the  year 
just  closed  shows  no  falling  off,  while  some  show  marked  increases 
over  previous  years. 


The  great  value  of  the  Massachusetts  law  is  its  broad  scope.  It  is 
applicable  to  any  mother,  not  being  confined 
Massachusetts  to  the  one  class  of  widowed  mothers  stipulated 
law  unique,  but  in  the  mothers’  aid  laws  of  so  many  of  the 
no  quick  shift  to  States.

This  is  not 
being  studied  by  because  they  are  opposed  to  the  principle  of  this 
public  special  division  of  our  public  outdoor  relief,  but 

authorities.  rather  because  they  reflect  the  feelings  of  the 

majority  of  the  taxpayers  in  their  districts  who 
view  with  concern  certain  effects  of  the  tendency  to  hastily  make  public 
authorities  support  directly  all  dependents,  as  the  most  immediate 
way  for  improving  social  conditions. 


Sixty-seven  families  where  the  fathers  had  died  were  referred  to 
us  during  the  year  for  special  consideration.  Our 
Serious  plight  of  inquiry  showed  that  the  problems  which  brought 
families  where  these  families  to  us  would  not  have  been  affected 
mothers  have  if  Act  763  had  been  in  force  at  the  time  of  appli- 
died — a counter-  cation.  In  some,  if  relief  could  have  been  given 
fact.  years  ago  undoubtedly  the  present  conditions  would 

not  have  existed.  A far  more  serious  task  for  us  to 
work  out  was  involved  in  the  fifty-five  families  where  the  mothers  have 
died.  Seventy-one  children  in  these  families  were  in  need  of  care 
and  training  which  the  fathers  alone  could  not  give.  The  plight  of 
the  father  with  small  means,  who  has  lost  his  wife,  is  just  as  pitiful 
as  that  of  the  poor  mother  who  has  lost  her  husband.  These  fathers, 
without  exception,  had  small  incomes  and  could  not  afford  to  pay  for 
the  services  of  dependable  housekeepers.  The  women  whom  a few 
did  secure  were  wholly  unreliable,  and  offered  temptations  to  the 
men  which  some  of  them  were  not  able  to  withstand.  In  some  cases 
known  to  us  where  the  fathers  have  lost  their  wives  and  have  tried 
to  maintain  their  homes  by  getting  low-paid  housekeepers,  they 
have  soon  been  overwhelmed  by  the  gossip  of  neighbors  who  alleged 
that  immoralities  were  being  practised,  although  they  had  no  actual 
evidence  of  the  existence  of  such.

Our  most 

juvenile  court  important  service  of  recent  years  has  been  the 

study  — the  furnishing  to  the  Boston  Juvenile  Court  of 

detention  home  family  care  during  detention  for  a number  of 
problem.  boys  and  girls,  usually  for  periods  of  from  one 

to  ten  days,  and  occasionally  for  several  weeks. 
During  the  past  year  this  work  has  been  placed  on  a firmer  basis, 
a wider  search  having  been  instituted  for  families  suitable  for  the 
purpose,  with  a special  study  of  the  sections  of  the  city  best  suited 
to  this  work.  Out  of  the  special  fund  given  to  the  Society  for  this 
purpose  by  one  of  our  Directors,  it  has  been  possible  to  subsidize 
certain  of  these  court  families  so  that  the  Juvenile  Court  could  be 
insured  the  continual  use  of  rooms.  The  inquiry  referred  to  was 
made  by  iMiss  Elizabeth  P.  Durham,  of  our  own  staff,  and  has  just 
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been  covered  by  a report  which  she  has  submitted  and  which  is 
to  be  printed  shortly.  Its  findings  with  reference  to  the  whole 
Juvenile  Court  situation  in  Boston  and  the  surrounding  towns 
invite  serious  consideration. 


During  the  year,  by  reason  of  a special  gift,  the  Society  has 
been  studying  very  carefully  the  results  of  its 
Research  work — services  to  the  older  children  in  its  care.  We 
results  of  our  have  been  concerned  to  know  the  reasons  for 
services.

of  Miss  Mehitable  C.  C.  Wilson.  These  gifts,  in 
addition  to  a special  donation  of  $400  from  the 
directors  of  the  Gwynne  Temporary  Home  for 
Children,  helped  to  stabilize  our  finances.  The 
Gwynne  Home  money  was  used  in  our  work  for 
unmarried  mothers,  as  were  two  anonymous  gifts 
of  $500  each.  One  of  these  gifts  has  come  to  us 
for  each  of  several  years  past  with  the  expressed 
stipulation  that  it  be  used  for  our  mother  and 
baby  work.  The  Directors  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  other  anonymous  gift  of  $500  came  from  a member  of  the  staff 
who  during  a critical  period  of  the  year  expressed  the  desire  to  aid 
these  mothers  in  this  way. 


It  will  help  very  greatly  if  certain  well-tried  features  of  the 
Society’s  work  can  be  financed  from  the  proceeds 
Special  funds  of  special  funds.  For  example,  the  possibilities 
for  certain  tasks,  for  fundamental  social  work  through  our  Home 
Libraries  have  hardly  been  touched.  An  income 
that  would  permit  of  several  additional  visitors,  especially  those 
with  training  in  household  economics,  would  go  a great  way  toward 
preventing  some  forms  of  distress  which,  when  they  come  to  us,  can 
only  be  met  by  breaking  up  the  families.  Our  work  for  difficult  and 
exceptional  children,  and  also  for  young  unmarried  mothers  has 
equally  great  opportunities. 


The  children  whom  we  have  had  in  our  especial  care  in  foster- 
homes through  Massachusetts  and  New  England 
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$33,000  of  total  have  cost  in  round  numbers  for  board,  clothing, 
budget  spent  for  medical  attendance,  supervision,  and  oversight, 
care  and  training  $33,000.

It  is  further  safe  to  add 
that  in  all  probability  the  list  of  contributors  to  the  children's  agencies 
is  almost  synonymous  with  the  list  of  the  contributors  to  the  family 
treatment  agencies  and  to  the  special  medical  agencies  that  depend 
largely  upon  annual  subscription  for  their  support.  For  the  seven 
agencies  in  question,  out  of  the  3,872  contributors  recorded,  there 
was  a total  of  only  2,646  contributors  for  the  last  year  studied  — a 
number,  furthermore,  much  higher  than  the  four-year  average  would 
be.

It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  these  figures  cover  the  total  number 
of  contributors  and  total  amount  of  gifts  over  four  years.

GEOGRAPHICAL  DIVISION  OF  STATE  AMONG 
CHILD-HELPING  SOCIETIES 


Three  years  ago  a number  of  children’s  societies  agreed  on  a geographical 
division  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  securing  more  efficient  treatment  of 
applications  for  care  in  behalf  of  needy  children  scattered  over  the  State.  Certain 
of  the  societies  were  not  assigned  any  particular  district,  as  is  explained  below. 

The  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  works  under  a charter 
which  permits  it  to  protect  children  throughout  the  State  against  cruelty,  neglect, 
the  effects  of  vice  and  crime,  pauperism,  and  degrading  surroundings.  The  central 
office  and  the  twelve  branch  offices  with  addresses  are  printed  in  its  annual 
report. 

The  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau,  43  Tremont  Street,  a bureau  of  information 
in  reference  to  neglected  and  dependent  Catholic  children  in  care  of  public  or 
private  agencies,  keeps  a list  of  agencies  giving  institutional  or  family  home  care 
to  Catholic  children. 

The  Boston  Society  for  the  Care  of  Girls,  owing  to  the  fact  that  its  charter 
limits  it  to  the  care  of  girls,  covers  no  special  section  of  the  State.  In  the  main 
its  activities  relate  to  applications  for  the  care  of  girls  coming  from  the  eastern 
part  of  Massachusetts.

The  significant  fact  in  this  table  is  the  large  number  of  people  who  made  direct 
application  to  our  office.  With  many  it  was  not  our  province  to  aid  them  and  they 
therefore  had  to  be  referred  to  some  other  Society.  This  is  well  to  remember  as 
a strong  argument  for  a Central  Application  Bureau  for  children’s  cases. 


THE  SOCIETY’S  METHODS  OE  WORK 


For  the  benefit  of  those  who  desire  to  have  a detailed  explanation  of  the  various 
steps  taken  in  our  daily  work 


The  charter  of  the  Society  permits  of  the  acceptance  of  any  child,  whether 
dependent,  neglected,  delinquent,  or  border-line  defective,  without  regard  to 
sex,  religion,  race,  or  color. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ADVICE,  ASSISTANCE,  AND  PROBATION 
STEPS  IN  TREATMENT 

THE  AIM.  To  discover  the  real  needs  of  each  child  and  to  re-establish  it  in  right  relations  to 
its  family  and  the  community,  with  as  little  overlapping  and  publicity  as  possible.  Not  to 
abandon  a call  until  some  permanent  or  at  least  promising  plan  has  been  arranged. 

1.  The  invariable  careful  preliminary  diagnosis  of  each  child’s  needs,  with 
knowledge  of  community  resources  may  end  in: 

A . Referring  the  child  at  once  to  an  appropriate  public  or  private  agency 

(medical,  religious,  educational,  disciplinary,  relief -giving,  etc.) 

B.  Practical  suggestions  and  advice  to  parents,  or  others  interested  in  the 
child. 

C.  Need  for  further  investigation. 

2.  Thorough  stud}^  of  child’s  history,  family,  and  surroundings,  including 
careful  physical  examination,  school  record,  and  financial  possibilities;  this 
procuring  of  accurate  knowledge  of  important  facts  being  done  without  unneces- 
sary intrusion  on  self-respecting  privacy  and  reserve. 

3.  Skilled  weighing  of  facts  and  a second  diagnosis  in  view  of  ascertained  and 
significant  conditions.  This  may  again  lead  to  reference  to  another  agency,  or 
to  care  by  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  in  the  city  or  outside. 
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CITY  CARE 

THE  AIM.  To  strengthen  family  responsibility,  and  to  help  the  child  to  overcome  temptations 
where  he  meets  them. 

1.  Where  conditions  permit,  the  child  is  kept  in  his  own  home,  under  over- 
sight of  the  visitor  who  has  made  the  study  and  has  become  a family  friend. 

2.  In  the  case  of  many  delinquent  children,  probationary  care  and  oversight 
is  given  in  their  own  homes.  Frequently  these  children  by  reason  of  such  service 
are  helped  so  that  their  appearance  in  court  is  unnecessary. 

3.  The  study  sometimes  reveals  not  only  the  need  for  attaching  some  par- 
ticular child  to  one  of  our  library  groups,  but  a desirable  center  for  establishing  a 
Home  Library. 


HOME  LIBRARIES  IX  CITY 

THE  AIM.  To  encourage  an  appreciative  love  of  reading  and  simple  amusements  in  the  home, 
which  shall  make  it  a center  of  recreation  and  influence,  not  only  in  itself  but  for  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

A bookcase  containing  fifteen  books  is  placed  in  the  home  of  each  child 
librarian,  and  a group  of  ten  children  meets  there  weekly  with  a volunteer  visitor 
who  is  in  constant  touch  with  the  trained  supervisor  of  this  department.  Books 
are  exchanged  and  discussed,  and  opinions  recorded,  followed  by  games  or  a 
social  good  time.  Stamp  saving  is  encouraged,  excursions  are  made  to  interesting 
places,  especially  in  the  summer;  but  all  is  done  at  slight  expense,  as  an  uncon- 
scious lesson  in  simple  and  inexpensive  pleasures.  The  supervisor,  or  visitor,  as 
a family  friend,  often  finds  chances  to  help  in  bettering  family  or  neighborhood 
conditions. 

Books  are  carefully  read  beforehand  and  accepted  or  condemned  on  the 
score  of  interest,  language,  nonsectarian  character,  and  general  value.  Sets  of 
books  pass  from  one  library  to  another  about  every  three  months. 

Children  composing  the  groups  vary  in  age  from  six  to  eighteen  years.  Even- 
ing meetings  are  arranged  for  working  girls  and  boys. 


PLACING-OUT  DEPARTMENT 

Children  who  cannot  receive  proper  care  in  their  own  homes  are  placed  in 
private  families  in  the  country  and  smaller  towns,  according 
Boarding  Homes,  to  their  age  and  needs,  — in  boarding  homes  at  $3  per  week  and 
Clothing  Homes,  clothing  if  under  one  year,  at  ^2.50  per  week  and  clothing  if 

Free  Homes.  over  one  year  old ; in  clothing  homes,  where  the  family  supplies 

Wage  Homes.  board  and  the  Society  clothing;  in  free  homes,  where  the 
Wage  Boarding  child  receives  board  and  clothing  in  return  for  its  work,  or  is 

Homes.  looked  upon  as  a son  or  daughter;  in  wage  homes,  where 

wages  are  paid  in  return  for  work ; in  homes  where  special 
rates  of  board  are  paid  for  very  delicate,  abnormal,  or  wayward  children;  also 
for  those  “under  observation”  for  short  periods.  Unmarried  mothers  and  infants 
are  sometimes  boarded  together  at  special  rates  for  convalescence  and  training. 
A few  older  boys  and  girls,  including  unmarried  mothers,  work  outside  and  pay 
their  own  board.  Certain  special  types  of  children  are  first  placed  in  temporary 
reception  boarding  homes  — usually  located  in  the  metropolitan  district  — until 
the  right  permanent  home  is  found.  The  policy  of  the  Society  is  to  make  these 
temporary  placements  as  short  as  possible.  Age  at  which  children  are  placed 
free  varies  according  to  size  and  capability,  need  for  schooling  or  training,  and 
other  considerations. 
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Wages  are  arranged  for  as  early  as  possible  because  of  their  educational  value 
and  encouragement  to  the  child. 

Full  schooling  is  given  to  practically  every  child  until  sixteen  years  of  age, 
with  higher  schooling  or  industrial  training  whenever  practicable.  Brothers  and 
sisters  are  generally  placed  together;  but  families  having  our  children  can  take 
no  others  from  public  or  private  agencies. 


THE  ESSENTIAL  STEPS  TO  GOOD  WORK 

I.  Searching  Investigation  of  Families  and  Careful  Decisions 
THE  AIM.  To  avoid  mistakes  and  transfers. 

All  applicants  for  children  answer  questions  as  to  age,  family,  occupation, 
church  connections,  employees  or  guests,  school,  neighborhood  and  industrial 
opportunities,  material  wellbeing,  housing,  preferences  as  to  child,  and  previous 
experience,  and  give  references.  Letters  of  inquiry  are  sent  to  these  references, 
and  to  other  independent  ones  in  the  neighborhood,  people  of  standing,  who  are 
assured  that  their  answers  will  be  treated  confidentially.  On  these  answers  and 
a preliminary  visit  of  investigation  are  based  the  first  approval  of  a home,  subject 
to  reconsideration  at  any  time  after  the  child  is  placed  there.  The  names  of 
applicants  are  referred  to  the  Confidential  Exchange  of  Information  to  ascertain 
whether  they  are  known  in  any  wa}’’  to  other  agencies. 


II.  Adaptability  of  Child  to  Family 

THE  AIM.  To  make  the  child  a full  and  permanent  member  of  one  family  or  community. 

Transfers  are  made  if  necessary  during  the  first  period  of  trial  and  observation, 
until  the  right  home  is  found,  then  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  child  there, 
even  at  greater  expense.  The  Society  is  constantly  watching  for  changing 
conditions  that  may  make  the  home  less  suitable,  especially  as  people  and  child 
grow  older. 


III.  Thorough  Supervision 

THE  AIM.  To  have  the  visitors  know  and  like  their  children  and  families,  and  to  have  these 
know,  like,  and  trust  the  visitors. 

Connections  are  established  between  visitor  and  child,  between  visitor  and 
family,  between  school  teacher,  minister,  and  child,  either  through  the  visitor 
or  the  head  of  the  family.  The  desire  of  the  Society  is  to  make  the  child  feel  that 
the  visitor  comes  as  his  or  her  friend  and  guest,  and  not  merely  as  the  guest  of 
the  family.  The  family  is  trained  to  look  on  the  visitor  as  a friend  and  helper 
with  whom  they  co-operate  in  the  care  of  the  child,  and  to  whom  absolute  frank- 
ness is  due.  The  tastes  and  abilities  of  the  children  are  studied  with  a view  to 
their  higher  education,  vocational  training,  amusements,  social  relations,  and 
temptations.  The  building  up  of  physical  health,  character,  good  sense,  self- 
reliance,  and  industrial  efficiency  are  the  ends  toward  which  family  and  visitor 
work. 

The  visitors  are  also  called  upon  to  handle  with  great  care  the  problems  that 
arise  in  connection  with  the  children’s  own  parents  and  other  relatives.  In  some 
instances,  because  of  the  depravity  of  the  parents,  all  contacts  are  cut  off;  in 
others  the  parents’  unfitness  may  not  be  a permanent  factor,  so  that  frequent 
visiting  to  the  foster  homes  where  the  children  are  placed  is  encouraged  and 
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insisted  upon.  The  Society  does  not  aim  to  reliev'e  parents  of  their  just  responsi- 
bilities, and  therefore  expects  them  to  co-operate  in  every  right  way  to  see  that 
the  conditions  which  brought  the  children  in  the  first  place  are  removed  if  that 
is  at  all  possible.  It  is  especially  the  visitor’s  task  to  make  sure  that  no  obstacles 
or  discouragements  are  offered  to  parents  in  the  way  of  too  distant  placements, 
of  unco-operative  foster  mothers  or  arbitrary  visiting  regulations.  An  important 
part  of  the  Society’s  work  is  for  children  whose  parents,  through  no  moral  fault 
of  their  own,  come  to  us  for  aid,  and  every  care  is  exercised  to  ease  the  stress  of 
the  separation  periods. 


RECORDS  AND  RESEARCH 

THE  AIM.  Thorough  knowledge  of  present  treatment  and  guidance  for  the  future. 

Full  records,  carefully  indexed,  are  kept  in  each  department.  Important 
decisions,  observation,  experiments  with  their  success  and  failure,  are  fully  and 
faithfully  recorded,  making  a complete  and  living  history  of  each  child,  its  sur- 
roundings, and  the  influences  brought  to  bear  on  it. 

A research  worker  is  collating  and  comparing  these  experiences  and  making 
them  available  for  instruction  as  to  methods,  and  for  a study  of  causes  and 
tendencies. 


MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  AND  TREATMENT  WORK 

The  medical  examination  and  treatment  of  the  children  is  carried  on  in 
co-operation  with  careful  physicians.  The  health  of  all  the  children  in  the  families 
that  come  to  us,  whether  the  children  are  removed  or  not,  is  considered  by  the 
visitors,  and  no  child  is  considered  ready  to  benefit  by  our  family  care  until  it 
has  received  such  special  treatment  as  the  examining  physicians  deem  necessary.

Since  the  foundation  of  the  Society  many  legacies,  bequests,  and 
special  gifts  have  come  from  friends  — their  names  appear  below  — 
who  have  taken  this  means  of  helping  needy  children.

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It  is  best  that  a Society  such  as  this  should  have  to  depend  upon 
the  general  contributing  public  for  a large  part  of  its  yearly  receipts, 
for  in  this  way  it  is  most  likely  to  meet  changing  needs  and  condi- 
tions, and  be  eliminated  if  its  services  are  of  no  value.  If,  however, 
the  income  from  the  endowTnent  could  be  increased  to  one  third  or 
one  half  of  the  total  expenditures,  the  budget  planning  would  then 
be  put  on  a stable  basis,  and  the  administrative  work  could  be 
executed  with  greater  certainty.

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A TRUE  SOCIAL  WORKER 


WHEN  HARVEY  H.  BAKER,  Judge  of  the  Boston  Juvenile 
Court,  died  in  April,  social  workers  lost  one  of  their  strongest 
members,  and  the  Juvenile  Court  its  best  exponent.  The  year 
cannot  be  closed  without  a special  tribute  to  his  unstinted  and 
unsparing  services.  A year  ago  he  was  actively  with  us  in  all  our 
projects. 

In  his  passing  there  was  removed  a friend,  modest,  unselfish, 
pure  in  heart,  honest  with  himself  and  with  others;  a wise  and  help- 
ful counsellor,  a sincere  believer  in  the  goodness  of  men;  one  who 
was  slow  to  criticize,  active  in  his  sympathies,  spiritual  in  his 
approach  to  every  social  question ; a true  advocate  of  the  distressed ; 
a real  knight  on  the  open  highway  of  life. 

His  quiet,  forceful’ personality  combined  so  many  of  the  quali- 
ties that  make  for  the  true  social  worker.  He  proved  the  need 
and  the  value  of  those  who  find  it  possible  to  withdraw  from  fields 
of  gain  in  order  that  they  may  devote  all  their  talents  to  the  better- 
ing of  life  about  them.  Although  he  spoke  quietly,  he  always 
spoke  bravely  in  protest  against  social  conditions  that  unmake 
men.  He  truly  followed  the  admonition  that  the  good  citizen 
must  seek  the  truth  and  the  light;  must  present  an  open  mind  to 
each  new  wayfarer  with  a message  of  hope,  although  the  wayfarer 
may  express  his  message  in  uncouth  ways. 

Social  work  was  to  him  a distinct  profession  and  its  practitioners 
those  who  after  careful  theoretical  and  practical  training  were, 
with  sympathy  balanced  by  reason  and  judgment,  engaged  in  the 
task  of  interpreting,  treating,  and  presenting  society’s  individual  and 
collective  maladjustments.  He  comprehended  with  rare  ability  the 
relation  between  cause  and  effect  in  the  problems  that  came  to  him, 
and  the  necessity  of  the  best  training  and  experience  in  their 
adequate  handling. 

To  him  it  was  clear  that  “each  man  is  a revolutionist  in  consider- 
ing the  things  he  knows  best;’’  and  he  fully  understood  that  these 
are  times  when  young  men  and  women  prophesy,  when  old  men 
dream  dreams  and  when  young  men  see  visions  for  the  good  of 
mankind  as  a whole. 
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THE  SERVICES  AND  INTERPRETATIONS 
OE  THE  YEAR* 


Applications  from  one  thousand  and  seventeen  families, 
involving  2,035  children,  were  received  during 
1,017  families  the  year.  Of  this  latter  number  we  gave  advice, 
brought  their  oversight  or  special  care  in  foster  homes  to  755 
children’s  prob-  children.  With  the  201  children  carried  over  in 
lems  to  us.  families  from  the  previous  year,  and  the  493 
children  supervised  in  Home  Libraries,  the 
Society  rendered  special  services  to  1,449  children. 

A survey  of  the  causative  factors  prominent  in  those  who  came 
to  us  asking  for  our  assistance  show  sickness. 
Some  of  the  ignorance,  low  wages,  overcrowded  tenements, 
reasons  why  lack  of  normal  recreation,  unsocial  industries, 
there  are  needy  lack  of  opportunities  for  spiritual  development, 
children.  shiftlessness  and  alcoholism  repeating  themselves 

over  and  over.  Our  services  avail  often,  but 
again  how  often  something  is  required  which  is  beyond  our  single 
control;  in  fact,  a very  overturning  of  some  of  our  social  forces 
being  needed  if  what  is  right  is  to  be  brought  about,  if  what  is  just 
is  to  come  to  men.  People  cry  out  for  lack  of  both  spiritual  and 
bodily  food  who  are  neither  vicious  nor  shiftless,  and  yet  are  not 
helped.

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Temporary  Home  for  Children,  after  a long  and 
careful  inquiry,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
dissolved  their  corporation.  The  Home  had  been  in  existence  for 
a great  many  years.  Under  its  very  broad  charter  it  had  received 
gifts  for  a variety  of  purposes.  The  directors  divided  the  endow- 
ment amongst  certain  social  agencies  in  Boston.  To  this  Society 
they  gave  approximately  one  half,  this  portion  being  restricted 
as  to  principal,  and  to  be  known  as  the  Gwynne  Temporary  Home 
Trust  Fund.  The  income  is  to  be  used  so  far  as  possible  for  a 
special  work  for  unmarried  mothers  and  their  babies,  and  children. 

The  Supreme  Court,  in  granting  the  petition  for  the  dissolution 
of  the  Gwynne  Temporary  Home,  also  granted 
the  request  of  the  directors  that  an  annuity  be 
paid  to  the  former  trusted  matron  of  the  Home 
through  her  life.  This  action  by  Supreme  Court 
sets  a precedent  which  may  in  time  have  some 
bearing  on  the  question  of  the  responsibility  of 
directors  of  charitable  corporations  for  the  health 
and  well  being  of  their  workers. 

A second  responsibility  came  through  the  agreement  entered 
into  by  the  Society  with  the  trustees  of  the 
This  Society  Huntington  Institute  for  Orphan  Children,  organ- 
becomes  agent  ized  during  the  year,  whereby  this  Society  agreed 
of  newly  formed  to  act  as  agent  for  the  Institute  in  caring  for  such

Mr.  Huntington  died  in  1866,  only  three  years  after  the  founding 
of  this  Society,  but  the  special  charitable  trust  which  he  provided 
for  did  not  become  operative  until  1915.  The  trustees  of  the 
Institute  are  directors  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Aid  Society,  but 
there  is  nothing  in  the  charter  of  the  Institute  that  binds  it  to  this 
Society.

The  trustees  of  the  Huntington  Institute  made  a payment  of 
$5,590.47  during  the  year,  which  partly  supported 
no  orphan  children  coming  under  the  terms  of 
the  trust.  This  assistance  to  the  Society  came 
at  an  opportune  time,  and  prevented  the  neces- 
sity of  the  directors  making  a very  serious  cut 
in  the  work  planned  for  the  year.

In  January  the  directors  of  the  Massachusetts  Babies’  Hospital, 
incorporated  in  1867  and  formerly  known  as 
the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum,  requested  us, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
to  take  over  their  funds,  staff  and  work.  The 
services  of  the  two  organizations  are  so  inter- 
related and  the  methods  so  similar  that  it  was 
felt  a combination  would  be  an  economy  to  the 
community  and  result  in  a more  efficient  handling  of  problems  of 
need.  The  Hospital  has  a long  and  highly  creditable  record  in 
the  field  of  infant  welfare  work.  Its  example  of  giving  family 
care  for  babies  was  long  in  advance  of  the  methods  followed  by 
most  children’s  agencies.  At  the  1914  Boston  Conference  on 
Infant  Mortality  the  Hospital  was  singled  out  and  given  special 
praise  for  its  work  in  caring  for  young  babies  in  family  homes. 
It  is  expected  that  a decision  will  be  made  by  the  Supreme  Court 
early  in  1916,  so  that  this  new  year  on  which  we  have  entered  may 
see  the  consummation  of  this  plan  for  merging.

This  Society  has 
met  the  expense  of  finding  the  families,  of  super- 
vising them  and  of  granting  in  certain  instances 
small  weekly  subsidies  to  insure  the  continued 
use  of  the  homes  by  the  courts.  Several  of  the 
homes  have  been  used  interchangeably  with  our  own  Placing-out 
Department  for  the  use  of  difficult  or  emergency  cases,  and  in  some 
such  instances,  because  of  more  constant  use,  the  foster  women 
have  been  paid  only  $7.00  a week.

possible  to  provide  in  a family.  The  advantages  of  the  Boston 
system  are  its  individual  treatment  of  the  children,  and  the  emphasis 
on  the  child’s  home  as  the  stopping  place  pending  hearing.  The 
economy  of  the  service  to  the  community  is  also  another  strong 
point. 


Most  of  the  children  for  whom  the  court  detention  families  were 
not  considered  adequate  were  over  sixteen  years 
of  age,  and  in  some  instances  over  seventeen. 
Under  the  Massachusetts  law  the  juvenile  courts 
have  supervision  of  children  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  courts  before  their  seventeenth 
birthday.  This,  of  course,  means  that  frequently 
the  courts  are  giving  probationary  care  to  boys

THOSE  IN  OUR  SPECIAL  CARE 

On  October  i,  1914,  the  Society  had  201  children  under  care  in 
family  homes.  Two  hundred  and  seventeen 
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418  children  in  children  and  young  unmarried  mothers  with 
special  fami-  their  babies  were  received  during  the  year,  this 
lies  — 217  re-  being  an  increase  of  49  over  the  number  received 
ceived  during  the  year  before.  One  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
year.  children  were  discharged,  making  a total  of  418 

children  or  young  mothers  cared  for,  and  leaving 
us  with  250  children  in  care  on  October  i,  1915.  Of  those  in  charge 
at  the  close  of  the  year  more  than  three  fifths  were  in  boarding 
families. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Society  received  from  the  parents  or 
relatives  of  the  children  a very  small  portion  of 
Only  small  the  total  amount  spent  for  board,  clothes  and 
part  of  expenses  medical  care.  The  Society  was  reimbursed  in 
covered  by  full  for  50  children  and  partially  reimbursed  for 
parents.  162  children,  there  being  a group  of  187  who  had 

to  be  supported  entirely  out  of  our  general 
fund. 


The  average  number  of  children  in  care  in  families  throughout 
the  year  was  251.  Five  visitors  gave  their  whole 
time,  and  two  visitors  half  time  each,  to  the 
work  of  supervising  these  children  in  families, 
with  an  average  of  a little  more  than  40  children 
per  visitor.  The  average  was  exceeded  in  the 
case  of  the  visitor  who  is  largely  responsible 
for  the  older  boys.

Mission  in  its  announced  program  of  specializing  in  care  for  sickly 
children  in  need  of  convalescent  care  in  families,  will  be  doing  a most 
helpful  and  needed  service. 


The  unusual  facilities  offered  in  Boston  for  the  study  of  sus- 
pected mental  cases  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  each 
year  the  different  societies  report  a larger  number 
of  defective  or  border  line  defective  children 
coming  to  them  for  care.  Eleven  per  cent  of 
the  new  children  received  by  us  during  the  year 
were  either  feeble-minded  or  suspected  of  being 
so.  We  gave  short  time  care  pending  commit- 
ment to  the  known  defectives,  and  special  ob- 
servation under  normal  conditions  to  the  suspected  defectives, 
the  ultimate  findings  in  a certain  number  of  instances  leading  to  a 
diagnoses  of  defectiveness,  and  admission  to  the  State  school  for 
the  feeble-minded  at  Wrentham.

ward. The  line  between  the  wayward  and  ex- 
posed cannot  be  a wholly  distinct  one,  and  is  generally  drawn  in 
favor  of  the  child  in  the  first  diagnosis.  Moreover,  as  the  reception 
inquiries  become  more  thorough,  so  many  causes  are  brought  to 
light  that  one  cannot  designate  a person  as  wayward  or  delinquent 
or  exposed  as  readily  as  was  done  years  ago,  when  inquiries  were 
less  careful. 


UNMARRIED  MOTHERS 

Each  year  increases  our  work  for  unmarried  mothers.  At  the 
present  time  this  Society  is  receiving  applications 
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Each  year  sees  involving  unmarried  mothers  living  within  a 
increase  in  our  radius  of  twenty-five  miles  of  Boston,  although 
problems.  exceptions  are  made  in  unusual  instances  where 

assistance  seems  imperative  and  there  is  no  one 
else  to  give  it. 


During  the  year  172  unmarried  mothers  were  brought  to  our 
attention.  Of  this  number  we  were  responsible 
Three  times  as  for  130,  care  and  supervision  being  given  either 
many  mothers  in  the  homes  of  the  mothers,  in  families  of  our 
under  age  of  selection  involving  expenses  which  were  largely 
twenty  came  our  responsibility,  or  in  institutions,  especially 
than  in  previous  schools  for  the  feeble-minded.

under  twenty  years  of  age  as  came  to  us  during 
the  previous  year.  This  does  not  indicate  an  increase  in  illegiti- 
macy, but  rather  that  the  community  is  more  alert  to  such  prob- 
lems and  better  informed  as  to  the  agencies  fitted  to  handle  them. 


In  eleven  instances  there  was  a diagnosis  of  feeble-mindedness, 
with  a recommendation  for  commitment  to  an 
Feeble-minded-  institution  for  the  feeble-minded.  In  seventeen 
ness  a constant  other  instances  mental  defect  was  suspected, 
factor.  but  further  observation  was  needed  before  there 

could  be  any  positive  diagnosis.  Certain  mothers 
of  the  latter  type  and  their  children  who  are  now  in  care  of  the 
Society  present  the  enormously  difficult  task  of  fitting  into  the 
community  individuals  who  do  not  belong  there,  but  for  whom 
there  is  no  other  provision.  Fourteen  of  these  mothers  reported 
two  children;  three-  mothers,  three  children;  two  mothers,  four 
children;  and  one  mother,  five  children.  Many  of  the  mothers 
suffered  from  some  venereal  disease.

families.  Three  feeble-minded  mothers  were  boarded  in

Two 
other  mothers  who  afterward  proved  to  be  feeble-minded  were 
taken  with  no  very  hopeful  feelings,  but  because  the  right  places 
for  them  could  not  be  determined  upon  without  more  study.  These 
are  waiting  commitment  to  State  institutions.  They  have  done 
fairly  well  for  some  months  with  careful  following-up,  though  they 
are  quite  unable  to  care  for  or  plan  for  themselves.  Three  more 
mothers  are  suspected  of  feeble-mindedness.  The  first  of  these 
was  removed  by  her  family,  who  can  give  her  a fair  home.  The 
second,  a colored  girl  of  fifteen,  is  boarded  with  her  baby  under 
observation,  and  the  third,  a woman  of  twenty-nine,  is  doing  well 
at  housework  and  supporting  the  child  who  is  with  her,  three  other 
children  being  cared  for  outside  of  our  Society. 

In  the  remaining  27  instances  five  mothers  and  babies  were 
placed  apart  in  the  beginning  and  22  were  placed

Out  of  thirteen  mothers  working  in  families  nine  are  supporting 
their  children  wholly  or  partially.  One  teaches 
and  supports  hers  entirely.  Another  works  in  a 
factory  and  pays  part  board,  and  the  child  of 
another  factory  girl,  Jewish,  is  paid  for  by  the 
child’s  father  through  the  court,  the  mother  still 
keeping  her  love  for  the  child  and  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility. Fifteen  of  the  33  mothers  are  doing 
well,  and  some  of  the  most  hopeful  have  more

than  one  illegitimate  child. 
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The  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Boston  Dispensary  made 
a study  of  fifty  unmarried  mothers  referred  by  the 
Study  of  Dispensary  to  this  Society  for  analysis  and  care, 

unmarried  and  in  which  some  of  the  foregoing  mothers  are 

mothers  made  included.  Not  all  these  mothers  were  placed  in 
by  Dispensary,  families  with  their  babies.  In  31  instances  where 
this  Society  had  entire  supervision,  23  gave 
satisfactory  results.  The  concluding  paragraphs  of  the  study  are 
worth  quoting: — * 

*“The  study  of  the  records  is  a most  interesting  one.  Where  there  was  anything  in  the 
girl  that  would  cause  her  to  respond  when  a chance  was  given  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  has 
seemed  to  give  her  that  chance;  but  where  the  fault  lay  irremediably  in  the  girl  herself,  in  her 
own  character  and  personality,  failure  was  inevitable. 

How  necessary  then  to  know  what  types  of  girls  we  are  dealing  with.  It  is  comparatively 
easy  to  pick  out  our  bright  girls  and  those  who  are  obviously  feeble-minded;  but  the  girl  who 
is  neither  bright  nor  obviously  feeble-minded,  what  is  to  become  of  her?  There  is  probably 
no  one  as  yet  ready  to  answer  this  question.  Do  we  not,  in  the  near  future,  need  to  make  much 
finer  discrimination  in  the  near-defective  class?  This  we  must  do  if  we  are  to  have  any  basis 
for  judging  the  possibilities  inherent  in  our  girls,  and  those  in  our  special  care.” 


THE  TASK  OF  FINDING  THE  RIGHT  FAMILY 
FOR  EACH  CHILD 

The  Society  does  not  maintain  an  institution.  Its  children 
are  cared  for  in  families  selected  with  great  care. 
These  families,  which  are  under  the  supervision 
of  trained  visitors,  are  laboratories  in  which 
many  types  of  dependent,  neglected,  delinquent 
and  border  line  defective  children,  and  unmarried 
mothers,  are  being  studied  and  aided.  This 
year  we  present  for  the  first  time  a series  of  facts 
about  these  families  which  picture  more  clearly  than  we  have  done 
in  the  past,  just  what  is  involved  in  our  work  of  adjusting  different 
children  to  different  family  homes.

applications  were  made  during  the  year  by  people 
who  wished  to  have  us  place  children  with  them 
for  care.  Of  these  295  were  disapproved,  re- 
fused or  withdrawn  without  investigation  by  our 
office.  There  is  a marked  distinction  between 
homes  which  must  be  disapproved  because  of 
drink,  immorality  and  general  unfitness  such  as 
slack  and  dirty  housekeeping,  unreliability,  un- 
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scrupulousness  about  overworking  boys  and  girls  to  whom  free 
wage  homes  are  supplied,  and  those  which  are  merely  disqualified 
by  the  makeup  of  the  family.  As  for  instance,  the  presence  of  a 
son  or  daughter  of  an  age  dangerous  to  the  boy  or  girl  under  con- 
sideration for  placement;  the  presence  of  boarders  or  lodgers;  the 
want  of  a man  in  the  family  for  older  boys,  and  the  presence  of 
unmarried  male  relatives,  or  a sickly  woman  at  the  head  of  the 
house  where  an  older  girl  is  under  consideration ; the  extreme  youth 
or  age  of  the  applicants;  limited  quarters;  dependence  on  board 
as  a source  of  income,  or  too  great  distance  from  Boston  for  girls 
or  boarding  children.  The  latter  homes  are  refused  but  not  dis- 
approved. 

Every  application  from  potential  foster  parents  is  registered 
with  the  Confidential  Exchange,  and  those  on 
To  select  which  no  investigation  is  made  are  simply  in- 

wisely  is  an  dexed  on  small  cards  with  sufficient  information 

exacting  task.  to  identify  them.  All  that  have  applied  to  or 
been  used  by  other  agencies  are  immediately  re- 
ferred back  to  these  agencies.  One  fourth  of  the  applications 
made  were  withdrawn.  Some  of  these  were  not  heard  from  after 
the  first  letter  of  application.  Others  were  withdrawn  before  the 
investigation  was  completed,  or  directly  after,  for  some  good  and 
sufficient  reason.  A small  number  of  homes  which  had  been  in 
regular  use  for  a long  time  were  withdrawn,  but  their  loss  was  made 
good  by  the  return  to  our  service  of  about  the  same  number  of 
foster  homes  that  had  been  withdrawn  in  previous  years. 

Of  the  8ii  applications  received  from  potential  foster  parents 
the  larger  proportion  were  from  people  living  in 
Majority  of  single  houses,  which  means  that  most  of  these 

applicants  lived  families  have  yards  or  gardens  with  good  space  for 
in  single  play.  Most  of  the  applicants  were  church  at- 

houses.  tendants,  many  of  them  church  members.  Only 

a small  number  were  non-church  going.  The 
latter  homes  are  less  likely  to  be  used,  even  if  other  conditions  are 
pretty  favorable. 

Of  the  314  different  foster  families  which  we  used  last  year  in  the 
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performance  of  our  work,  257  were  located  in 
Only  a few  Massachusetts,  the  remaining  57  were  scattered 
of  our  children  over  the  four  other  New  England  states,  and 
outside  of  state,  were  with  few  exceptions  farm  homes.  Two 
thirds  of  these  families  were  located  within  twenty- 
five  miles  of  Boston,  and  practically  all  of  the  children  boarded 
were  placed  in  this  latter  group  of  homes. 


Fear  is  frequently  expressed  that  the  child-placing  societies 
are  constantly  placing  their  children  in  communi- 
ties already  overcrowded  with  other  children  who 
have  been  separated  from  their  parents.  It  is 
interesting  to  know,  therefore,  that  the  314  foster 
homes  which  we  used  were  located  in  142  cities 
and  towns  scattered  over  New  England.  It  is 
our  belief  that  the  other  important  children’s 
societies  have  their  children  equally  well  scattered. 
In  another  year  it  may  be  possible  for  a number  of  the  placing 
societies  to  give  information  on  this  point,  naming  in  each  instance 
the  cities  and  towns  they  have  used.

The  family  plan  of  care,  or  placing-out  work,  as  it  is  called  in 
contrast  with  institutional  care,  measures  its 
efficiency  as  its  supply  of  high  grade  family 
homes  is  equal  to  the  demand  for  children  of  every 
age,  class  and  condition,  and  requires  a constant 
intake  of  new  homes,  as  well  as  careful  super- 
vision of  those  already  in  use.  To  insure  such 
supervision  for  the  future,  each  new  home  is  to  be 
reviewed  at  the  end  of  its  first  three  months  of  use  by  the  visitor 
in  charge  of  the  home,  in  conference  with  the  supervisor  of  the 
Placing-out  Department  and  the  person  who  is  directing  the  home 
finding  work.  The  foster  homes  already  tested  through  use  by 
the  Society  are  further  reported  on  as  they  are  used  by  the  different 
visitors,  for  the  purpose  of  throwing  light  on  the  home  and  com- 
munity situation  as  it  develops  from  month  to  month.  Due  to 
lack  of  time  and  clerical  assistance  this  reporting  on  homes  has  not 
been  as  complete  and  up-to-date  as  we  hope  to  make  it.

convenient  suburbs  for  boys  and  girls  attending  special  schools, 
or  taking  vocational  training  or  beginning  their  work  of  self-support ; 
free  homes  or  school  homes,  in  which  boys  and  girls  can  earn  their 
own  way;  wage  homes  in  the  country  or  on  farms  for  boys;  con- 
veniently located  wage  homes  where  girls  can  support  themselves 
and  at  the  same  time  have  the  family  life  and  place  in  the  com- 
munity which  their  youth  naturally  desires  and  demands  for  them, 
the  same  type  of  homes  for  unmarried  mothers  with  their  babies; 
emergency  and  observation  homes  for  short  periods  of  time;  and 
the  special  group  of  homes  in  the  city  itself  for  the  care  of  boys 
and  girls  under  detention  from  the  Juvenile  Court. 

Advertising  in  local  papers,  appeals  to  individuals  who  have  a 
wide  knowledge  of  the  community,  and  innumerable  personal  visits 
to  chosen  localities  are  among  the  important  means  which  have 
been  used  to  secure  homes  which  will  meet  our  needs. 


Two  trips  were  made  by  the  person  directing  the  home  finding 
work,  covering  about  a week  each  of  time,  in  a 
Our  special  search  for  suitable  family  homes  for  boys,  and 
efforts  to  get  during  the  first  trip  23  homes  were  investigated

boys.  used.  The  second  trip  was  made  for  the  purpose 

of  finding  farm  homes  for  Catholic  boys,  and  a 
section  of  Vermont  was  chosen  which  included  24  towns  with 
Catholic  churches  or  missions.  The  assistant  traveled  699  miles 
by  rail  and  225  miles  by  auto  and  carriage.  Fifty-five  homes  were 
investigated,  and  about  fifty  other  calls  were  made,  including 
thirteen  to  priests.  One  fourth  of  the  towns,  which  were  largely 
manufacturing,  had  Catholic  populations  that  were  almost  entirely 
foreign.  In  another  group  the  farms  were  small  and  there  were 
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large  families  of  own  children.  The  remaining  towns  had  large 
and  fertile  farms,  a fair  proportion  being  owned  by  Catholics. 
They  offer  unusual  opportunities  for  boys.  These  places,  however, 
are  already  much  in  use  by  children’s  organizations  located  in 
New  York  State. 


Many  mixed  marriages  were  found  in  these  farm  regions.  The 
priests  visited  reported  that  they  could  not  ap-

they  would  prefer  to  recommend  certain  Protest- 
ant neighbors  who  were  themselves  church  going  and  would  make 
sure  that  boys  in  their  homes  attended  their  own  Catholic  church. 
The  old  Irish-American  stock  which  has  been  long  settled  in  certain 
parts  of  Vermont  has  more  or  less  died  out,  but  a very  good  grade 
of  intelligent,  hard  working  French-Canadians  are  taking  their 
places.  A number  of  other  homes  were  visited  and  found  to  meas- 
ure up  well  to  our  standards. 


In  addition  to  the  above  trips  individual  visitors  have  made 
search  in  special  localities  for  homes  required  for 
Many  weeks  children  who  were  in  the  higher  schools,  or  who 
spent  in  search  had  such  ties  in  these  communities  that  it  was 
for  good  homes,  deemed  a misfortune  to  even  think  of  breaking 
them.  In  pursuit  of  such  special  homes  many 
visits  were  made  and  many  letters  sent  to  clergymen,  teachers, 
our  own  foster  homes  and  other  persons  who  might  be  able  to  recom- 
mend suitable  homes  for  the  special  purpose  in  mind.  At  least 
five  of  our  visitors  spent  a great  many  weeks  in  this  kind  of  home 
, finding  work.

The  different  societies 
pretty  generally  refuse  an  applicant  who  has 
already  applied  to  another  society.  If  after  a proper  length  of  time 
the  society  making  the  first  investigation  is  not  able  to  use  the 
applicant’s  home,  recommendation  for  its  use  is  made  to  some  other 
society. 

Foster  homes  approved  by  the  Society  have  been  loaned  in  a 
number  of  instances  to  other  children’s  agencies  for  some  special 
purpose,  and  also  to  agencies  not  doing  child-placing  work,  but  who 
required  the  use  of  family  homes  for  varying  periods  of  time. 


Thirteen  families  do  emergency  work  for  the  Society.  They  are 
prepared  to  receive  children  on  immediate  notice 
Emergency  for  short  periods  of  time  pending  decisions  or 
homes  for  our  other  placing  in  more  permanent  homes,  with 
own  use.  the  understanding  that  special  physical  attention 

or  any  other  emergency  need  shall  be  met  by  the 
foster  parents.  Two  of  the  thirteen  foster  mothers  are  trained 
nurses.  Two  others  have  had  considerable  experience  in  nursing 
without  special  training.  All  of  the  homes  are  conveniently  located  . 
From  $5.00  to  $7.00  a week  has  been  paid  for  each  child  in  these 
emergency  homes,  with  special  allowance  for  peculiarly  difficult 
children. 


In  March  the  Society  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the 
Boston  Dispensary  whereby  a Preventive  Clinic 
for  children  was  formed.  This  clinic  carries  out 
the  idea  of  certain  physicians  and  social  workers 
that  the  equipment  of  the  hospitals  and  dis- 
pensaries in  the  city  of  Boston  should  be  utilized 
for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  a group  of 
children  who  heretofore  have  not  enjoyed  the 
advantages  of  the  group  examination  plan.  This 
Society  and  the  Massachusetts  Babies’  Hospital

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contribute  toward  the  maintenance  of  the  clinic.  All  of  our  boys 
and  all  of  the  girls  under  twelve  years  of  age  are  examined  at  the 
Dispensary.  The  facilities  there  make  possible  searching  examini- 
nations  and  treatments,  for  the  examiners  are  in  constant  touch 
with  the  other  physicians  working  in  the  different  clinics.  So 
far  the  experiment  has  been  a success.  The  value  of  the  co-opera- 
tion of  specialist  with  the  physician  making  the  general  examination 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  special  examinations  were  called  for 
in  a large  number  of  cases.  The  fact  that  all  these  physicians  are 
in  the  Dispensary  building  at  the  same  time  is  a valuable  and  time 
saving  feature.

Dr.  Coppinger’s  work  for  this  group 
in  her  own  office  has  therefore  been  of  very  great  value.  Out  of  the 
, 180  girls  examined  95  were  in  need  of  special  and  frequent  treat- 
ment, largely  for  syphilis  or  gonorrhea.  They  paid  630  visits  to 
the  doctor’s  office.  These  contacts  were  made  without  urging 
or  stress,  but  were  a most  important  part  of  our  service.

The  most  important  service  we  render  as  a Society  is  to  show 
that  the  constructive  forces  within  the  average 
Habit  of  read-  family,  if  properly  directed,  are  tremendous  in 
ing  good  books  their  power  and  effect.  The  Home  Libraries  do 
developed.  a work  for  children  in  their  homes  that  is  quite 

distinct  from  all  the  other  services  we  render  as  a 
Society.  The  children  stand  in  a different  relationship  from  that 
of  the  other  children  coming  to  us.  The  work  of  the  Libraries 
relates  to  the  training  of  children  in  habits  of  good  reading,  the 
development  of  personal  initiative  and  thrift,  of  cleanliness,  the 
showing  of  the  value  and  significance  of  amusements  within  the 
home,  and  the  desirability  of  using  the  home  as  a meeting  place 
for  social  gatherings.

Other  studies  are  to  follow  within  the  year,  the 
immediate  ones  being  “A  study  of  certain  homes  used  by  the 
Society  for  the  care  of  children,  and  which  were  later  disapproved.” 
“A  study  of  300  families  of  high  standards  which  have  cared  for 
and  trained  our  children;  families  which  are  typical  of  the  work 
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that  is  being  done  by  the  child-placing  group  in  Massachusetts,” 
and  “A  study  of  the  public  school  facilities  available  for  our  chil- 
dren placed  in  families.”  These  three  studies  are  to  be  followed  by 
others,  and  will  offer  a lot  of  material  in  explanation  of  the  family 
home  plan  of  care  in  contrast  to  the  institution  plan. 


FINANCES 

The  budget  for  the  year,  amounting  to  $64,679.23,  was  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  Society.  Of  this 
Largest  annual  amount  we  spent  $38,252.80  directly  in  the  care  of 
expenditure  in  children  for  board,  medical  care,  clothing,  tuition, 
our  history.  and  supervision,  or  59%  of  our  total  budget. 

The  rest  of  the  expenditures  were  largely  for  the 
study,  analysis,  and  supervision  of  many  of  the  2,035  children  who 
applied  to  us  — but  who  were  not  placed  in  foster  families. 


The  receipts  for  the  year  were  $2,964.54  less  than  expenditures, 
making  necessary  an  appropriation  of  an  equal 
We  spent  amount  from  our  unrestricted  funds.

Since  the  foundation  of  the  Society  many  legacies,  bequests,  and 
special  gifts  have  come  from  friends  — their  names  appear  below  — 
who  have  taken  this  means  of  helping  needy  children.  The  total 
annual  income  from  these  gifts  is  now  approximately  $15,000,  or 
about  one-fifth  of  our  yearly  budget. 

It  is  best  that  a Society  such  as  this  should  have  to  depend  upon 
the  general  contributing  public  for  a large  part  of  its  yearly  receipts, 
for  in  this  way  it  is  most  likely  to  meet  changing  needs  and  condi- 
tions, and  be  eliminated  if  its  services  are  of  no  value.  If,  however, 
the  income  from  the  endowment  could  be  increased  to  one  third  or 
one  half  of  the  total  expenditures  and  the  endowment  itself  be 
unrestricted  as  to  use  the  budget  planning  would  then  be  put  on 
a stable  basis,  and  the  administrative  work  could  be  executed  with 
greater  certainty. 
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Bequests  or  gifts  will  be  carefully  supervised,  and  special 
requests  observed.  We  recognize  with  sincere  appreciation  all 
the  help  that  has  come  to  the  Society  in  this  way.

In  writing  a few  words  about  our  work  for  the  last  year,  my  first 
feeling  is  one  of  gratitude  to  the  many  generous  friends  who 
have  made  it  possible  -by  their  aid  for  us  to  carry  on  the  greatly 
increased  volume  of  work  which  has  come  to  us.  The  increase 
in  our  expenses  from  So, 800. 00  in  1883-1884  to  over  $85,000.00 
in  1915-1916,  gives  some  idea  of  the  expansion  of  our  activities. 


Great  responsibilities  have  been  given  us,  new  avenues  of  usefulness 
have  opened  for  us,  and  we  have  been  fortunate  in  being  chosen 
to  help  the  community  in  several  new  lines  of  child-helping 
work.  Since  our  last  report  the  Huntington  Institute  for 
Orphan  Children,  the  Gwynne  Temporary  Home  and  the 
Massachusetts  Babies’  Hospital  have  added  largely  to  our 
resources;  but  on  the  other  hand,  the  new  work  occasioned  by 
these  additional  responsibilities  more  than  balanced  the  receipts, 
and  we  again  confidently  appeal  to  our  friends  for  more  money 
to  meet  the  demands.

While  we  are 
working  along  some  new  lines  it  must  not  be  thought  that  we  are 
neglecting  the  original  object  of  the  Society, — the  care  of  way- 
ward boys  and  girls  of  Boston  and  vicinity.  Former  reports 
have  told  of  this  work,  which  takes  a large  part  of  the  time  of 
our  numerous  visitors.

during  the  year,  representing  an  increase  of  218 
3163  children  over  last  year’s  number.  Of  these  1235  families, 
dealt  with.  344  withdrew  their  applications  or  were  referred 

to  other  agencies  for  treatment.  In  all  of  our 
departments,  we  dealt  with  3163  children  exclusive  of  the  children 
in  the  group  of  344  families  noted  above. 

Our  merger  with  the  Massachusetts  Babies’  Hospital,  formerly 
known  as  the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum,  found - 
Work  of  Babies’  ed  and  incorporated  in  1867,  occurred  in  May, 
Hospital  trans-  this  plan  having  the  approval  of  the  Supreme 
f erred  to  us  in  Court.  This  concentrates  the  baby  work  of  the 
May.

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1.  No  indiscriminate  receiving  of  infants,  but  a purpose  to  “scrutinize  the  facts  in  each 
case  before  taking  entire  charge  of  any  child.”  TMs  differentiated  it  at  once  from  all  other  Found- 
ling Hospitals. 

2.  No  large  number  of  infants  under  one  roof,  babies  to  be  dispersed  as  widely  as  possible, 
never  more  than  thirty  together  at  any  one  time,  “if  so  many”. 

3.  Individual  treatment  of  each  child,  “for  whom  the  question  of  a little  care,  more  or 
less,  is  often  the  question  of  life  and  death.” 

4.  V/et  nurses  to  be  engaged  when  needed. 

5.  Babies  to  be  sent  out,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  to  adoption  and  boarding  families  and 
homes. 

6.  There  must  be  “an  agent  or  inspector  who  shall  visit  and  report  the  condition  of  children 
so  placed  out”  and  who  shall  also  find  homes  for  babies. 

7.  Expert  medical  supervision. 

Some  persons  interested  in  the  newly  organized  society  feared  that  it  might  increase 
immorality  by  making  it  easy  for  mothers  to  get  rid  of  their  babies.  To  which  the  answer  was 
made — “If  such  is  found  to  be  the  case,  then  we  must  abandon  or  modify  our  methods.”

These  few  summaries  indicate  the  extent  of  tuberculosis  and 
give  mute  testimony  to  a waste  of  suffering, 
The  extent  of  sorrow,  and  frequently  poverty: — 
the  disease  in 
some  families. 

(1)  Father’s  eleven  brothers  and  sisters  died  of  tuberculosis; 
(2)  Three  children,  arrested  cases,  mother  feeble-minded;  (3) 
Mother  and  her  tvvo  brothers;  (4)  A mother  and  her  baby;  (5) 
Mother  and  father,  father’s  father  and  aunt,  mother’s  uncle  and  four 
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great  uncles  and  one  great  aunt;  (6)  Mother,  her  two  children  who 
died,  and  her  sister;  (7)  Mother’s  father  and  an  uncle,  father’s  two 
uncles;  (8)  Mother,  her  grandmother  and  a great  uncle  and  aunt; 
(9)  Mother,  her  daughter  and  a baby  who  died;  (10)  Father  and 
mother  and  her  sister,  all  of  whom  died  of  the  disease. 

While  most  of  the  children  were  in  fair  physical  condition  when 
they  came  to  us,  many  were  in  serious  plight. 
Many  of  the  Some  were  blind,  one  was  deaf,  three  suffered 
children  were  in  from  congenital  bone  defects;  two  had  epilepsy; 
bad  physical  nine  were  heart  cases;  five  had  chorea;  others 
condition.  either  were  convalescing  from  tuberculosis  or 

were  threatened  with  it;  others  had  gonorrhea, 
including  eye  infections;  some  had  syphilis,  both  congenital  and 
acquired,  and  in  addition  to  these  there  were  the  mental  cases, — 
retarded  children,  the  suspected  feeble-minded  in  need  of  observation, 
and  one  bordering  on  insanity.  Not  included  in  this  array  are  the 
babies,  practically  all  of  whom  were  below  par  physically  or 
were  convalescing  when  they  came  to  us  and  therefore  needed  very 
special  medical  and  nursing  care. 

STATE  INSPECTIONS  OF  PRIVATE  INCORPORATED 

CHARITIES 

During  the  year  the  Society  was  inspected  by  the  State  Board 
of  Charity,  as  it  has  been  each  year  since  the 
State  now  can-  inspection  law  (Acts  1909,  Chap.  379)  went  into 
not  inspect  with-  effect.

The  State  should 
The  right  to  in-  have  the  unqualified  right  to  inspect  all  private 
spect  should  be  incorporated  charities,  this  to  include  a complete 
unqualified.  study  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  equipment. 
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methods  and  standards  of  work,  the  staff,  and 
plans  for  expansion. 

The  only  authority,  which  the  Board  has  over  charitable  cor- 
porations whose  personal  property  is  exempt  from 
Written  reports  taxation  is  that  given  in  the  Act  (Revised  Laws, 
must  be  filed.  Chapter  84,  Section  14,  Amended  by  Acts  of  1903, 
Chapter  402,  Amended  by  Acts  of  1913,  Chap.  82). 
This  Act  requires  each  corporation  annually  to  make  to  the  Board 
“a  written  or  printed  report  for  its  last  financial  year,  showing  its 
property,  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  the  whole  number  and  the 
average  number  of  its  beneficiaries,  and  such  other  information  as 
the  board  may  require. 

Failure  to  report  for  two  consecutive  years  makes  a corporation 
liable  to  dissolution  by  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Such  reports  not  Court.  Desirable  as  this  and  the  Inspection  Act 
sufficient.  are  they  still  leave  too  much  to  the  discretion  of 

the  private  charities.  If  the  latter  refuse  inspec- 
tion— then  mere  written  or  printed  reports  fall  far  short  of  giving 
the  Board  a good  working-knowledge  of  what  is  actually  being  done. 

At  the  present  time  charitable  beneficiaries  and  the  contributing

THE  MOTHER’S  AID  LAW 
A Crisis  in  Administration 

In  1913  Massachusetts  passed  a Mothers’  Aid,  or  so-called 
pension  Act,  which  went  into  effect  on  September 
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An  important  1st  of  that  year  and  has  now  been  in  force  more 
law  in  its  third  than  three  years.

A critical  the  Act  is  broader  than  similar  laws  in  most  of 
stage.  the  other  states,  for  under  our  law  all 

mothers,  resident  in  the  state  for  at  least  three 
years,  (provided  they  meet  certain  conditions  named  in  the  Act) 
are  eligible  for  relief  under  the  Act.  In  most  other  states  this  form 
of  special  aid  is  confined  to  widows  and  the  amount  of  aid  to  each 
mother  is  rigidly  limited  by  statute.  In  Massachusetts  it  is  for  the 
State  Board  of  Charity  and  the  different  Boards  of  Overseers  to 
determine  the  amount  of  aid  in  each  case,  and  not  only  widows,  but 
also  wives  whose  husbands  have  deserted,  or  are  incapacitated  by  ill- 
ness, are  insane,  in  prison,  or  legally  separated,  receive  aid  under  the 
law.  The  very  breadth  of  the  law  complicates  its  administration. 

During  the  year  ending  November  30,  1916,  1092  Mothers’ 
Aid  applications  were  referred  to  the  State  Board 
$900,000  in  of  Charity,  and  during  the  three  years  since  1913 
Mothers’  Aid  in  a total  of  approximately  5,000  applications, 
1916.  scattered  all  over  the  state,  have  been  referred. 

On  November  30,  1916,  there  were  3,141  mothers 
being  aided  under  the  Act,  only  1,065  of  which  were  in  Boston. 
The  State  and  the  Boards  of  Overseers  last  year  spent  close  to 
$900,000  for  Mothers’  Aid.  This  present  year  the  expenditures  will 
probably  go  to  $1,000,000 — a fairly  large  item  most  of  us  will  admit. 

The  Mothers’  Aid  department  which  supervises  the  enforcement 
of  the  law  and  is  required  by  the  terms  of  the  Act 
The  law  presents  to  inquire  carefully  into  each  case  receiving  aid, 
difficult  and  began  with  a staff  of  five  women  visitors  under  a 
complicated  task,  woman  supervisor,  and  two  stenographers;  and 
although  the  volume  of  work  has  grown  tre- 
mendously in  the  three  years,  the  staff  has  in- 
creased to  only  eight  visitors  and  three  stenographers.  If  the  visitors 
after,  studying  the  conditions  under  which  aid  is  granted  are  not 
satisfied  that  the  mother  is  fit  and  needy  or  that  the  Overseers’  plan 
does  not  come  up  to  the  standards  of  good  case  work,  the}^  must 
recommend  that  the  State’s  share  be  refused.  In  spite  of  criticism 
from  some  Boards  of  Overseers,  this  is  a wise  provision,  for  new 
burdens  are  frequently  accepted  lightl}^  when  others  pay  the  bills.

It  was  hoped 
that  the  flexibility  of  treatment  made  possible  by  the  1913  Act 
would  affect  the  non-Mothers’  Aid  work  of  many  Boards,  which  had 
become  rigid  and  unimaginative  in  all  their  work.  It  was  a fairly 
general  criticism  of  our  public  relief  in  1913  that  it  was  measured 
out  with  a rigidity  that  in  the  main  permitted  of  no  consideration 
of  unusual  family  conditions.  There  was  a certain  amount  for 
relief  in  each  case  and  that  had  to  suffice  in  execution  of  the  belief 
that  half  a loaf,  more  or  less,  was  better  than  no  bread. 


We  have  gone  too  long  on  the  latter  theory,  for  the  well  trained, 
social  worker  knows  that  the  half-loaf,  the  in- 
It  was  aimed  at  complete  job,  the  imperfectly  executed  service, 
a general  half-a-  is  often  nothing  more  than  a prolonging  of  family 
loaf  policy.  and  individual  inefficiency  without  accomplishing 

much,  if  anything,  and  is  thus,  of  course,  truly  a 
waste  of  effort.  All  this  is  not  said  in  carping  criticism  of  all  Boards 
of  Overseers.  The  best  Boards,  and  there  are  many  such  in  the 
State,  realized  conditions,  but  knew  that  the  call  to 
“get  out  of  the  trenches’’  must  necessarily  come  from  some  outside 
body  and  of  course  this  could  properly  be  no  other  body  than  the 
State  Board  of  Charity.  Here  was  a state-wide  opportunity  of 
tremendous  possibilities,  an  opportunity  for  the  Board  of  Charity 
to  interpret  and  extend  the  principles  of  good  case  work  to  a field 
that  had  only  been  lightly  touched,  and  an  opportunit}^  for  the 
Boards  of  Overseers  to  read  a new  kind  of  life  into  one  of  the  most 
difficult  of  all  rehabilitation  tasks,  the  granting  of  public  aid  to 
dependent  families. 


These  opportunities  were  quickly  realized  by  the  Board  of 
Charity  and  many  of  the  Boards  of  Overseers 
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Quick  action  by  in  1913  and  1914.  The  State  Board  during  the 
Board  in  first  first  year  held  many  hearings  and  displayed  a 
year.  lively  interest  in  shaping  rules  and  procedure  for 

handling  the  new  work.  A small  staff  of  well- 
trained  field  workers  was  selected, — as  many  as  were  possible  under 
the  original  grant,  the  hope  being  that  more  visitors  could  be  added 
in  the  future. 

Of  course  criticisms  of  the  work  of  the  new  department  were 
made  by  some  Overseers  and  some  social  workers. 
Early  criticisms  Such  was  to  be  expected.  The  State  Board 
inevitable.  could  have  made  many  more  serious  ones  in 

rebuttal,  but  wisely  refrained. 

The  criticisms  from  the  Overseers  continued  during  1914, 
through  1915;  they  are  continuing  now,  the 
Recent  ones  by  most  important  being  that  the  department  is 
Overseers  more  greatly  behind  in  its  work  and  that  as  a result 
serious.  the  Overseers  are  left  in  doubt  as  to  whether 

their  decisions  (in  the  matter  of  relief)  will  be 
ultimately  approved.  If  they  are  not  approved,  the  Overseers  must, 
of  course,  assume  the  expenditures  which  they  have  authorized. 

Criticisms  are  also  being  made  by  social  workers  who  feel  that 
the  State  Board  does  not  seem  to  be  cognizant 
Still  more  seri-  of  the  dangerous  situation  the  administration 
ous  criticisms  by  of  the  Mothers’  Aid  Law  is  in.  There  should  be 
Social  Workers,  more  field  workers.  It  is  utterly  impossible  for 
the  present  staff  to  do  properly  the  amount  of 
work  now  required  of  them.  The  job  in  its  responsibilities  and 
potentialities  is  in  the  same  class  as  that  of  the  State  Minor  Wards. 
It  represents  problems  equalling  in  number  and  size  those  of 
the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston,  which  has  a large  staff  of  workers. 

During  the  year  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  received  a total  of 
1235  applications.  They  were  practically  all 
A comparison  of  within  twenty-five  miles  of  Boston.  For  this 
volume  of  work  work  we  had  a staff  of  eight  visitors.

In  contrast,  the  eight  Mothers’  Aid  visitors  of  the  State  were 
supposed  not  only  to  review  at  first  hand  the 
State  visitors  1,092  new  Mothers’  Aid  families  referred  during 
carry  far  heavier  the  same  period,  but  also  to  give  oversight  to 
burdens.  a large  number  that  had  already  been  passed  for 

aid.  There  were,  as  stated  above,  3,141  Mothers’ 
Aid  families  receiving  relief  on  November  30,  1916.  Comparison 
with  the  work  of  other  societies  makes  the  fact  of  an  insufficient 
number  of  workers  in  the  Mothers’  Aid  department  even  more 
pronounced. 

The  State  Board’s  request  last  year  to  the  Legislature  for  more 
visitors  was  marked  by  extreme  timidity  and 
Position  of  State  seeming  lack  of  conviction,  characteristics  which 
Board  indicates  social  workers  and  well  informed  laymen  could 
timidity  and  lack  not  understand.  With  such  an  important  issue 
of  conviction.  at  stake,  the  request  should  have  come  in  a spirit 
of  boldness.  The  criticisms,  implied  in  many 
amendatory  Mothers’  Aid  bills,  should  have  been  met  with  facts — 
the  actual  difficulties  facing  the  workers  doing  the  job. 

The  law  does  not  ask  the  Board,  through  its  visitors,  simply 
to  approve  bills,  but  this  is  just  what  there  is 
Visitors,  through  danger  of.

and  in  the  future,  for  far  more  serious  things 
that  will  become  state-wide.

THE  FACTOR  OF  ALCOHOLISM  IN  OUR  WORK. 

We  do  not  come  into  contact  with  as  many  cases  of  alcoholism 
as  the  Associated  Charities  and  the  Society  for 
of  our  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  for  example, 
families  contain  We  do,  however,  receive  a fairly  large  number  of 
alcoholic  parents,  applications  from  homes  where  one  or  both  of  the 
parents  are  alcoholic.  That  is,  people  who  cannot 
get  along  without  some  alcoholic  beverage,  who  cannot  be  temperate 
in  the  use  of  it,  are  frequently  intoxicated  by  it,  and  thus  lose  their 
work  and  wages  to  the  real  distress  of  their  families  and  themselves. 
Usually  it  is  the  man  who  is  the  alcoholic  and  who  by  reason  of  the 
patient  support  and  endurance  of  a good  wife  struggles  through 
intermittent  drunken  periods,  often  lasting  for  years.  In  101  families 
or  133^%  of  the  731  new  families  dealt  with  intensively  during  the 
year,  at  least  one  parent  was  an  alcoholic  and  in  eight  of  these  homes 
both  were  alcoholics. 

There  are  many  saloon  keepers  in  Boston  who  will  not  sell 
liquor  to  a man  who  is  bordering  on  intoxication. 
There  should  be  and  there  are  many  who  are  reluctant  to  sell  to 
fewer  saloons  the  man  who  is  being  evidently  injured  by  reason 
in  Boston.  of  his  drinking.  Yet  there  are  many  others  having 

no  such  compunctions  and  who  frequently  sell 
without  question  to  whoever  comes  to  buy.  If  Boston  is  not  to  have 
a no-license  regime,  it  should  at  least  have  fewer  saloons.  The  keen 
competition  for  business  amongst  the  liquor  dealers  is  evidenced  in 
many  of  these  101  families. 

It  would  help  the  Licensing  Board  in  the  process  of  weeding 
out  saloons  if  it  had  a card  index  of  all  men  and 
A card  index  of  women  known  to  the  courts,  penal  institutions 
all  known  and  public  and  private  charities  as  alcoholics,  or 

alcoholics.  as  people  whose  drinking  was  reacting  on  their 

families.  There  may  be  legal  complications  in 
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the  way  of  keeping  such  a “black  list”  now,  but  some  way  can  be 
found  whereby  the  large  number  of  known  inebriates  can  be  registered. 
If  the  names  were  checked  by  neighborhoods,  an  intelligent  step 
could  be  taken  to  reduce  the  number  of  saloons  in  certain  sections  of 
the  city  already  over-provided.  Certainly  it  is  legal  and  proper 
to  keep  a list  of  all  men  and  women  brought  into  the  courts  for 
inebriety  and  also  to  require  all  public  and  private  hospitals  treating 
inebriates  or  persons  suffering  from  alcoholism  to  report  their  names 
and  addresses. 

It  would  be  of  value  if  for  a period  of  five  years,  or  even  less, 
each  charitable  society  in  the  state  should  be 
State  Board  of  asked  to  report  annually  the  names  of  all  alcoholics 
Charity  could  and  semi-alcoholics  aided  by  them.

arrests  for  drunkeness,  for  many  alcoholics  are 
never  arrested.  Few  of  the  114  parents  in  the  101  families  referred 
to  have  been  in  court  on  the  charge  of  drunkeness. 

One  man  known  to  us  has  been  a hard  drinker  for  years.  His 
chronic  condition  is  that  of  partial  intoxication, 
A t3rpical  yet  he  is  able  to  work  and  bring  a certain  amount 

alcoholic.  of  support  to  his  wife  and  five  children.  Words 

fail  the  writer  of  this  statement  to  describe  ade- 
quately the  repressed  abuse  which  he  metes  out  to  his  family  during 
practically  every  minute  he  is  at  home.  It  is  umget-at-able  abuse, 
yet  it  has  ruined  the  mother’s  health  and  is  ruining  the  health  of  his 
children.  It  may  be  that  prohibition  is  an  unwise  measure,  but 
before  we  say  it  is,  let  us  as  good  citizens  first  examine  the  facts. 

Boston  will  not  readily  accept  the  individual  license  cards  in 
use  in  some  European  countries,  but  we  may  be 
Individual  driven  to  such  a practice  in  order  that  checks

more  serious  with  the  latter  agency.  And  by  this  time  the  habit  of 
drinking  has  usually  gone  beyond  the  remediable  stage. 

We  brought  some  of  these  alcoholic  fathers  into  court  in  an 
effort  to  make  them  provide  for  their  children’s 
The  alcoholic  support.

One  little  girl,  pre-tubercular,  the  daughter  of  a 
pronounced  alcoholic,  who  has  remarried  and  is  now  raising  a second 
family  of  neglected  children,  has  cost  us  alone  in  ten  years  approx- 
imately $1,000,  and  the  father  to  offset  this  large  expenditure  has 
contributed  in  all  this  time  just  $375.  To  prosecute  him  for  non- 
support means  that  he  will  demand  the  child’s  return — we  cannot 
get  guardianship  — and  to  return  this  frail  little  girl  to  his  home  will 
result  in  her  speedy  death. 

It  is  frequently  remarked  that  the  alcoholic  is  generally  of 
low  mentality  and  of  unskilled  occupation,  but 
Large  numbers  of  this  has  not  been  our  experience.  Our  alcoholic 
alcoholics  in  fathers  are  usually  engaged  in  the  more  skilled 

skilled  trades.  trades  and  when  working  full  time  earn  good 

wages.  We  are  having,  of  course,  the  alcoholic 
of  low  mentality  and  are  charting  generations  of  alcoholics  in  some 
of  the  families  we  reach.

Boston,  this  committee  to  help  define  what  we 
mean  by  the  term  ‘‘alcoholic”,  and  to  determine  the  value  of  the 
social  worker’s  case  history  material.  The  mental  factors  have  to 
be  more  clearly  defined,  for  some  that  we  call  straight  alcoholics  the 
doctors  may  diagnose  as  having  conditions  of  alcoholism  superim- 
posed on  feeble-mindedness  or  insanity.  This  may  mean  that  the 
social  workers  are  slighting  the  mental  side,  but  they  in  turn  feel 
that  the  medical  men  are  slighting  or  counting  of  little  value  the 
enormous  amount  of  data  on  the  social  side. 

The  following  strains  of  alcoholism  occur  in  these  101  families 
above  mentioned.

adolescent  boy,  a case  of  acute  alcoholism. 

Seven  of  these  above  fourteen  families  also  have  histories  of  illegit- 
imacy which  in  some  instances  run  back  generations.  Thirty-four 
of  the  total  101  alcoholic  families  reported  illegitimate  children. 


In  its  service  to  the  Huntington  Institute  for  Orphan  Children, 
this  Society  cared  for  88  orphan  children.

for  each  child.  The  net  charge  to  the  Institute  was  $11,452.45,. 
because  of  $1,809.66  received  from  relatives  and  others. 
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Applications  were  made  for  care  for  291  unmarried  mothers  and 
their  babies,  an  increase  of  100  over  the  number 
291  unmarried  for  the  last  year.  Of  these  291  mothers,  we 
mothers.  dealt  intimately  with  202.  The  remainder  were 

either  advised,  referred  to  some  other  society, 
withdrew  their  request  for  help,  or  disappeared.  We  arranged  for 
confinement  care  for  139  mothers,  the  rest  coming  to  us  after  their 
babies  had  been  born.  We  are  now  accepting  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital,  the  Boston  Dispensary,  and  other 
hospitals,  any  girls  with  a diagnosis  of  pregnancy,  if  the  physicians 
or  social  workers  have  reason  to  believe  she  is  unmarried. 


Some  of  these  mothers  were  themselves  illegitimate  children 
or  they  had  illegitimate  brothers  or  sisters,  or 
Some  unmarried  their  brothers  and  sisters  were  the  parents  of 
mothers  were  illegitimate  children.

On  October  1,  1915,  the  Placing-Out  Department  had  250 
children  in  charge.  During  the  year  358  children 
6o8  children  and  young  unmarried  mothers  were  received,  this 
cared  for  in  fam-  being  an  increase  of  141  over  the  number  received 
ilies  during  year,  in  1915,  and  190  over  the  number  received  in  1914. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-three  children  were 
discharged,  leaving  315  in  care  on  October  1,  1916.  The  average 
number  in  care  throughout  the  year  was  307,  and  the  total  number 
cared  for  in  families  was  608,  as  against  418  last  year. 

The  358  children  received  came  from  261  families.  In  221 
families  it  was  the  first  time  the  children  had  been 
358  children  placed,  for  26  the  second  time,  and  for  14  the  third, 

came  from  fourth  fifth  and  sixth  times,  these  last  being 

261  families.  repeating  vacation  children.  Seventy-seven  of 
these  358  children  were  illegitimate. 

Four  adopted  children  were  brought  to  us  to  care  for,  two  of 
these  were  exceedingly  difficult  children.  All 
Adopted  chil-  four  had  been  taken  from  people  about  whom  the 
dren  brought  to  adoptive  parents  knew  little  or  nothing.  This  is 
us  to  care  for.  an  unwise  practice  in  these  days  when  so  many 
diseased  and  feebleminded  children  are  being 
pandered  about.  The  only  safe  practice  is  to  get  the  child  for 
adoption  from  a reputable  society. 

Out  of  the  358  children  received,  140  were  babies,  60  were 
unmarried  mothers,  and  15‘8  were  the  usual  quota 
140  babies  of  wa3^ward  boys'  a'nd  girls,  sickly  children,  and 

among  358  chil-  families  of  young  children  requiring  temporary 
dren  received.  placements  because  of  some  family  emergency. 

The  140  babies  received  were  under  the  care  of  two  graduate 
nurses,  who  averaged  30  babies  each  throughout 
Graduate  nurses  the  year.  They  had  all  babies  under  their  constant 
in  charge  of  all  oversight.  Once  every  two  weeks  each  baby  or 
babies.  its  chart  was  taken  to  the  Medical  Director. 
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The  health  of  the  608  children  in  families  on  the  whole  was  good. 

Six  children,  including  four  babies,  died.  Two 
Six  children  died  were  over  fourteen,  one  a boy,  who  died  of  dia- 
during  yeaj.  betes  and  one  a girl  who  died  as  a result  of  burns 
received  in  the  family  where  she  was  living.  The 
foster  mother  in  an  effort  to  save  the  girl  was  also  terribly  burned. 

Every  one  of  the  358  children  received  was  given  a careful 
physical  examination  at  the  time  of  placement. 
Careful  medical  Three-fourths  of  them  were  given  special  treat- 
oversight.  ment  because  of  the  conditions  found,  such  as 

digestive  difficulties  with  the  babies  and  in  the 
older  children,  bad  teeth,  defective  vision,  bad  hearts,  nervousness, 
under-weight,  etc.  Practically  all  of  the  293  children  discharged 
were  given  another  physical  examination  when  they  left  our  care, 
and  many  of  the  children  were  seen  by  the  doctor  several  times 
and  some  many  times  during  the  year. 

Of  the  293  children  discharged,  204  were  returned  to  relatives, 
22  to  public  charities,  15  to  themselves,  3 to  school 
Those  to  whom  forBlind,  5 to  United  States  Navy,  1 to  United  States 
children  were  dis-  Army,  9 to  hospitals,  3 to  private  societies,  2 to 
charged.  school  for  delinquents,  2 to  penal  institutions, 

6 died,  2 to  husbands,  1 to  friends,  and  1 adopted. 
One  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  these  were  boys,  104  girls,  40  un- 
married mothers,  and  2 married  mothers. 


The  aggregate  time  for  which  care  has  been  given  to  the  293 
children  discharged  amounted  to  268  years. 
Striking  a rough  annual  average  of  $156  for  each 
child  just  for  board  and  clothing,  we  get  an 
approximate  cost  of  $42,000.  If  we  add  to  this  the 
cost  of  analysis,  supervision  and  medical  care,  we 
get  a total  that  may  well  cause  us  to  make  careful  search  of  our 
every  method  of  work  to  determine  whether  the  results  justified  the 
expenditure.  These  figures  also  make  clear  the  statement  that  the 
discharge  of  a child  calls  for  as  much  exercise  of  judgment  and  fore- 
thought as  the  acceptance  of  a child.

June  and  July  as  seriously  to  interfere  with  the 
difficult  analysis  work  necessary  for  the  permanent 
children.  The  number  of  children  received  in  any  one  month  was 
never  less  than  20  and  in  May  was  58,  including  41  transferred 
Babies’  Hospital  wards,  and  in  June  was  50.  The  temporary 
emergency  children,  of  course,  were  examined  and  treated  just  like 
the  other  children.  During  these  same  months  when  so  many 
children  came  to  us,  we  also  discharged  a great  many,  the  number 
for  April  being  31,  May  32,  June  29,  July  22,  August  39,  and  Sep- 
tember 55. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  children  were  supported  entirely 
by  the  Society,  full  reimbursement  including 
Full  reimburse-  supervision,  was  received  for  only  91.

Most  of  the  applicants  ex- 
plied  to  have  pected  some  financial  return  for  this  service, 
needy  children  Because  of  the  unusual  demand  for  labor  of  all 
come  to  them.  sorts  coming  from  manufacturing  concerns,  more 
foster  homes  were  willing  to  receive  mothers  and 
babies,  other  domestic  assistance  being  very  hard  to  get.  This  part 
of  our  work  is  under  the  direction  of  a visitor  of  great  experience. 
She  has  two  assistants. 


Forty-five  Home  Libraries  were  in  active  operation  during  the 
year,  with  a total  membership  of  515  children.

The  work  in  the  individual  libraries  was  never 
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finer  than  during  the  past  winter.  A special  report  on  this  branch 
of  our  work  is  planned  for,  so  that  many  items  of  interest  will  not 
be  discussed  at  this  time.  Great  thanks  are  due  to  the  visitors  for 
their  services. 

The  death  of  Dr.  David  F.  Lincoln  at  the  close  of  the  year 
removes  a valued  friend.

HOW  NON  SOCIAL  WORKERS  VIEWS  CHILD  PLACING. 

Occasional  criticisms  have  come  to  the  public  and  private 
Some  have  said  child-placing  workers  that  some  cities  and  towns 
there  was  too  in  Massachusetts  are  opposed  to  the  plan  whereby 
much  of  it.  needy  and  dependent  children  are  placed  in 

families  over  the  state.  At  least  that  the  public 
authorities  in  these  towns  feel  that  the  saturation  point  has  been 
reached  and  that  for  the  present  their  communities  should  not  be 
asked  to  receive  more  children.  There  is  no  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  children’s  workers  to  pass  lightly  over  these  criticisms,  because 
on  a rough  estimate  the  State  and  other  public  and  private  groups 
in  Massachusetts  have  approximately  8,000  children  in  families. 

In  an  effort  to  see  how  far  these  criticisms  are  true.  Miss  Lucy  A. 

Turner,  a post-graduate  student  at  the  School  for 
Miss  Turner  of  Social  Workers  last  year,  made  a study  of  placing-

The  Division  of  State  Minor  Wards,  the  Boston  Children’s 
Friend  Society,  the  Children’s  Mission,  the  Church 
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state  minor  Home,  and  this  Society,  assisted  Miss  Turner  in 
wards  and  four  her  study,  pooling  their  information  about  placed- 
private  societies  out  children  and  the  foster  homes  in  use  in  these 
helped  in  study,  cities  and  towns.  The  State  Minor  Wards  and 
the  four  societies  in  question  reported  281  of  their 
children  in  147  foster  homes  in  use  in  these  towns  at  the  time  the 
study  was  made.  Other  societies  certainly  had  some  children  in 
these  towns,  but  the  totals  given  are  of  themselves  significant.  The 
tables  given  on  page  53  classify  these  281  children  according  to  the 
towns  in  which  they  were  placed,  the  society  placing  them  and 
whether  they  were  attending  school. 

In  each  town  the  clergymen  of  at  least  two  churches  were  called 
upon,  one  a Roman  Catholic  priest,  if  there  was 
99  representative  one  in  residence.  Quoting  from  the  study,  “a 
people  inter-  doctor  was  also  seen  who  had  lived  several  years

towns.  setts  Medical  Society.  A visit  was  made  to  one 

Selectman,  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Librarian,  the 
principals  of  the  Grammar  and  High  Schools,  and  men  and  women 
of  the  town  who  were  suggested  as  being  exceptionally  well  informed 
about  town  affairs  or  were  interested  in  the  children.  In  several 
places  social  workers  were  interviewed,  including  settlement  workers, 
local  almshouse  visitors,  school  and  visiting  nurses,  and  adminis- 
trators of  special  funds.  Usually  a member  of  the  local  club  was 
called  upon  and  former  and  present  foster  parents  in  many  places 
were  met  inadvertently.  In  all  99  persons  were  carefully  interviewed, 
including  21  clergymen,,  18  superintendents  and  principals  of  schools, 
9 doctors  and  5 social  workers.” 

Only  one  disapproved  of  the  placing-out  plan,  although  many 
more  found  fault  with  certain  conditions.  For 
Only  one  dis-  example,  36  thought  the  children  placed  were 
approved  of  below  the  other  school  children  in  ability.  This 
system.  criticism  naturally  came  largely  from  the  teachers. 

Fifty-seven  considered  the  children  showed  average 
ability,and  6 often  exceptional  ability.  Some  thought  that  the  child- 
ren were  discriminated  against,  but  80  out  of  the  99  thought  they 
were  accepted  on  their  own  merits. 
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“Some  of  the  teachers  felt  that  the  best  in  the  children  had  not 
been  brought  out  and  that  certain  ones  had  been 
Criticisms  from  moved  about  so  much  that  they  have  little  interest 
teachers.  in  an  education  of  any  kind,  for  not  only  are  they 

kept  back  at  each  move,  but  an  entirely  new  system  of  school  manage- 
ment and  methods  must  be  mastered.”.  Thirty-seven  thought  the 
children  were  on  the  same  moral  plane  with  the  resident  children, 
51  were  inclined  to  doubt  this,  and  11  believed  they  were  on  a lower 
plane.  This  information  is  valuable  not  because  it  is  based  on 
facts  but  because  it  indicates  impressions  which  pass  for  facts  with 
most  people. 

The  police  generally  had  no  criticisms  to  make  and  felt  decidedly 
that  from  the  standpoint  of  their  work  there  was 
Police  had  no  no  difference  between  resident  and  placed-out 
criticisms.  children. 

Nineteen  thought  the  children  were  conspicuous  for  their  lack 
of  proper  clothing,  “especially  during  vacation”. 
Some  thought  As  to  supervision  or  oversight  by  the  societies, 
more  supervision  one-third  did  not  feel  qualified  to  answer,  one- 
needed.  third  thought  there  was  adequate  oversight, 

while  another  third  thought  more  supervision 
was  necessary. 

Eighty-nine  were  not  able  to  distinguish  between  the  wards  of 
the  state  and  of  the  private  societies,  considering 
Children  as  well  all  alike.  The  school  authorities  frequently  regard 
received  as  if  all  children  boarding  in  town  and  not  with  relatives 
with  parents.  as  “State  children”.  Eighty  did  not  attach  any 
meaning  to  the  term.  Three  school  principals  in 
different  towns  had  placed-out  children  in  their  families  and  felt  they 
were  as  well  received  as  if  they  had  been  with  their  own  parents. 
“The  reception  a child  receives  is  determined  largely  by  the  type  of 
home  it  is  living  in.”

In  Canton  and  Woburn  the  opinions  were  to  the  effect  that 
further  placements,  for  a while  at  least,  would  not 
be  desirable.  The  percentage  of  placed-out  chil- 
dren in  the  public  schools  is  interesting  to  note 
(see  table  on  page  53).  In  Belchertown  it  was 
6%  of  the  school  population,  in  Canton  4.7%, 
down  to  Needham  with  less  than  one  per  cent. 
The  cities  and  towns  with  the  largest  numbers  of 
children  are  usually  those  that  have  heard  the  most  about  child 
placing  work.

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FINANCE 


The  budget  for  the  year  amounted  to  $85,675.82,  an  increase 
of  approximately  $21,000  over  last  year’s.  This 
65%  of  increased  expansion  was  made  possible  largely  because  of 
budget  spent  increased  receipts  coming  from  the  Huntington 
directly  in  care  Institute  and  the  recently  acquired  Gwynne  Home 
of  children.  and  Babies’  Hospital  trust  funds.  The  assump- 
tion of  the  Babies’  Hospital’s  work  for  babies 
was  the  primary  reason  for  the  increase.  Of  the  total  budget,  65% 
or  $56,430.20  was  spent  for  board,  clothing,  tuition,  medical  over- 
sight and  supervision  of  the  children.  With  little  babies  the  medical 
and  nursing  supervision  required  is  one  of  the  very  largest  items  of 
expense. 


The  capital  account  was  increased  by  $163,255.01,  the  largest 
item  in  this  being  the  Babies’  Hospital  Fund, 
Babies’  Hospital  amounting  to  $147,998.89.

1,313  for  last  year.  In  addition  to  a letter  to 
1)573  contribu-  each  contributor  we  also  sent  out  a total  of  17,899 
tors  to  general  appeal  letters  in  seven  different  months  to  non- 
fund. givers.  These  appeals  brought  in  a total  of 

$4,067.50  from  471  new  or  long-lapsed  givers  at 
a cost  of  $824.98,  exclusive  of  the  value  of  the  Extension  Secretary’s 
time  in  preparing  the  appeals.  The  net  gain  in  contributors  was 
260 — for  201  who  had  given  a total  of  $2,321.47 — in  1915  allowed 
their  contributions  to  lapse.

In  presenting  this  fifty-third  report  the  Boston  Children’s  Aid 
Society  desires  first  of  all  to  thank  its  many  friends  for  their 
continued  and  generous  support  during  the  past  eventful  year. 
It  was  not  to  be  expected  that  the  donations  should  be  as 
large  as  usual,  and  we  have  been  obliged  to  draw  on  our  un- 
restricted funds  to  a considerable  amount,  but  our  invest- 
ments have  yielded  well,  the  parents  and  guardians  have  done 
their  part,  and,  although  we  have  increased  many  salaries, 
and  the  price  paid  for  boarding  children  was  advanced,  we 
have  reason  to  feel  satisfied  with  the  financial  results. 

Wishing  to  do  our  part  to  help  the  war,  we  have  transferred  to  the 
Red  Cross  several  of  our  staff.  Two  of  the  staff  have  enlisted 
^ in  the  army,  and  we  foresee  that  next  year  we  shall  lose  more 
of  our  visitors;  but  this  is  as  it  should  be,  only  it  interferes 
with  the  work. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  refuse  many  applications  for  aid,  especially 
among  the  babies,  as  we  had  not  the  means  to  care  for  them. 
The  Directors  have  not  been  able  to  give  as  much  time  as 
usual  to  the  work,  as  many  have  been  actively  employed  on 
war  work,  but  a few  devoted  ones  have  given  all  the  more 
freely  of  their  time. 

Our  staff  members  have  our  warmest  thanks  for  their  enthusiastic 
devotion  to  their  duties,  and  we  bespeak  the  continuance  of 
your  help  for  next  year  in  the  same  generous  manner  as  in 
the  past.

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THE  SERVICES  AND  INTERPRETATIONS 
OF  THE  YEAR- 


The  Society  received  1,345  applications  during  the  year  ending 
October  1,  1917,  an  increase  of  110  applications  over  those 
received  in  the  previous  year.  Three  hundred 
3,141  children  eighty-nine  families  withdrew  their  applications 
helped  or  were  referred  to  other  agencies  for  treatment, 

during  year.  leaving  956  families  to  the  consideration  of 
this  Society.  In  all  of  the  departments  the 
needs  of  3,141  children  were  dealt  with,  not  including  the  children 
referred  to  other  agencies  for  inquiry  and  treatment.  When  we 
stop  to  consider  that  this  Society  is  only  one  of  many  agencies 
in  the  community  doing  work  for  children,  the  vast  amount  of 
need  among  these  helpless  and  usually  innocent  little  people  becomes 
apparent. 

One  branch  of  the  work  in  which  there  has  been  a marked  increase 
is  that  dealing  with  infants.  During  the  past  year  we  received 
applications  for  the  care  of  585  babies  under 
585  babies  two  years  of  age,  an  increase  of  66  over  the 

brought  to  us.  previous  year.  Out  of  this  number  150  babies 
were  received  for  placement  in  families,  some 
being  placed  with  their  mothers. 

Again  the  unmarried  mother  and  the  unmarried  pregnant  girl 
presented  one  of  our  most  difficult  problems,  although  a slight 
decrease  is  noticed  in  the  number  of  such  cases 
279  unmarried  handled  during  the  year.  We  received  only 
mothers.  279  such  applications  as  against  307  received 

in  the  previous  year.  This  decrease  is  due  to 
the  fact  that,  in  order  to  reduce  such  cases  to  the  number  our 
present  staff  could  adequately  handle,  we  made  it  known  to  the 
various  social  agencies  that  for  the  present  we  could  not  accept

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applications  of  this  type  when  the  girls  in  question  were  over 
twenty  years  of  age.  We  had  previously  had  no  age  limit  and 
the  mothers  coming  to  us  ranged  in  age  from  thirteen  to  thirty- 
nine.  Mothers  over  twenty  years  of  age  are  referred  to  the  Society 
for  Aiding  Destitute  Mothers  and  Infants. 

The  district  outside  of  Boston  covered  by  the  Society  takes  in 
a large  part  of  Middlesex  County  and  includes  the  town  of  Ayer. 

There  have  been  widely  circulated  reports  as 
War  has  not  to  the  conditions  of  morality  existing  in  the 
increased  neighborhoods  of  various  training  camps.  Many 

illegitimacy.  illegitimate  pregnancies  have  been  reported  on 
rumor  in  such  vicinities.  We  did  not  receive 
a single  application  from  the  town  of  Ayer  or  any  of  the  adjoining 
towns  in  spite  of  the  workmen  at  the  cantonment  all  summer  and 
the  many  soldiers  centered  there  through  September.  We  are  likely 
to  experience  an  increase  in  illegitimacy,  due  to  our  participating 
in  the  war,  but  this  has  not  assumed  alarming  proportions  at  this 
time. 

In  this  serious  war  we  are  prosecuting,  the  need  for  mainte- 
nance of  good  home  standards  is  not  lessened.  Every  thoughtful 
and  far-sighted  student  of  social  affairs  has 
Protect  urged  that  the  country  keep  this  fact  in  mind, 

children  from  To  protect  children  so  far  as  possible  from 

effects  of  war.  the  effects  of  the  war,  therefore,  becomes  an 

increasingly  patriotic  task  and  is  in  the  finest 
sense  a first-line  activity. 

The  great  expenditure  of  money  which  the  Red  Cross  is  author- 
izing for  its  Home-Service  work  is  further  evidence  of  the  importance 
of  this  home-protective  work.  Even  in  the  Eu- 
Conditions  ropean  countries  which  have  not  been  swept  by 

brought  about  fighting  armies,  such  as  England  and  Germany, 
by  war.  the  social  effects  of  the  war  have  been  so  terrible 

as  to  call  for  a great  increase  in  the  ranks  of 
social  workers  to  whom  could  be  assigned  the  task  of  mitigating 
some  of  the  evils.  The  high  cost  of  living,  which  for  the  vast 
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portion  of  the  working  population  is  not  offset  by  an  increase  in 
wages;  the  increase  in  sickness,  due  to  reduced  food  standards; 
the  scarcity  of  physicians  and  nurses;  greater  juvenile  delinquency, 
due  to  the  disrupted  condition  of  many  families,  especially  where 
the  fathers  are  away;  interrupted  or  reduced  school  attendance 
because  of  shortage  of  teachers  or  the  drawing  of  children  into 
the  ranks  of  labor;  the  breaking  down  of  sexual  morality  because 
of  unusual  strain  on  family  and  individual  life  represent  only  a 
few  of  the  many  things  which  the  country  must  be  prepared  for. 
The  protection  of  the  country  against  the  full  weight  of  many  of 
these  evils  makes  the  support  of  social  agencies  most  imperative. 
The  war  in  the  last  analysis  will  be  fought  and  won,  or  lost,  within 
the  institution  of  the  family. 

The  size  of  the  private  children’s  job  in  Boston  is  understood 
by  few.  We  are  one  of  eight  private  child-placing  societies 
located  in  the  metropolitan  district.  Excluding 
Size  of  Boston’s  the  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
children’s  job.  there  are  eight*  child-caring  or  child-placing 
societies.  Six  of  these  organizations,  including 
the  New  England  Home  for  Little  Wanderers,  the  Children’s 
Friend  Society,  the  Children’s  Mission,  the  Society  for  the  Care 
of  Girls,  the  Church  Home  Society  and  our  own,  have  a combined 
capital  of  $3,500,000.  They  engage  the  interest  of  131  directors 
and  80  full-time  workers.  They  received  last  year  approximately 
3,600  applications,  involving  almost  7,000  children.  They  cared 
for  more  than  2,300  children  in  foster  homes,  with  an  average 
of  1,500  in  care  throughout  the  year,  the  whole  involving  an  expend- 
iture for  the  year  approximating  $360,000.  These  agencies  work 
in  complete  harmony  and  understanding,  without  duplication  of 
service.  From  year  to  year  they  are  effecting  necessary  changes 
in  their  methods  and  fields  of  work.  Upon  them  rests  a particular 
responsibility  at  this  time  to  preserve  and  maintain  those  standards 
of  child  care  which  have  been  such  a distinctive  feature  of  social 
work  in  this  State.

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COMMUNITY  CONTACTS 


The  creation  of  the  State  Child  Welfare  Commission  was  one 
of  the  notable  events  of  the  year.  The  example  set  by  former 
Commissioner  McLaughlin  and  Governor 
Child  McCall  has  been  followed  in  a great  many  other 

conservation.  places.  It  is  impossible  to  overemphasize  the 

importance  of  good  physical  and  mental  care 
for  children,  certainly  during  their  first  few  years.  The  authorities 
are  all  convinced  that  our  general  failure  to  perceive  physical 
defects  and  to  provide  adequate  physical  care  and  proper  training 
in  right  living  to  the  very  young  children  is  one  large  reason  for 
many  of  the  ills,  both  in  body  and  mind,  which  come  to  them  in 
later  life. 

The  Commission’s  task  involves  much  educational  and  publicity 
work  which  is  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  all  citizens,  because  the 
family  of  means  is  often  as  ignorant  of  the 
All  people  need  principles  of  right  child  care  as  the  very  poor 
to  know  how  to  family.  The  handicaps  imposed  on  a child  during 
care  for  children,  its  first  few  years  by  reason  of  bad  care  are  in 
many  instances  too  serious  ever  to-be  removed. 

The  services  of  the  late  Judge  Baker,  during  his  tenure  as  Judge 
of  the  Boston  Juvenile  Court,  could  not  be  more  fittingly  honored 
than  in  the  creation  of  the  Harvey  H.  Baker 
Baker  Foundation.  The  selection  of  Dr.  William  P. 

Foundation.  Healy,  formerly  Director  of  the  Juvenile  Psycho- 
pathic Institute,  Chicago,  as  Director  of  the 
Foundation  would  likewise  bring  the  greatest  happiness  to  Judge 
Baker  if  he  were  alive  today.  He  always  spoke  with  deep 
appreciation  of  Dr.  Healy’ s pioneer  work  in  assisting  social  workers 
to  a proper  understanding  of  children.  The  Foundation  has  already 
made  itself  felt  in  the  social  work  of  Boston,  and  Dr.  Healy ’s 
services  represent  a most  important  contribution  to  the  commu- 
nity’s social  service. 

The  development  of  the  Home-Service  Section  of  the  Red  Cross 
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from  a mere  paper  organization  to  one  of  the  largest  organizations 
in  the  city  represents  a movement  which  is 
Effect  of  Red-  country-wide.  Social  service  in  families  of 
Cross  Home  enlisted  men,  and  in  connection  with  numerous 
Service  on  other  activities  growing  out  of  the  war,  has 

social  work.  created  an  enormous  demand  for  trained  social 

workers,  a demand  far  in  excess  of  the  supply. 
The  unusual  conditions  have  necessitated  the  rapid  training  for 
apprenticeship  work  of  large  numbers  of  men  and  women  with 
good  educational  backgrounds.  These  workers  are  being  trained  in 
home-service  institutes,  special  college  and  university  classes  and 
elsewhere.  Much  as  they  are  needed,  their  short  period  of  training 
does  not  fit  them  for  any  but  the  most  carefully  supervised  work. 
This  supervision  cannot  be  given  in  many  instances,  because  there 
are  not  enough  trained  supervisors.  The  maintenance  of  good 
standards  of  work,  therefore,  becomes  a matter  of  primary  concern 
to  the  standard,  well-organized  private  societies  as  well  as  to  the 
best  public  departments  doing  social  work. 


The  responsibility  for  the  training  of  new  workers  by  private 
societies  especially  is  increased  by  reason  of  this  sudden  demand. 

This  Society  has  considered  the  training  of  its 
Great  need  of  paid  and  volunteer  workers  who  pledge  them- 
trained  workers,  selves  to  give  a definite  amount  of  time  for 
training  as  one  of  its  most  important  tasks. 
The  training  of  new  workers  extends  over  a period  of  two  years. 
It  is  rarely  possible  to  give  to  selected  apprentices  in  less  time 
that  understanding,  proper  interpretation  and  treatment  of  in- 
dividuals in  need  which  is  the  task  of  the  trained  social  worker. 
Before  the  war  is  over  we  are  likely  to  hear  a great  deal  about 
volunteer  service  in  connection  with  war  social  work.  The  well- 
selected  and  carefully  supervised  volunteer  can  and  does  perform 
very  many  important  tasks  in  social  work.  But  all  that  we  count 
as  precious  in  the  way  of  good  standards  of  case  work  will  be  very 
quickly  scrapped  if  large  responsibilities  for  inquiry  and  treatment 
are  to  be  speedily  placed  on  the  shoulders  of  those  who  have  not 
been  trained  to  act  with  balanced  hearts  and  minds  and  who  are 
not  most  carefully  directed. 
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No  one  can  do  good  social  case- work,  either  as  professional  or  vol- 
unteer, who  does  not  possess  certain  qualities.  The  minimum  is  good 
character;  good  educational  preparation,  although 
Who  can  do  not  necessarily  college  training;  experience  in 

social  work?  understanding  people;  personality;  sympathy 

balanced  with  judgment;  the  ability  to  gather 
and  interpret  facts  without  bias,  and  also  the  ability  to  know  when 
not  to  gather  them;  the  guarding  of  confidences  and  the  keeping 
abreast  of  the  developing  literature  of  social  work.  The  importance 
of  the  training  given  in  the  professional  social- work  schools  is  very 
great  indeed. 

New  visitors  coming  to  this  Society  are  acquainted  with  the 
nature  and  scope  of  the  important  organizations  doing  social 
work  in  Boston,  and  with  the  theory  and  prac- 
Training  workers  tice  of  social  work  through  the  study  and  treat- 
part  of  our  job.  ment  of  families  in  need.  The  first  training 
tasks  are  usually  matters  of  routine.  No  impor- 
• tant  personal  work  is  ever  assigned  to  an  inexperienced  visitor. 

A serious  underfeeding  situation  exists  in  many  families  in 
this  community.  The  high  cost  of  food  is  depriving  many  people, 
especially  little  children,  of  bare  essentials. 
Nutrition  This  was  brought  out  very  clearly  last  May 

study.  in  the  study  made  of  the  food  supply  in  certain 

families  known  to  the  following  organizations: 
the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston;  the  Boston  Dispensary; 
the  Boston  Provident  Association;  the  Federated  Jewish  Charities; 
the  Instructive  District  Nursing  Association;  and  our  own  society. 

The  findings  brought  out  by  the  study  were  published  in  a special 
report  issued  by  the  League  for  Preventive  Work,  a co-operative 
society  supported  by  nineteen  social-work 
Serious  agencies,  including  our  own.  Many  of  the 

underfeeding  families  studied  had  less  than  the  proper  minimum 

in  Boston.  of  food  per  member.  All  of  the  families  con- 

tained children.  Such  an  important  item  of 
food  as  milk  did  not  appear  in  the  dietaries  of  a number  of  the 
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families,  or  else  was  purchased  in  such  small  quantities  as  to  mean 
very  little  for  the  children.  The  study  showed  the  need  of  larger 
incomes  for  many  of  the  families.  It  also  showed  the  need  of 
direction  in  the  proper  preparation  of  foods  and  instructions  as 
to  the  contents  of  a well-balanced  dietary.  Out  of  the  study 
there  has  developed  a plan  for  the  creation  of  a Dietetic  Bureau,* 
which  will  serve  a large  number  of  the  family-treatment  agencies 
in  Boston. 

During  the  year  the  Federated  Jewish  Charities  decided  to 
establish  a Children’s  Bureau  as  a definite  department  of  the 
federation.  The  bureau  is  to  deal  with  all 
Jewish  problems  of  child  care  affecting  Jewish  children 

Children’s  now  coming  to  non-Jewish  organizations.  The 

Bureau.  child-placing  work  which  we  have  been  doing 

for  the  federation  will  now  be  taken  over  by 
the  new  bureau.  This  is  a step  toward  a definite  development 
of  a comprehensive  plan  for  the  neglected  and  dependent  Jewish 
children  in  the  community,  and  will  involve  largely  the  use  of 
families  for  the  care  of  such  children  as  are  removed  from  their 
own  homes.  We  cared  for  96  Jewish  children  throughout  the 
year,  60  of  whom  were  supported  by  the  Jewish  Federated  Charities. 

As  special  counsel  the  Legal  Aid  Society  continued  to  handle 
our  guardianship  and  other  legal  problems  arising  in  the  course 
of  our  work  with  children.  The  counsel  of 
Help  from  the  Society  were  available  at  all  times  for  con- 

Legal  Aid  ference.  They  effected  for  us  a large  amount 

Society.  of  business,  including  several  notable  cases 

which  involved  the  prosecution  of  the  fathers 
of  illegitimate  babies  or  the  prosecution  of  men  who  were  responsible 
for  leading  young  girls  astray. 

THOSE  IN  OUR  SPECIAL  CARE 

We  began  the  year  with  315  children  in  the  care  of  our  placing-out 
department  and  ended  it  September  30th  with  343  children.  There

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was  a total  620  different  children  cared  for 
620  children  in  families  by  the  department  during  the  year, 
in  foster  homes,  involving  305  new  admissions.  Ninety-five  were 
babies  under  two  placed  without  their  mothers; 
15  under  two  with  their  mothers;  15  over  two  without  their  mothers; 
49  girls  between  two  and  ten  years  of  age;  56  boys  between  the 
same  ages;  30  girls  over  ten;  40  boys  over  ten;  and  5 mothers  over 
eighteen  placed  without  their  babies. 

The  305  new  children  received  came  from  homes  classified 
according  to  the  following  sectarian  groups :

The  Society  is  non-sectarian  in  its  work  and  so  far  as  possible 
places  children  in  homes  of  their  own  religious  faith.  Rarely  is 
a child  of  Roman  Catholic  faith  placed  in  a 
Non -sectarian  non-Catholic  family  and  then  only  with  the 

service.  permission  of  the  priest  of  its  own  parish  and 

the  priest  nearest  the  newly  selected  foster 
home.  These  exceptions  are  older  children,  especially  boys,  ranging 
from  seventeen  and  up  who  are  going  to  country  homes.  Due  to 
our  inability  to  secure  an  adequate  supply  of  Jewish  foster  homes, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  place  a_ll  but  a few  of  the  Jewish  children 
in  care  in  non- Jewish  homes.  The  newly  organized  Jewish  Children’s 
Bureau  should  prove  much  more  successful  in  the  placing  of  Jewish 
children  in  homes  of  that  faith. 

Very  few  of  the  children  were  in  good  physical  condition  when 
received.  This  was  particularly  true  of  the  babies.  Approximately 
three-fourths  of  the  babies  received  were  under 
Children  came  weight.  Of  25  babies  received  over  a period 
to  us  in  poor  of  two  months  19  were  under  weight,  or  improp- 
condition.  erly  fed,  or  suffering  from  conditions  calling 

for  constant  medical  and  nursing  supervision. 
The  babies  received  included  8 premature  babies,  one  weighing 
only  four  pounds.  Other  children  were  suffering  from  heart  lesions, 
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chorea,  general  anemia,  rickets,  malnutrition  and  pre-tubercular 
conditions.  Out  of  the  total  number  in  care  there  were  four  deaths 
during  the  year. 

Forty-four  of  the  older  children  worked  for  at  least  part  of  the 
time  during  the  year.  Some  worked  throughout  the  year,  the 
boys  earning  from  S7  to  S15  a week,  the  girls 
Self-help  by  from  $5  to  $15.  The  unmarried  mothers 

children.  with  their  babies  averaged  over  $3  each  per 

week,  one  earning  $7. 

The  effect  of  the  war  on  the  older  boys  is  evidenced  by  the 
number  who  enlisted  in  the  army  and  navy.  A total  of  17  left 
our  care  to  take  up  military  duties.

The  cost  of  operating  the  Society,  especially  as  expressed  in 
the  work  of  the  placing-out  department,  has  exceeded  all  of  our 
estimates.  The  old  $2.50  weekly  boarding 
Operating  costs  rate  has  about  disappeared.  Three  dollars 

increasing.  has  been  a temporary  minimum  and  bids  fair 

soon  to  go  up  to  $3.50.  This  means  increases 
for  babies  and  children,  calling  for  much  feeding  and  care.  This 
also  holds  true  in  treatment  of  our  problem  cases,  that  is  boys 
and  girls  who  are  in  particular  need  of  disciplinary  and  educa- 
tional care  in  families. 

The  task  of  getting  free  homes  is  becoming  more  and  more 
difficult.  There  is  no  arbitrary  age  at  which  payments  of  board 
cease.  Generally  children  are  taken  off  the  board- 
Free  homes  ing  list  at  the  beginning  of  their  sixteenth  year, 

hard  to  find.  but  it  is  often  advisable  to  pay  board  for  children 

over  this  age,  especially  where  they  are  finishing 
a high-school  course  and  show  marked  aptitude  for  school  work. 
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A small  monetary  payment  is  all  that  stands  between  many  a 
child  and  the  closing  of  doors  leading  to  great  opportunities. 

A number  of  problem  children  came  to  us  through  the  year, 
involving  considerable  expense.  This  saving  of  children  from 
lives  of  delinquency  by  providing  inspiration, 
Special  incentive  and  opportunities  heretofore  denied 

problem  cases.  them,  through  placement  in  normal  family 

homes,  continues  to  be  one  of  our  most  important 
tasks.  Most  careful  diagnostic  work  is  necessary  in  the  reception 
of  these  children;  much  careful  physical  examining  and  treatment 
are  called  for,  followed  by  painstaking  and  exact  searching  for 
families  able  to  give  the  training  required. 


With  two  very  difficult  children  taken  recently  it  was  necessary 
to  make  36  careful  inspection  visits  in  searching  for  a home  for 
one  child,  and  20  visits  for  the  other,  involving 
Adjustment  of  ten  full  working  days  on  the  part  of  the  visitor, 
special  children  These  visits  meant  contacts  with  ministers, 
to  family  life.  teachers,  social  workers  and  well-known  towns- 
people within  the  metropolitan  area  covered 
by  our  placing  visitors.  Each  visit  meant  a painstaking  discussion 
of  the  kind  of  home  wished  for  each  child,  in  order  that  the  potential 
sources  of  help  might  assist  us  with  discrimination.  An  assortment 
of  just  “good  families’"  was  not  enough. 


All  children  in  care  throughout  the  year  were  visited  according 
to  their  needs.  The  Society  does  not  believe  in  routine  visits. 

^ Six  visits  a week  for  one  child  may  not  be  too 

Close  many,  yet  six  visits  in  a year  may  be  too  many 

supervision  for  another  child.  With  the  babies  and  other 

over  children  little  children  supervision  has  to  be  of  an  imme- 
in  care.  diate  character.  With  the  older  children, 

including  some  of  our  most  difficult  wards,  the 
actual  personal  visits  were  much  less  frequent.  The  36  well- 
planned  visits  in  searching  for  a home  for  a particularly  difficult 
child  have  meant  such  an  exact  adjustment  of  this  child  to  the 
home  in  which  it  was  placed  as  to  make  weekly  visits  wholly 
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unnecessary.  Intelligent,  exact  and  helpful  interchange  of  infor- 
mation and  opinions  between  the  foster  parents  and  the  visitor 
is  taking  place  by  letter  and  telephone  as  well  as  through  visits 
to  the  child. 

The  visitors  in  charge  of  placed-out  children  have  had  two 
large  considerations  in  the  execution  of  their  work:  one  the  careful 
placement,  interpretation  and  supervision  of 
Visitors*  children  in  foster  homes;  the  other  exact  and 

broad  duties.  intimate  contacts  with  the  children’s  relatives, 

with  a view  to  their  return  to  improved  home 
conditions,  if  return  to  their  own  relatives  is  desirable.  The 
removal  of  children  from  a family  is  often  the  occasion  for  a thorough 
overhauling  of  all  the  other  members,  so  that  ailing  parents  or 
other  brothers  and  sisters  can  be  put  into  good  physical  condition. 
It  is  a waste  of  money  to  provide  expert  care  for  a child  without 
trying  to  educate  or  assist  the  parents  to  prevent  the  physical 
or  other  conditions  which  brought  the  child  to  us  in  the  first  place. 

Much  extra  work  has  been  thrust  upon  our  workers  in  arranging 
frequent  visits  between  parents  and  children,  and  persuading 
foster  parents  to  put  up  with  inconveniences. 
Training  such  as  whole  families  of  relatives  visiting  on 

of  parents.  Sundays  and  holidays.  Permitting  undisciplined 

parents  to  visit  their  children  helps  them  through 
the  example  of  good  training  set  by  the  foster  mothers.  It  has 
not  been  easy  to  find  families  willing  to  take  untrained  children 
of  other  nationalities  and  thus  interpret  to  them  and  to  their 
families  new  home  and  individual  standards. 

It  was  impossible  for  the  parents  and  relatives  to  meet  more 
than  a part  of  the  cost  involved  in  the  care  of  their  children.  It 
is  gratifying  to  report  that  many  of  them  were 
Financial  help  anxious  to  meet  a large  part  of  the  expense  we 

from  parents.  incurred.  We  received  from  parents  and  rela- 

tives a total  of  $16,776.83  for  board  of  children, 
this  being  almost  $3,000  in  excess  of  the  amount  we  expected  to 
receive  from  them  through  the  year. 
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For  68  girls  over  two  years  of  age  whom  we  discharged  137 
different  family  homes  had  been  used,  27  of  these  for  temporary 
purposes.  Each  girl  had  been  in  care  an  aver- 
68  discharged  age  of  11%  months.  For  the  total  number 
girls.  there  were  81  admissions  to  our  placing-out 

department,  indicating  earlier  care  by  the  Society, 
especially  during  infancy,  for  some  of  these  68  children. 

The  Society,  as  the  agent  for  the  Huntington  Institute  for 
Orphan  Children,  cared  for  a total  of  101  different  orphan  children 
through  the  year,  there  being  an  average  of  76 
Work  for  children  in  care  throughout  the  year.  Twenty- 

Huntington  four  of  the  children  were  whole  orphans.  The 

Institute.  total  receipts  from  the  Institute  for  board, 

clothing,  medical  care  and  supervision  for 
those  children  were  $14,202.66,  with  a monthly  average  of  $1,183.50. 
Sixty-one  of  the  children  were  supported  entirely  by  the  Institute. 
The  rest  either  earned  most  of  their  board  and  clothing  or  else 
had  it  partially  paid  for  by  parents  or  guardians. 

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS 

Thoughtful  service  for  the  unmarried  mothers  coming  to  us 
has  formed  an  important  part  of  the  work  of  our  placing-out 
department.  A total  of  35  new  mothers  were 
The  unmarried-  received  for  placement  in  families,  but  more 
mother  task.  than  150  others  were  assisted  through  care 
for  their  babies,  returned  to  their  own  families, 
or  helped  to  positions  of  independence. 

Of  a group  of  53  mothers  studied  12  were  suffering  from  gonorrhea 
and  3 from  syphilis.  In  22  instances  action  against  the  fathers 
was  impossible,  because  they  had  disappeared  or  their  identity 
was  unknown.  Twelve  cases  were  settled  in  court  against  the 
fathers;  13  were  settled  without  court  action.  In  five  instances 
it  was  decided  the  mothers  had  cases  too  poor  to  warrant  court 
action.  Thirty-one  mothers  involved  a total  cost  of  $4,429,  with 
refunds  from  them  amounting  to  $1,437.  The  net  cost,  $2,992, 
scattered  over  months  of  care  in  some  instances,  has  resulted 
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in  these  mothers  in  the  main  being  assisted  to  a plane  of  self-support, 
and  has  assured  to  their  babies  right  standards  of  care. 

The  maternity  homes  in  Boston  with  which  we  are  working 
have  been  most  co-operative.  The  Society  desires  to  thank  them 
Close  tie-up  for  what  they  have  done  to  assist  us  in  carrying 

with  maternity  our  part  of  the  unmarried-mother  work  of 

homes.  this  community. 

FINDING  HOMES  FOR  CHILDREN 

The  foster-home  division  of  the  placing-out  department  dealt 
with  1,221  applications  from  people  desiring  to  have  children 
placed  with  them.  Our  foster  homes  fall  into 
118  foster  five  classes:  boarding  homes  for  babies;  boarding 

homes  out  of  homes  for  young  boys  and  girls;  boarding  and 

1,221  free  homes  for  older  boys  and  girls;  wage  homes 

applications.  for  older  boys  and  girls;  and  wage  homes  for 

mothers  and  babies.  Only  118  out  of  the 
1,221  applications  resulted  in  approved  foster  homes.  This  is 
less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  total  number.  The  remainder  with- 
drew their  applications  upon  learning  of  the  conditions  imposed 
on  those  working  with  us,  or  else  had  their  applications  disapproved 
for  a variety  of  reasons. 

The  infantile-paralysis  epidemic  did  not  lessen  our  difficulties. 
That  experience  made  many  people  over  a long  period  most  reluctant 
to  accept  children.  A number  of  special  cam- 
Baby  homes  paigns  have  been  conducted  for  securing  baby 
needed.  homes.  Good  baby  homes  have  come  rather 

slowly.  Out  of  240  letters  received  from  poten- 
tial foster  parents  answering  appeals  for  baby  homes  only  11 
resulted  in  approved  homes.  The  rest  were  rejected  because 
of  poor  locality  and  home  conditions,  youth,  lack  of  experience  and 
poor  social  background,  a purely  financial  motive  with  no  offsetting 
advantages,  instability  and  lack  of  co-operativeness. 

We  continued  throughout  the  year  to  serve  the  Boston  Juvenile 
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Court  and  certain  other  juvenile  courts  within  the  metropolitan 
area  in  the  matter  of  providing  family-detention 
Detention-home  care  for  children  appearing  before  the  courts, 
service  for  These  families  practically  take  the  place  of 

juvenile  courts,  the  large  public  juvenile  houses  of  detention 
found  in  so  many  other  cities.  Massachusetts 
is  unique  in  that  it  has  no  houses  of  detention.  Our  experience 
over  the  last  nine  years  proves  that  very  few  of  the  children  brought 
before  the  courts  are  in  need  of  other  than  family- detention  care. 
There  are,  however,  a small  number  who  cannot  be  provided  for 
in  this  way  and  it  is  imperative  that  the  courts  be  provided  with 
additional  detention  machinery,  a service  which  comes  properly 
within  the  scope  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity.  The  court  pays 
the  cost  for  actual  care  of  children  in  these  families,  the  money 
going  direct  to  the  families  from  the  court.  This  Society  meets 
all  the  costs  involved  in  finding  families  willing  and  able  to  do 
the  work,  providing  medical  service,  clothing  and  supervision. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  cost  can  soon  be  transferred  to  the  juvenile- 
court  budget. 


MEDICAL  WORK 

The  Preventive  Clinic,  maintained  by  the  Boston  Dispensary, 
the  Church  Home  Society  and  our  own  Society  for  the  examining 
and  treatment  of  many  of  our  children,  was  a 
Complete  very  great  help  to  us.  Dr.  Maynard  Ladd  from 

medical  the  clinic  end  gave  invaluable  help,  especially  in 

oversight  of  connection  with  our  baby  work.  Dr.  Edith 

children.  Hale  Swift  dealt  with  the  unmarried  mothers 

and  the  older  girls  through  her  own  private 
office.  At  the  Preventive  Clinic  a total  of  985  medical  examinations 
were  made  for  380  Children's- Aid  wards.  Both  Dr.  Ladd  and 
Dr.  Swift  directed  the  medical  care  received  by  the  children  after 
placement.  Where  emergency  treatment  by  a local  physician 
was  necessary,  the  original  examinations  and  findings  as  made 
by  Dr.  Ladd  and  Dr.  Swift  were  reported  to  the  physician.  In 
all  but  a few  cases  our  own  staff  physicians  directed  the  treatment. 

Our  disbursements  for  medical  work  continue  to  increase,  but 
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the  results  show  in  fewer  transfers,  quicker  gain  in  weight  and 
an  all-around  improvement  in  health  after  the  children  are  placed 
in  families. 


HOME  LIBRARIES 

The  home-library  work  was  carried  on  under  the  direction  of 
•Miss  Huntington,  who  had  the  assistance  of  42  volunteer  visitors, 
and  a membership  of  406  children.  The  experi- 
Reading  of  ence  of  the  year  raises  the  serious  question  as 

406  children  to  whether  the  work  of  home  libraries  can  be 

directed.  carried  on  much  longer  if  we  are  to  depend  on 

volunteer  service.  Other  community  demands 
on  college  students  often  result  in  home-library  work  being  thrown 
aside.  For  the  rest  of  the  war  it  will  be  impossible  to  get  men 
for  library  service.  It  is  impossible  now  to  get  volunteers  for 
evening  service,  — ; the  best  time  for  work  with  the  older  groups. 
The  department  has  had  unexampled  opportunities  for  appreciating 
the  profound  changes  effected  in  our  social  life  by  reason  of  the 
experiences  of  the  last  two  years.  There  has  been  an  enormous 
amount  of  sickness  in  home-library  families,  — heart  trouble, 
grippe,  tonsilitis,  pneumonia  and  other  diseases  running  through 
whole  families.  Improper  and  insufficient  feeding  and  bad  housing 
retarded  the  work  of  the  doctors.  • 

MENTAL  HYGIENE 

The  hopes  raised  two  years  ago  by  the  purchase  of  a site  at 
Belchertown  for  the  erection  of  a third  school  for  the  feeble-minded 
have  been  somewhat  blasted  during  the  inter- 
Third  school  for  vening  period.  Due  to  a faulty  survey  by  the 
feeble-minded  old  State  Board  of  Insanity,  certain  matters 

still  to  be  pertaining  to  acreage,  drainage,  railroad  sidings, 

opened.  etc.,  were  in  error  or  were  not  ascertained; 

hence  making  for  delay.  A third  school  is 
imperatively  needed  and,  if  Belchertown  is  not  the  proper  place, 
some  other  location  should  be  speedily  decided  upon.  The  number 
of  committable  cases  at  large  in  the  community  is  steadily  increasing. 
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Social  workers  are  developing  greater  skill  in  providing  the 
social  data  upon  which  medical  men  can  reach  an  opinion  as  to 
the  mentality  of  a given  child  or  adult.  Certain 
experiences  which  we  have  had  during  the 
year  indicate  the  need  for  increasing  thorough- 
ness in  the  making  of  these  social  inquirlea^ 
Along  with  the  commitment  of  proper  cases 
we  must  keep  out  of  the  schools  for  the  feeble- 
minded those  who  can  with  a certain  degree  of  opportunity  and 
fair  supervision  take  care  of  themselves  in  a simple  round  of  com- 
munity activities.

FINANCE 


The  disbursements  for  the  year,  amounting  to  $102,506.70, 
are  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Society,  and  represent  an 
increase  of  more  than  100%  over  the  disburse- 
Largest  ments  for  1909.  Of  this  annual  expenditure 

expenditures  $13,032  went  for  superintendence;  $25,446.37 
in  our  history.  for  the  services  of  visitors  and  nurses,  and 

$68,142.78,  or  66%,  for  board,  clothing,  tuition, 
medical  oversight  and  supervision  of  the  children  in  care  during 
the  year.  There  was  an  increase  of  $12,077.53  to  the  capital  of 
the  Society.

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Our  total  contributions  for  the  year  were  S33,427.  The  entire 
expense  for  our  appeal  work  for  the  year,  both  for 
1,900  securing  renewals  and  new  gifts,  was  approxi- 

contributors.  mately  $2,900.  The  number  of  contributors 

increased  from  1,573  to  approximately  1,900, 
with  a total  of  2,340  different  contributions,  some  of  our  contrib- 
utors giving  two  and  a few  three  or  more  times  during  the  year. 

Over  against  this  gain,  we  lost  during  the  year  by  death,  by 
request  and  by  lapses  a total  of  272  givers  whose  gifts  amounted 
last  year  to  $3,089.  Our  efforts  to  retain  the 
Loss  through  interest  of  former  Babies’ -Hospital  contributors 
Babies^ -Hospital  have  met  with  only  partial  success.  In  the 
merger.  year  of  the  merger,  1915,  the  hospital  received 

between  $9,000  and  $10,000  from  contributors. 
Of  this  amount  we  have  been  able  to  retain  for  our  baby  work  a 
little  more  than  $3,000.  It  is  evident  that  many  of  the  Babies’- 
Hospital  contributors  have  permanently  transferred  their  interest 
to  other  organizations.  Our  experience  would  seem  to  show  that 
with  a merger  it  is  impossible  to  retain  the  interest  and  support 
of  a large  number  of  givers  to  the  organization  which  loses  its 
identity. 

During  the  year  we  loaned  our  list  of  subscribers,  excluding 
anonymous  givers,  to  both  the  Boston  Society  for  the  Care  of 
Girls  and  the  Legal  Aid  Society,  and  also  the 
Assisted  other  best  portion  of  our  non-givers’  list.  This  resulted 

agencies  in  in  immediate  returns  of  more  than  $1,500  to 

raising  funds.  each  organization.  We  also  made  a substantial 
gift  of  names  and  addresses  of  non-givers 
to  the  Children’s  Friend  Society. 

A survey  of  appeals  sent  out  for  the  year  shows  that  approxi- 
mately 21,000  letters  were  mailed  to  non-contributors  and  to  lapsed 
givers.  The  total  cost  was  $1,023,  or  .049 
Cost  of  per  letter.  The  gross  return  was  $6,082,  or 

appeals.  .29  per  letter. 
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Early  in  the  year  Mr.  I.  Tucker  Burr,  Sr.,  resigned  from  the 
position  of  Treasurer,  an  office  he  had  filled  with  honor  and  devo- 
tion for  a great  many  years.  The  official 
Resignation  of  relationship  which  held  between  Mr.  Burr 
I.  Tucker  Burr,  and  the  Board  was  severed,  at  his  request. 
Esq.  with  reluctance  and  regret  by  the  Directors. 

Mr.  I.  Tucker  Burr,  Jr.,  was  elected  Treasurer 
to  fill  the  vacancy. 

For  the  year  ending  September  30,  1918,  we  are  expecting  to 
spend  approximately  $105,000.  This  is  dependent  on  our  receiving 
contributions  amounting  to  $40,000,  an  increase 
Contributions  of  of  about  $6,500  over  those  of  last  year.  Sincere 
$40,000  needed  thanks  are  expressed  to  those  who  have  helped 
for  this  year.  make  our  work  possible. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  the  railroads  for  reduced 
transportation;  to  hospitals  and  physicians  for  free  or  partially 
free'  service  and  care;  to  various  department 
Thanks  for  stores  for  generous  discounts;  to  the  newspapers 

many  services.  for  careful  and  accurate  reporting  of  the  Society's 
work;  to  the  Red  Cross  for  the  use  of  automobiles 
in  taking  children  to  and  from  hospitals;  to  a great  many  people 
for  gifts  of  clothing,  toys  and  other  useful  articles;  and  to  the 
various  co-operating  agencies  in  Boston  for  a spirit  of  helpfulness 
which  bespeaks  good  social  work.  The  thorough  but  friendly 
inter-society  criticisms  which  characterize  the  services  of  the 
agencies  in  Boston  represent  one  of  the  community’s  strongest 
assets.  There  has  been  a general  refusal  on  the  part  of  social 
agencies  to  push  their  own  work  forward  to  the  discredit  or  belittling 
of  the  work  of  other  organizations.

Of  the  19,852  involved  in  all  families  referred  since  1906  we  gave  special 
consideration  to  7,438,  such  as  home  supervision,  careful  family  planning,  medical 
examinations  and  treatment,  and  finally,  where  necessary,  foster-home  care 
for  3,796  different  children.  Many  other  children  in  this  group  of  19,852  were 
cared  for  by  other  agencies,  public  and  private,  and  many  withdrew  their  appli- 
cations.

It  is  best  that  a Society  such  as  this  should  have  to  depend  upon 
the  general  contributing  public  for  a large  part  of  its  yearly  receipts, 
for  in  this  way  it  is  most  likely  to  meet  changing  needs  and  condi- 
tions, and  be  eliminated  if  its  services  are  of  no  value.

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THE  SERVICES  AND  INTERPRETATIONS 
OF  THE  YEAR 


This  report  covers  a wide  range  of  activities  which  have 
engaged  Directors  and  staff  vnth  great  absorption.  The 
task  of  helping  the  children  reached  in  all  of  our 
The  war  year — departments  was  made  difficult  because  many 
2,753  children  of  the  Directors  were  engaged  in  war  work  and 
two-thirds  of  our  staff  left  during  the  year  largely 
to  enter  war  work  of  some  sort.  We  were  asked  to  make  special 
provision  for  1,489  children  out  of  a total  of  2,374  children  in- 
volved in  1,153  applications  received.  Frequently  an  application 
for  one  child  resulted  in  foster  care  for  all  the  children  in  the 
family.  We  dealt  with  2,753  children  in  all  of  our  departments. 

The  influenza  epidemic  was  just  gaining  headway  when  our 
fiscal  year  closed.  We  tried  to  do  our  part  in  the  relief  problems 
which  that  ghastly  visitant  brought  to  New 
The  influenza  England.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Weber 
epidemic  emer-  Charities  Corporation  and  the  Church  Home 
gency  shelter  Society  an  emergency  children's  shelter  was 
operated  for  about  three  weeks.  To  it  were 
sent  those  children  who  had  been  directly  exposed  and  for  whom 
we  could  not  get  immediate  family  care  because  of  the  general 
fear  found  everywhere.  We  also  opened  two  family  homes  in 
Boston  for  emergency  work,  fitting  them  out  with  cots  and 
bedding.  The  Metropolitan  Red  Cross  furnished  clothing  and  the 
Massachusetts  Emergency  Health  Committee  forty  cots  complete 
with  bedding,  and  also  towels  and  other  supplies. 

Dipping  into  the  next  fiscal  year  and  covering  a period  of  six  weeks, 
September  22  to  November  4,  we  received  applications  to  take 
177  children  from  93  families.  In  fifty-seven 
Many  orphans  families  the  mothers  had  died,  in  three  the  fathers 
and  in  one  family  both  parents  had  died.  Of  the 
177  children  fifty-nine  were  under  two  years  and  fifty-six  between 
three  and  five. 
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The  League  for  Preventive  Work,  of  which  this  Society  is  a mem- 
ber, has  under  the  direction  of  its  Secretary,  Miss  Amy  Woods,  done 
very  good  work  throughout  the  year.  It  arranged  a 
League  for  Conference  on  the  Effects  of  Alcohol  which  was 
Preventive  held  in  February  and  which  resulted  in  the  pooling 

Work  of  a lot  of  important  data  by  local  agencies.  An 

excellent  report  was  later  prepared  on  the  same 
subject  and  has  had  very  wide  publicity.  The  League  assisted  in 
the  formation  of  the  Dietetic  Bureau,  which  is  now  one  of  its  depart- 
ments. It  stimulated  action  leading  to  the  formation  of  the  Boston 
‘ Bureau  on  Illegitimacy.  It  assisted  in  shaping  a good  State  program 
for  the  care  of  the  feeble-minded  and  through  Miss  Woods  has  made 
a study  of  three  hundred  families  showing  feeble-mindedness,  which 
is  the  best  thing  of  its  kind  that  this  community  has  produced. 

The  League  is  the  proper  beginning  of  a Council  of  Social  Agen- 
cies for  Boston  such  as  other  cities  have.  Social  work  here  is  on 
a high  technical  plane.  But  it  is  individualistic 
Council  of  and  specialized.  We  do  not  think  in  terms  of  a 
Social  Agencies  common  community  or  city  plan  and  are  therefore 
not  doing  as  much  for  the  city  as  if  we  acted  jointly. 
The  common  denominator  we  need  is  a Council  of  All  Agencies. 

The  organization  in  June  of  the  Dietetic  Bureau  as  part  of  the 
League  for  Preventive  Work  was  important  in  the  effect  it  will 
have  on  much  of  the  family  and  individual  work  of 
Organization  organizations  in  Boston.  The  Director  of  the 
of  Dietetic  Bureau,  Miss  Lucy  H.  Gillett,  is  a specialist  in  this 

Bureau  field  and  comes  from  New  York  with  a record  for 

unusual  work  with  the  Association  for  Improving 
the  Condition  of  the  Poor.  The  Bureau  is  an  outgrowth  of  a 
nutrition  study  made  by  the  League  in  Boston  in  the  summer  of 
1917  and  which  showed  plainly  that,  eliminating  people  below  the 
poverty  line,  there  are  still  a great  many  others  with  sufficient  in- 
comes who  have  no  sense  of  food  values.  They  indicate  many 
instances  of  poor  nutrition  in  the  face  of  large  food  purchases. 

In  last  year’s  report  we  spoke  of  the  fact  that  the  early  troop 
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movements  in  this  part  of  the  country  had  not  increased  this 
community's  illegitimacy  problem.  This  record 
No  increase  in  still  holds  true  and  is  substantiated  by  reports 
illegitimacy  coming  from  all  over  the  United  States.  The 
fact  of  there  being  so  many  men  out  of  the  com- 
munity has  been  an  important  reason;  another  is  the  protective 
social  hygiene  work  on  the  part  of  Federal  and  State  governments 
and  public  and  private  agencies. 

Opportunities  for  bad  sex  conditions  have  abounded,  but  per- 
sistent efforts  have  kept  them  in  check.  The  worst  problems  are 
with  the  younger  rather  than  the  older  girls.  The 
Society  helped  Committee  on  Protective  Work  for  Girls  of  the 
in  protective  Commission  on  Training  Camp  Activities  now 
work  operating  in  Boston  is  finding  a large  number  of 

girls  ranging  in  age  from  fourteen  to  seventeen 
years  who,  frequently  coming  from  fairly  good  homes,  have  been 
very  immoral  sexually  and  yet  who  are  not  known  to  any  of  the 
private  societies.  We  agreed  to  pay  the  salary  and  expenses  of  a 
protective  worker  for  a period  of  six  months  beginning  Septem- 
ber first. 

The  Red  Cross  through  its  Home  Service  work  in  this  com- 
munity has  relieved  the  regular  private  agencies  of  a crushing 
load.  The  Home  Service  Division  has  greatly

The  “War”  Day  Nurseries  which  sprang  up  early  in  the  year 
will  not  cease  to  be  acute  problems  with  the  return  of  the  men

The  Trustees  need  new  blood,  a larger  staff  and 
more  imaginative  and  sympathetic  methods  of  work. 

Our  Society  joined  with  other  Massachusetts  societies  in  ex- 
tending help  to  stricken  Halifax.  A member  of  the  staff  was  with 
the  relief  workers  for  a month,  giving  special  atten- 
Halifax  tion  to  the  children’s  situation.  The  General  Sec- 

retary assisted  during  the  early  days  of  the  disaster. 

THOSE  IN  OUR  SPECIAL  CARE 

The  Placing- Out  Department  cared  for  a total  of  530  children 
during  the  year,  giving  a total  of  18,111  weeks  of  care.  These 
530  children  do  not  include  other  children  under 
530  children — supervision  in  their  own  homes  or  older  children 
18,111  weeks  under  only  nominal  supervision  and  generally  classed 
of  care  as  “otherwise  placed.”  Approximately  150  other 

children  received  such  supervision  during  the 
year  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  estimate  its  cost.  Each  of  the 
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530  children  in  care  averaged  a stay  of  34  weeks.  The  average 
number  in  care  throughout  the  year  was  348  as  against  344  for 
the  previous  year.  Although  we  cared  for  fewer  children  than  in 
the  previous  year  the  total  weeks  of  care  given  was  greater. 


The  most  noteworthy  experience  in  our  foster-care  work  developed 
in  connection  with  the  children  referred  largely  from  the  Boston 
Juvenile  Court  and  whom  Dr.  Healy  and  Dr. 
Difficult  chil-  Bronner  of  the  Judge  Baker  Foundation  had 
dren  a new  studied.  It  has  been  a source  of  increasing  pleasure 
type  of  social  and  value  for  us  to  have  the  opportunity  of  working 
inquiry  with  these  two  interpreters  of  children.  The 

Society  has  long  specialized  in  the  care  of  difficult 
children,  but  never  in  its  history  has  it  been  able  to  do  this  work 
with  so  much  of  the  feeling  that  really  scientific  principles  of 
conduct  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  at  last  being  worked  out. 
Dr.  Healy 's  and  Dr.  Bronner’s  individual  histories  of  these  children 
and  the  work  they  imply  have  been  so  unusual  in  their  analysis, 
wisely  emphasizing  the  subjective  over  the  objective,  that  we  feel 
they  point  the  way  to  a more  sympathetic,  more  sound,  more 
scientific  and  therefore  more  helpful  type  of  social  inquiry. 


The  shortage  of  coal,  the  increasing  cost  of  living,  the  great 
demand  for  women  workers  and  the  absence  of  men  in  France 
contributed  to  make  the  job  of  caring  for  children 
Home-finding  in  families  one  of  great  difficulty.  Comments 
never  easy  frequently  expressed  gave  the  impression  that 
placing-out  work  had  fallen  on  evil  days.  This  is 
not  true.  It  has  been  hard  to  find  enough  good  homes.  It  has 
never  been  easy.  It  never  will  be  easy.  The  best  things  such  as 
securing  the  admittance  of  a child  to  the  inner  life  of  a good  family 
come  only  after  great  effort. 


A total  of  215  unmarried  mothers  were  referred  to  us.  The 
number  is  less  than  for  last  year,  due  to  several  reasons,  namely:

ried  mothers  mothers  or  expectant  mothers  were  enabled  to 
stay  with  their  own  people  because  of  good  super- 
vision by  the  Red  Cross;  more  mothers  probably  applied  direct 
to  the  maternity  homes;  and  finally  the  decline  in  the  illegitimacy 
rate  reported  for  the  whole  country.  Despite  other  things  the  war 
may  have  caused  it  did  not  increase  the  number  of  children  of 
illegitimate  birth  in  this  country. 

We  found  it  most  difficult  to  get  enough  suitable  homes  to  meet 
our  needs.  We  have  also  found  it  increasingly  difficult  to  con- 
tinue the  care  of  mothers  and  children  together. 
Separation  of  The  best  interests  of  the  children  seem  to  call 
mothers  and  for  separate  and  careful  training  in  view  of  the 
babies  conditions  hampering  the  mothers  when  the 

children  are  with  them.  The  unmarried  mother 
economically  is  in  a class  apart.  The  money  she  earns  is  so  fre- 
quently attended  by  a sacrifice  of  time,  recreation  and  training. 

Of  the  215  mothers  applied  for  we  accepted  77  for  care  and 
other  supervision.  Of  the  remaining  138  the  Society  for  Aiding 
Destitute  Mothers  and  Infants  received  21. 
Services  Some  were  referred  to  maternity  homes  because 

rendered  to  of  previous  knowledge  and  the  rest  withdrew  their 
these  mothers  applications  or  were  able  to  solve  their  own 
problems  after  advice  had  been  given.  These 
215  mothers  according  to  their  ages  grouped  as  follows:  ten  to 
fifteen  years,  1;  fifteen  to  eighteen  years,  28;  eighteen  to  twenty- 
one  years,  53;  over  twenty-one  years,  110,  and  ages  unknown,  23. 

We  appropriated  $600  to  the  Social  Service  Committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  to  assist  that  institution  in  establishing 
more  adequate  social  service  for  its  unmarried 
$600  appropri-  maternity  work.  Its  development  has  resulted 
ation  to  assist  in  fewer  mothers  being  referred  to  us  from  the 
Medical  Social  hospital  because  with  a competent  worker  on  the  spot 
Service  Com-  well-rounded-out  social  plans  have  been  worked 
mittee  out  for  most  of  these  mothers  right  at  the  hospital. 

This  was  certainly  a gain  for  the  mothers  and 
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conserved  that  precious  thing — their  own  privacy.  A certain 
number  of  mothers  with  their  babies  were  referred  to  us  for  after- 
care in  families. 

The  partial  motorization  of  our  child-placing  work  has  been 
justified.  One  Ford  car,  covering  almost  10,000  miles  in  the  year, 
enabled  the  two  nurses  to  give  adequate  family 
Value  of  auto-  care  to  an  average  of  40  babies  each.  These 
mobile  in  work  babies  came  to  us  from  hospitals  and  other  or- 
with  babies  ganizations  for  special  convalescent  care;  they 
came  often  in  serious  condition,  and  were  there- 
fore in  need  of  weekly  and  often  daily  visiting.  The  nurses 
also  had  many  of  the  homes  from  which  the  babies  originally 
came  under  supervision  and  instruction  in  preparation  for  the 
return  of  the  babies  when  ready  for  discharge  from  our  care.  It  is 
not  possible  to  group  or  localize  these  homes;  they  are  fairly 
widely  scattered  now  and  supervision  without  a motor  would  be 
impossible  unless  we  reduced  the  number  of  babies  for  each  nurse. 
More  motors  for  the  Placing-Out  Department  will  be  an  economy 
in  time  and  money  and  of  that  even  more  valuable  asset,  the 
strength  of  the  visitors. 

As  part  of  our  placing -out  work  we  maintain  a special  division 
on  Juvenile  Court  Detention  Care,  providing  special  family  homes 
within  the  city  of  Boston  which  receive  children 
Detention  from  the  police  stations  pending  their  appearance 

homes  for  in  court  and  which  also  provide  care  during  con- 

courts  and  tinuance.  This  service  holds  largely  for  the  Boston 
other  agencies  Juvenile  Court;  it  should  be  extended  to  all  the 
other  courts  in  Boston.  This  extension  will  call 
for  larger  equipment,  more  homes  and  a larger  supervising  staff. 

It  is  a service  that  should  be  taken  over  by  the  courts  or,  preferably, 
by  the  Division  of  State  Minor  Wards  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity, 
which  could  make  it  part  of  a plan  for  the  whole  State.  The  courts 
meet  the  actual  cost  of  board,  this  Society  meeting  all  other  expenses 
connected  wdth  the  work,  including  the  salary  of  the  \’isitor  in 
charge,  clothing  supplies,  much  medical  care  and  subsidies  that  are 
granted  to  certain  of  the  families.  We  use  these  same  homes  for 
many  of  our  own  children  in  need  of  foster  care  as  ’well  as  for  a 
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certain  number  of  older  girls  coming  from  the  Society  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty  to  Children  who  are  suffering  from  a venereal 
disease  and  cannot  for  this  reason  go  into  its  detention  home.  The 
latter  Society  meets  the  cost  for  care  for  its  own  children. 


The  average  actual  expenditure  for  all  children  for  board  as  such 
without  counting  extras  of  any  sort,  such  as  special  food  for  babies, 
milk  for  babies,  etc.,  was  S3. 94  a week,  with  approx- 
Cost  of  placing  imately  40  children  boarding  at  higher  rates  up  to 
out  almost  SIO  and  S12  a week.  The  babies  and  the  difficult 
doubled  in  children  coming  from  the  courts  represent  the  great- 
four  years  est  boarding  expense.  Four  years  ago  out  of  174 
children  in  boarding  homes  59  were  costing  S3  or 
more  a week;  the  rest  were  boarding  for  less  than  S3  a week.  This 
year  out  of  225  in  boarding  homes  at  one  period  only  four  were  in 
less  than  S3  homes. 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  parents  paid  during  the  year  S20,587.69 
for  the  care  and  training  of  their  children.  This  is  a considerable 
item,  yet  relatively  small  compared  with  the  total 
Payments  from  expense.  There  are  not  enough  private  resources 
parents  in  Boston  for  the  foster  care  of  children  coming 

from  self-respecting  but  poor  families.  Under 
certain  conditions  we  should  not  draw  a sharp  line  between  families 
able  to  pay  in  full  or  in  part  and  those  unable  to  pay.  Yet  we  are 
doing  this  very  thing  all  the  time. 

The  extension  of  public  care  is  the  only  alternative  open.  The 
division  of  labor  between  public  and  private  child-caring  organiza- 
tions coincides  accurately  with  the  division  holding 
Division  between  public  and  private  hospitals  and  between 

between  public  public  and  private  agencies  providing  or  originating 
and  private  relief.  Free  care  from  the  private  children’s 

groups  too  agencies  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  get, 

much  a matter  yet  the  division  between  the  pubhc  and  private 
of  money  agencies  should  not  be  determined  solely  by  ability 
to  meet  the  costs  of  care.

Five  children  were  discharged  into  adoption  homes.  Each 
family  was  carefully  studied,  as  was  the  child  placed  in  it,  and 
adequate  time  was  allowed  for  the  family  really 
to  measure  and  weigh  its  desire  for  a foster  child. 
More  consideration  should  be  given  by  the  child- 
placing agencies  in  the  State  to  this  form  of  free 
care.  We  must  necessarily  stress  care  in  boarding 
homes,  for  free  family  care  cannot  be  found  for  the  many  types  of 
children  coming  to  us.  We  have  probably  erred  in  the  past  in 
tending  to  the  position  that  only  children  with  well-nigh  perfect 
physical  and  mental  inheritances  should  be  adopted.  We  know 
this  to  be  a mistaken  policy.  Where  intelligent  foster  parents 
apply  and  hear  the  whole  story  of  the  child  they  are  in  a position 
to  reject  or  accept  some  of  the  risks  that  fall  to  the  lot  of  every 
parent. 


No  adoption  policy  should,  however,  ignore  certain  fixed  prin- 
ciples, namely:  poverty  should  not  be  a basis  for  giving  a child  up 
for  adoption.  The  rights  of  unmarried  mothers 
Principles  should  be  considered  equal  to  the  rights  of  other 

controlling  mothers;  the  fullest  inquiry  should  hold  for  each 

adoptions  proceeding  and  no  adoption  should  be  consummated 
in  less  than  a year  from  the  time  of  placement; 
throughout  every  step  the  great  solemnity  and  responsibility  which 
an  adoption  involves  should  ^)e  emphasized  and  when  once  entered 
upon  it  should  be  for  life.  A great  many  adoptions  even  where 
intelligent  people  are  involved  overlook  the  rights  of  the  child  by 
assuming  that  the  foster  parents  are  the  only  real  parties  at  interest. 
The  best  of  homes  is  not  necessarily  the  best  home  fbr  a particular 
child. 


It  is  distinctly  against  the  general  interests  of  children  to  have 
so  much  adoption  work  come  under  the  direct  care  of  unlicensed 
or  disreputable  agencies  and  individuals.  The 
Evil  attending  element  of  profit  has  no  place  in  such  a contract, 
unlicensed  and  The  fullest  knowledge  should  be  sought  by  the 
disreputable  foster  parents  both  as  regards  the  child  and  as 

agencies  regards  their  fitness  to  have  one.  The  courts 

must  also  do  their  part  by  showing  a livelier  in- 
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terest  in  the  court  proceedings.  There  should  also  be  direct  check- 
ing up  of  all  adoptions  by  the  State  Board  of  Charity,  through  a 
special  bureau. 


We  owe  thanks  to  the  more  than  400  foster  families  who 
rendered  gifts  and  services  far  in  excess  of  those  coming  from  all 
other  sources  combined.  Money  for  food  and 
Appreciation  of  shelter  and  clothing  most  frequently  came  from 
the  great  others,  but  the  foster  parents,  especially  the  mothers, 

services  per-  were  the  alchemists  who  changed  these  material 
formed  by  things  into  spiritual  services,  sympathetic  and 
foster  families  wise  training  and  endless  sacrifices,  thus  opening 
the  doors  to  sane,  healthy,  happy  living  for  the 
children.  The  foster  parents  frequently  expended  on  the  children 
the  money  we  had  paid  to  them  for  their  services.  Not  a worker 
on  our  staff  but  feels  most  strongly  the  enormous  gifts  they  have 
made.  The  general  public  little  understands  or  appreciates  their 
work  and  how  absolutely  we  as  a Society  are  dependent  on  them. 


THE  WORK  OF  THE  PREVENTIVE  CLINIC 

A Health  Investment 

Our  medical  work  for  the  year  involved  a cost  of  $4,500.54.  We 
feel  it  was  one  of  our  wisest  expenditures  for  it  represents  real 
preventive  work.  It  meant  the  careful  examination 
What  our  and  treatment  of  all  new  children  and  mothers 
medical  work  received  into  our  care;  of  others  in  whom  we  were 
means  especially  interested;  of  practically  all  children  on 

their  discharge  from  our  care;  constant  and  de- 
tailed conferences  between  our  physicians,  our  staff  members  and 
the  foster  mothers;  careful,  medical  supervision  of  children  in 
the  foster  homes ; frequent  visiting  of  the  children  in  foster  homes 
by  our  own  physicians;  the  keeping  of  careful  records;  the  periodic 
reporting  of  our  visitors  as  to  the  physical  and  health  progress 
of  each  child  and  having  all  examinations  and  treatment  by  local 
physicians  made  necessary  by  emergencies  or  distance  from  Boston 
done  under  the  direction  or  with  the  advice  of  the  Clinic.  Every 
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two  weeks  throughout  the  year  the  Director  reviewed  with  the 
nurses  the  health  record  of  every  child  under  three  years  of  age. 


It  is  impossible  to  do  adequate  child-caring  work  without  the 
assistance  of  highly  trained  and  competent  physicians.  The  devel- 
opment of  the  medical  side  of  our  work  during  the 
Preventive  past  few  years  has  made  the  Preventive  Clinic  of 
Clinic— our  the  Boston  Dispensary,  which  handles  the  greater 

part  in  it  part  of  this  service,  most  necessary  to  us.  The  Dis- 

pensary provides  light,  heat,  offices,  equipment 
and  janitor  service.  The  Church  Home  Society  and  this  Society 
provide  other  maintenance  expenses  on  the  basis  of  one-fifth  and 
four-fifths  respectively. 


A number  of  the  older  girls  and  all  the  unmarried  mothers  were 
examined  in  the  office  of  Dr.  Edith  Hale  Swift  because  we  felt  the 
need  of  extreme  privacy  in  all  these  cases.  We 
have  perhaps  stressed  this  point  too  much  and 
plans  are  now  under  consideration  for  concentrating 
all  work  at  the  Clinic.

The  Clinic  gives  us  the  use  of  the  Dispensary  equipment  without 
cost.  It  gives  the  opportunity  for  the  closest  co-operation  with  all 
of  its  other  clinics.  We  get  as  fine  and  satisfactory 
Great  economy  service  under  this  arrangement  as  we  would  if 
and  efficiency  all  the  work  were  located  in  a separate  building 
in  plan  erected  at  our  expense.  In  the  absence  of  Dr. 

Ladd  in  France  Dr.  Barron  was  in  charge  of  the 
medical  work  at  the  Clinic  and  we  owe  much  to  him  for  his  fkithful 
oversight,  as  we  do  likewise  to  Dr.  Swift  for  her  unusual  work  with 
the  girls  and  mothers. 

At  the  very  end  of  the  year,  feeling  the  need  of  still  more 
medical  service  at  the  Clinic,  Dr.  Leslie  H.  Macmillan  was  en- 
gaged for  full  time,  giving  mornings  at  the  Clinic 
Physician  on  and  afternoons  for  visiting  children  in  foster  homes, 
full-time  This  new  plan  has  gone  far  enough  to  prove  its 

service  necessity  and  value. 
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There  is  no  reason  why  the  Clinic  should  not  be  enlarged.  The 
day  of  free  medical  supervision  for  organizations  like  our  own  is 
bound  to  pass  and  physicians  and  nurses  as  paid 
Future  plans  members  of  staffs  will  become  general  with  those 
organizations  which  have  a comprehending  regard 
for  the  needs  of  their  wards. 


It  is  the  increasing  practice  to  send  children  who  have  been 
receiving  special  care  from  us  to  one  of  the  out-patient  clinics  for 
general  health  follow-up  work  upon  discharge  from 
our  supervision.  It  is  also  frequently  the  prac- 
tice to  have  other  and  sometimes  all  the  members 
of  a family  examined  and  treated  at  the  time  of  our 
entrance  in  behalf  of  a particular  child.

HOME  LIBRARIES 

The  Making  of  Better  Homes 

The  war  increased  those  forces  that  tend  to  impair  or  destroy 
family  life.  It  has  been  a matter  of  observation  for  a long  time 
that  most  organized  social  work  has  improved  and 
Perils  made  more  attractive  the  activities  outside  of  the 

threatening  homes,  stressing  less  the  things  that  make  for  strong 
the  family  wholesome  home  life.  The  heart  of  civilization  is 
the  family  and  if  the  family  fails  to  do  all  that  it

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should  for  its  members  civilization  will  not  survive.  There  is 
profound  ignorance  of  the  deep  and  controlling  impressions  made 
on  children  during  their  early  years. 

The  first  seven  years  are  more  important  than  all  the  later  years 
of  life.  Yet  these  early  years  are  almost  absolutely  within  the 
control  of  adults  who  have  had  little  or  no  training 
The  first  for  their  incomparably  difficult  task.  The  educa- 

seven  years  tion  of  children  begins  at  birth.  The  effect  during 

the  first  two  years  of  good  feeding,  proper  hygiene, 
adequate  sleep  and  quietness  on  children,  and  of  training  by  self- 
controlled  and  understanding  parents  is  greater  than  most  of  us  are 
ever  willing  to  admit.  In  many  instances  we  throw  away,  literally 
throw  away,  these  precious  early  years,  thinking  that  when  the 
child  goes  to  school  his  real  training  will  begin.  We  also  think 
that  the  first  four  years  at  school  will  offset  and  outweigh  in 
influence  the  many  hours  spent  each  day  away  from  school  in  the 
home  or  street. 

The  child  who  grows  up  with  a fine  love  and  appreciation  for  his 
home  as  a place  one  desires  to  go  to  joyfully,  because  of  the  under- 
standing, the  books,  the  games  and  the  play  to  be 
The  priceless  found  there,  is  given  weapons  and  protections 
value  of  good  against  the  many  destructive  forces  found  out- 
home  interests  side  the  home.  And  these  ver^^  destructive  forces 
are  retroactive  in  their  effects  on  the  home. 

With  other  social  agencies  in  Boston  we  are  trying  to  do  something 
to  make  family  life  in  this  community  a more  valued  possession. 

For  this  reason  we  maintain  a special  depart- 
Home  libraries  ment,  separate  and  distinct  from  all  of  our  other 
a work  of  work.  This  Department  of  Home  Libraries  rests 
prevention  on  the  principles  stated  above.  Through  the  me- 
dium of  good  books  and  stories  367  different 
children  coming  from  200  different  families  met  throughout  the 
year  in  groups  of  ten  or  twelve  in  their  own  homes.  The  super- 
visor of  the  department  with  the  assistance  of  31  volunteer  visitors 
supervised  this  family  work. 
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We  have  brought  to  the  children  and  to  some  of  their  parents  a 
knowledge  of  the  value  of  certain  juvenile  classics.  We  have  begun 
the  instruction  of  some  of  the  parents  in  story- 
instructing  telhng  so  that  their  own  children  may  have  “bed- 

parents  in  time’'  stories.  One  of  our  fathers  now  conducts 

story-telling  his  own  story-telling  hours,  gathering  his  own  chil- 
dren about  him  each  evening. 


This  work,  centering  about  books  and  reading  as  it  does,  is 
essentially  a public  library  job.  But  the  libraries  are  not  prepared

The  mothers  of  the  children  asked  us  to  advise  and  help  them 
with  many  of  their  difficulties,  often  revealing  conditions  most 
serious  in  their  import.  The  suffering  of  last 
Great  oppor-  winter,  due  to  lack  of  coal,  sickness  and  lack  of 
tunities  offered  proper  food,  was  extensive  and  often  tragic  in 
many  of  these  families  in  no  way  known  to  the 
so-called  charitable  agencies. 


We  hope  we  can  develop  certain  phases  of  the  Home-Library 
work  in  the  matter  of  summer  vacations  for  the  mothers  and 
children,  especially  the  tired  mothers  who  live 
Vacations,  such  cheerless  drab-colored  lives;  more  visits  for 
visits  and  the  children  to  the  many  places  of  art  and  culture 
travelling  li-  in  Boston;  and  a circulating  library  of  good  music 
brary  of  music  records.  Many  of  our  families  have  graphophones 
or  victrolas  but  they  seldom  have  reproductions  of 

the  best  music. 

The  social  effects  of  the  war  on  this  community  have  further 
emphasized  the  fundamental  need  of  good  clean  recreation.  The 
young  people  are  going  to  dance — conventional  re- 
Recreation  for  strictions  cannot  stop  them.  The  dance  hall  must 
good  or  evil  therefore  be  under  the  control  of  the  best  elements 
in  the  community.  The  same  thing  can  be  said  of 
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the  theatres  and  moving  picture  houses.  We  go  to  these  places  to 
be  relaxed  and  diverted  and  are  therefore  most  susceptible  to  sug- 
gestions good  or  bad.  The  significance  of  this  latter  point  should  be 
faced  when  we  realize  that  the  children  of  this  generation  feel 
dependent  on  the  theatres  and  moving  picture  houses  for  most  of 
their  recreation. 

FINANCE 

Our  disbursements  for  the  year  amounted  to  $112,631.96,  ex- 
ceeding the  budget  for  the  year  by  approximately  $12,500.  The  in- 
crease is  to  be  found  almost  entirely  in  the  items  of 
Disbursements  board,  clothing  and  medical  care.  The  amount 
over  $112,000  spent  for  salaries  was  less  than  the  estimate.  We 
have  had  to  increase  salaries,  and  wisely  so,  but 
we  operated  with  a reduced  staff.  Yet  we  are  not  paying  enough 
to  retain  the  services  of  the  type  of  worker  whom  we  need  in  this 
field.  It  is  absolutely  essential  that  experience  and  wisdom  lodge 
with  others  besides  executive  officers. 

We  spent  $58,653.20  for  the  care  of  children  and  $24,374.29  for 
visitors’  and  nurses’  services.  The  administrative  salaries  amounted 
to  $13,618.00,  about  $600  greater  than  for  last  year.  We  received 
legacies  amounting  to  $1,850  from  the  estates  of  Frances  H.  Tomp- 
kins, Caroline  L.  Bayley,  Gustavus  I.  Peavy  and  Harrison  Parker. 

Mr.  I.  Tucker  Burr,  Jr.,  resigned  his  office  as  Treasurer  to  enter 
military  service.  Mr.  Richard  Austin  was  elected  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy, Mr.  Burr  continuing  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  effects  of  the  unprecedented  demands  on  the  charitable 
public  made  by  the  war  were  felt  by  the  home  organizations.  We 
increased  our  total  number  of  contributors  from 
2,200  givers — approximately  1,900  to  2,200  but  the  total  con- 
Cost  of  appeals  tributions  for  the  year  were  $1,000  less  than  for 
the  previous  year.  This  condition  is  not  likely  to 
be  changed  for  some  time.  Loss  through  lapses  tends  to  increase. 
It  is  evident  that  necessary  increases  in  expenditures  for  home 
organizations  cannot  be  carried  by  the  groups  of  contributors  who 
have  been  the  chief  supporters  up  to  now. 
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We  sent  out  approximately  34,000  appeal  letters  in  addition  to 
letters  to  our  regular  givers.  The  total  cost,  not  counting  salaries, 
was  $2,179.78  or  .064  for  each  letter.  The  gross  return  was  $7,105.67 
or  .21  for  each  letter.  The  corresponding  figures  for  last  year  were 
$1,023  and  .049  on  the  cost  and  $6,082  and  .29  on  the  return 
respectively. 


A deficit  in  a year  such  as  we  have  just  closed  is  an  honor  to  a 
society.  The  Directors  who  sat  on  the  Reception  Committee 
know  how  large  have  been  the  demands,  how 
impelling  their  nature  and  how  parsimonious  and 
Deficit  this  meager  at  times  has  been  the  help  we  gave.  That 
year  inevitable  ^j^jch  we  “spent  we  have.”  It  is  cause  for  regret 
that  one  person  should  be  in  distress ; that  one  child 
should  die  for  lack  of  adequate  care;  that  one  person  should  lack 
opportunity  to  develop  his  talents  to  the  utmost,  due  to  failure  to 
prevent  or  change  the  adverse  conditions. 


The  “Committee  of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund,  Incorporated,” 
granted  us  a special  appropriation  of  $2,000  during  the  year,  $1,500 
of  which  was  paid  within  our  fiscal  year.  The

The  wisdom  and  spirit  it  has  shown  will  tend  to  the  creation  of 
a larger  and  larger  community  social  work  endowment  beyond  the 
control  of  any  one  agency  or  group  of  agencies 
Effect  of  fund  and  this  undoubtedly  means  progress  in  the  social 
on  social  work  work  field  of  Boston.  The  appropriation  to  this 
in  Boston  Society  was  divided  equally  between  our  general 
work  and  our  work  for  babies.  The  Committee  is 
the  chief  support  of  certain  new  and  most  important  efforts, 
namely:  the  Dietetic  Bureau  and  the  Bureau  on  Illegitimacy. 
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The  budget  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1919,  is  for  $117, 
000,  an  increase  of  approximately  $4,400  over  this  year’s  budget.  We 
have  got  to  raise  $50,000  in  contributions  to  make 
New  budget  it  possible  and  this  is  an  increase  of  $17,600  over 
$117,000  the  contributions  for  the  year  covered  by  this  re- 

port. The  contributors  to  our  general  fund  deserve 
great  thanks  for  the  part  of  our  work  they  made  possible.  We 
must  rely  on  them  to  a greater  extent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Society  desires  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  Motor  Service  of 
the  Red  Cross  for  unusual  helpfulness  in  transporting  children  to 
and  from  foster  homes  and  hospitals;  to  the  “Corn- 
General  mittee  of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund,  Incorpo- 

acknowledg-  rated,”  for  its  assistance;  to  the  various  hospitals  for 
ments  assistance  in  our  medical  work;  to  the  department 

stores  for  discounts;  to  the  railroads  for  reduced 
transportation;  to  many  people  for  gifts  of  clothing  and  toys 
and  to  the  newspapers  for  fair  accounts  of  our  work.  We  are 
also  indebted  to  the  other  social  agencies  in  Boston,  especially 
the  children’s  agencies,  for  assistance  in  the  performance  of  our 
work.

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BOSTON  COMMUNITY  PLAN  OF  PUBLIC  AND  PRIVATE 
CHILD-PLACING 


Massachusetts  has  a fairly  well-worked-out  plan  for  the  interrelation  of  services  on  the 
part  of  public  departments  and  private  agencies  providing  for  children  who  for  a variety  of  reasons 
cannot  be  cared  for  by  their  own  parents  or  other  relatives.  There  are  approximately  12,000 
such  children  in  this  State,  more  than  10,000  being  in  foster-family  homes. 

The  Division  of  Minor  Wards  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity  and  the  Trustees  for  Children 
of  Boston  provide  foster-home  care  for  neglected  and  dependent  children  committed  by  the  courts. 

In  addition  to  these  two  public  departments  there  are  a number  of  private  children’s 
organizations  also  serving  the  community.  The  general  division  of  labor  between  public  and 
private  organizations  is  as  follows:  To  the  State  or  city  are  referred  those  children  who  repre- 
sent long-continued  financial  expenditures  as  well  as  many  children  for  whom  there  are  less 
hopeful  prognoses.  The  private  societies  can  do  the  quick  experimental  work  much  more  easily 
than  is  true  of  the  public  agencies.  The  private  organizations  have  tended  to  set  standards  be- 
cause they  could  more  easily  limit  the  amoimt  of  work  assigned  to  their  visitors. 

These  private  societies  through  the  Confidential  Exchange  prevent  duplication  in  case  work. 
Certain  of  them  have  assumed  definite  responsibility  for  children’s  work  in  designated  districts 
in  the  State.  The  whole  State  is  thus  covered  by  this  arrangement.  In  special  cases  each  Society 
may,  however,  operate  at  will  outside  of  its  special  district. 

All  of  these  organizations  place  children  throughout  the  year  in  private  families.  All  but 
three  work  without  an  institution.  Arranged  alphabetically,  these  Societies,  in  addition  to  ourown, 
are: 

The  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society,  which  gives  special  attention  in  the  summer  to 
building  up  delicate  children  of  school  age,  and  throughout  the  year  does  a general  child-caring 
work  for  children  of  all  ages,  with  a limitation  for  delinquent  boys  of  fourteen  years.  Office, 
48  Rutland  St. 

The  Boston  Society  for  the  Care  of  Girls  provides  care  for  older  girls  in  need,  and  also 
organizes  leagues  or  clubs  of  girls  and  young  women  for  their  self-improvement  and  for  com- 
munity service.  Office,  184  Boylston  St. 

The  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau  maintains  a Bureau  of  Advice  and  Inquiry  for  children 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith.  It  also  provides  for  such  children  in  institutions  and  foster-family 
homes.  Office,  43  Tremont  St. 

The  Children’s  Bureau  of  the  Jewish  Federated  Charities  gives  advice  and  assistance 
to  Jewish  children  and  provides  for  certain  of  them  in  institutions  and  foster-family  homes. 
Office,  262  Washington  St. 

The  Children’s  Mission  to  Children  in  addition  to  doing  a general  child-caring  work  spe- 
cializes with  improvable  crippled  or  delicate  children.  Office,  279  Tremont  St. 

The  Church  Home  Society  interests  itself  in  children  from  Episcopal  families  in  any  part 
of  the  State,  and  places  them  in  families  of  their  own  denomination.  Office,  296  Boylston  St. 

The  New  England  Home  for  Little  Wanderers  takes  for  placement  children  from  com- 
munities over  New  England  as  well  as  from  the  metropolitan  area.  It  maintains  an  institution 
for  the  special  study  and  treatment  of  children  presenting  difficult  problems  in  mental  and  physi- 
cal development.  Office,  161  South  Huntington  Ave. 

The  Children’s  Aid  Society  possesses  no  special  technical  skill  which  is  not  ^rt  of  or 
cannot  be  made  part  of  these  other  agencies.

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THE  GROWING  CHILD 


1.  Every  child  should  have  well-cooked,  simple  food  at  regular 
intervals.  No  child  should  have  tea,  coffee,  drugs,  or  stim- 
ulants. 

2.  When  the  teeth  come  they  should  be  carefully  attended  to. 
Rheumatism,  heart  disease,  and  nervous  strain  may  follow 
neglect  in  this  respect. 

3.  Worry,  excitability,  sleeplessness  and  oversensitiveness  call 
for  skilled  attention. 

4.  Suitable  occupation  for  hands  and  mind  is  the  best  preventive 
of  nervous  strain.  The  tiny  child  loves  to  help ; give  him  plenty  of 
chances  to  do  so.  The  helpful  and  interested  child  develops 
easily  into  the  hard-working  youth  able  to  use  his  ability  and 
talents. 

5.  Train  the  child  to  strict  obedience  from  the  outset.  If  based 
on  sympathy,  obedience  will  become  an  instinctive  habit. 
Nagging  should  be  avoided  and  the  child  given  as  much  freedom 
as  possible. 

6.  Do  not  use  fear  as  a means  of  training. 

7.  Give  the  child  your  love  and  friendship;  respect  his  curiosity; 
answer  his  questions.  Try  to  understand  him.  Encourage 
his  efforts,  but  do  not  spoil  him  by  undue  admiration. 

8.  Be  brave  for  your  child.  Take  care  lest  in  trying  to  shield  him 
from  danger,  difficulty,  and  misfortune,  you  render  him  inca- 
pable of  meeting  them  successfully. 

9.  Every  child  needs  companionship,  but  should  have  also  oppor- 
tunities to  be  alone. 

10.  If  growth  is  the  main  business  of  the  infant,  well-chosen  play 
is  the  main  business  of  the  growing  child.  Through  play  he 
learns  to  develop  his  powers,  and  to  work  generously  with  and 
for  others.  He  also  gains  the  experience  of  success  against 
odds. 

11.  Set  your  child  a good  example. 

12.  Take  care  of  the  first  five  years  and  the  rest  will  take  care  of 
themselves.  Try  it  and  see.
